FIRST  SESSION 

The  Thirty-fifth  Session  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  called  to  order  by  President  C.  P. 
Harper  of  Selma. 

Mr.  Harper:  "Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  The  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  organized  in  1880,  has 
for  its  object  the  advancement  of  pharmacy  and  the  improve- 
ment of  drug  conditions  throughout  the  State.  It  has  been 
customary  to  meet  in  different  sections  of  our  State  alternat- 
ing from  the  East  to  the  West  and  from  the  West  to  the  East. 
This  year  we  come  to  the  mountains  to  meet  with  our  western 
friends,  to  enjoy  your  beautiful  scenery  and  to  be  inspired 
by  your  wholesome  atmosphere. 

"I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Association  for  a  number 
of  years  and  I  personally  know  the  majority  of  those  present 
yet  I  see  before  me  a  number  of  strange  faces  in  the  audience, 
probably  many  of  whom  have  risen  from  the  bottom  until 
they  have  established  successful  drug  stores  in  their  home 
towns.  We  are  glad  to  have  you  with  us.  Heartily  I  greet 
you  and  congratulate  you  and  I  want  you  to  feel  that  this  is 
your  convention  and  I  want  you  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of 
the  occasion  and  help  us  to  make  this  a  pleasant  and  suc- 
cessful meeting." 

Mr.  Harper  then  introduced  Dr.  W.  F.  Womble,  of  the 
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Methodist  Church  of  Hendersonville,  who  delivered  the  fol- 
io winy  invocation  : 

"Lord,  our  Father,  thou  art  God  and  besides  Thee  there 
is  no  other  God.  Thou  alone  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life. 
Thou  rulest  the  destiny  of  men  and  of  nations,  and  without 
Thy  blessiny  and  promise  we  cannot  hope  to  succeed.  We 
would  ask  that  thou  wilt  direct  these  men  in  all  their  ways 
and  make  their  paths  clear  to  them.  We  know,  our  Father, 
that  if  thou  dost  guide  us  that  all  our  efforts  will  be  success- 
ful but  without  Thy  approval  we  are  failures.  We  thank 
Thee,  our  Father,  that  we  have  the  privilege  of  coming  to- 
gether this  morning.  From  all  parts  of  our  State  these  men 
have  come  together  for  the  transaction  of  very  important 
business  and  as  they  are  liable  to  error  we  pray  that  they  may 
be  guided  by  Thy  hand  and  that  Thy  richest  blessings  may 
fall  upon  them  and  that  thou  wilt  guide  them  in  all  that  they 
do,  that  their  being  together  in  our  midst  may  result  in  their 
good  and  to  the  good  of  our  State.  Bless  them,  God,  and 
guide  them,  and  may  their  coming  be  an  inspiration  and 
blessing  to  us.  Grant  that  during  their  stay  with  us  they  may 
recognize  that  our  city  is  a  law  abiding,  God-fearing  city, 
that  our  business  men  may  make  such  an  impression  upon 
them  that  they  will  want  to  came  back  to  us,  and  grant  that 
in  their  home  life,  and  in  their  business  life,  each  one  of  them 
may  be  imbued  with  that  wisdom  which  flows  from  Thee 
alone.  Grant  that  their  presence  among  us  may  be  a  bless- 
ing to  our  city,  that  Thy  blessing  may  rest  upon  all  their 
deliberations  and  that  the  work  they  may  accomplish  here 
may  be  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  benefit  of  our  State. 
These   blessings   we   ask   for   the   sake  of   Christ.      Amen." 

Mi;.  Harper:  "I  will  ask  Mr.  Justus,  our  Local  Secre- 
tary, to  present  the  speaker  who  will  deliver  the  address  of 
welcome." 

Mr.  Justus  :  "I  beg  to  present  to  you,  Ladies  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
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our  Mayor,  Mr.  Schenck,  upon  whom  falls  the  honor  of  bid- 
ding you  welcome." 

Mr.  Schenck  :  "Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 
I  desire  to  extend  to  you,  upon  the  part  of  the  citizens  and 
for  our  town  at  large,  a  most  cordial,  friendly  and  wholesome 
welcome.  We  are  glad  indeed  to  have  you  with  us.  It  is 
true  that  heretofore  we  have  had  the  pleasure  and  distinction 
of  welcoming  other  bodies  of  North  Carolinians.  In  sharing 
with  them  our  homes  and  all  we  have,  we  had  much  pleasure ; 
but,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I  can  truthfully  say  we  have 
entertained  no  other  organization,  or  body  of  men,  for  whom 
we  have  greater  respect  for  their  accomplishments,  their 
sincerity,  than  for  the  earnest  capable  men  whom  I  have  the 
honor  of  addressing ;  men  who  have  done  so  much  to  alleviate 
the  suffering  and  unhappiness  throughout  the  Old  North 
State  we  love  so  well.  We  hope  that  as  you  go  to  and  from 
your  meetings  here  that  you  will  take  time  and  make  oppor- 
tunity to  look  over  our  thriving,  thrifty  mountain  city.  We 
are  proud  of  our  little  town,  and  when  you  come  to  know  our 
little  city  wre  feel  you  will  be  pleased  with  it.  In  an  after- 
noon's walk  you  are  apt  to  meet  people  from  a  score  or  more 
states  enjoying  their  vacations  with  us  and  you  will  be  in- 
terested, I  am  sure,  in  all  the  evidences  of  our  progress,  for 
some  of  you  who  have  been  with  us  before  this  will  note  that 
where  there  lay  vacant  property  before  it  is  now  built  up,  and 
that  all  signs  point  to  our  prosperity  and  development.  I 
hope,  Mr.  President,  and  you,  gentlemen,  that  you  won't 
allow  your  meeting  here  to  be  altogether  a  business  one,  or, 
if  you  should  do  this,  have  it  in  the  order  of  your  business  to 
take  a  little  time  to  go  out  and  climb  a  mountain  and  get  its 
good  tidings.  Nature  peacefully  lies  all  about  you,  the  winds 
blow  their  freshness  to  you  and  the  storms  their  energy,  and 
cares  will  drop  off  from  you  like  autumn  leaves. 

"In  extending  to  you  a  welcome  to  all  that  we  have  we 
would  not  have  you  gentlemen  think  we  are  unmindful  of  the 
compliment  paid  us  in  your  having  selected  Hendersonville  as 
the  city  for  your  meeting.     Of  this  honor  we  are  very  proud 
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and  extend  you  our  heartiest  greeting.  And  to  Dr.  Beal,  of 
the  Buckeye  State,  I  wish  to  convey  our  wholesome  weleome, 
— though  I  see  he  is  not  now  amongst  you — and  to  say  that 
we  hope  he  will  enjoy  his  stay  with  us. 

"And  now,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  our  doors  have  been 
torn  from  their  hinges,  thereby  destroying  the  proverbial 
latch  string  and  rendering  absolutely  useless  the  key  to  the 
city.  Our  homes,  our  climate,  our  scenery  and  our  Coca- 
Cola  are  yours  and  I  bid  you  most  welcome." 

Mr.  Hakpeb:  "I  will  ask  Mr.  G.  C.  Goodman,  of 
Mooresville,  to  respond  to  Mr.  Schenck's  kind  words  of 
welcome." 

Me.  Goodma.x  :  'Air.  President,  Members  of  the  ^"orth 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men, and  you.  Sir.  who  have  so  graciously  extended  to  us  the 
hospitality  of  your  beautiful  and  progressive  city,  as  repre- 
sentative of  your  visitors,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  you  for  your 
welcome. 

"Coming,  as  we  do,  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  from  the 
low  plains  of  the  East,  from  the  rolling  hills  of  the  Piedmont, 
and  from  these  mountains,  which,  in  fact,  vie  with  those  of 
far  famed  Switzerland,  I  feel  that  there  could  be  no  worthier 
place  of  meeting  than  in  this  wide-awake  city  in  the  'Land  of 
the  Sky.'  with  its  handsome  women  and  stalwart  men. 

"Leaving  our  responsibilities  behind  us.  we  come  here  to 
discuss  methods  looking  to  the  advanment  of  Pharmacy,  in- 
terchanging ideas  and  experiences  which  have  been  gained 
individually  year  after  year  while  laboring  in  our  chosen  pro- 
fession ;  and  to  renew  the  ties  of  friendship  with  our  fellow 
pharmacists,  and  to  enjoy  with  you  this  delightful  climate. 

"So,  again,  Sir,  we  thank  you  for  your  generous  words  of 
welcome." 

Roll  call  of  members  by  Secretary  Beard. 

The  roll  call  showed  a  smaller  number  of  members  present 
than  usual  because  of  a  misunderstanding  as  to  trains  from 
the  east. 
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Mb.  Harper  :  "Mr.  Secretary,  what  was  the  increase  in 
membership  this  last  year  I" 

Me.  Beard  :  "I  have  that  data  in  my  report.  Last  year 
we  had  262  members;  this  year  27:3." 

Me.  Harper:  "We  will  now  have  the  reading  of  the 
Minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting." 

Mr.  Hancock  :  "I  move  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  preceding  meeting  be  dispensed  with,  since  they  are 
found  in  the  Proceedings  of  last  year's  meeting." 

Motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  V.  Howell,  and  carried. 
Mr.  Harper  :    "We  can  then  proceed  with  the  admission 
of  new  members." 

Mr.  Sedberry,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee: 
"I  ask  that  the  admission  of  new  members  be  postponed  until 
a  little  later  owing  to  the  small  attendance  this  morning." 

Me.  Harper:  "We  can  take  that  up  this  afternoon 
then.  We  have  a  number  of  visitors  present  this  morning 
and  we  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  them."' 

Delegate:  "The  Association  would  like  to  hear  from 
Mr.  Smith  of  Asheville." 

Mr.  Smith:  "There  is  only  one  thing  for  me  to 
say  and  that  is  that  I  am  very  glad  to  see  you  all  at  this  meet- 
ing and  to  be  here.  I  hope  you  will  have  a  very  pleasant  and 
profitable  time  during  your  stay  and  that  we  shall  have  a 
most  successful  meeting.  I  regret  that  my  nephew  could  not 
be  present.  It  was,  however,  impossible  for  him  to  be  here." 
Mr.  Birdsoxg  :  "I  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  O'Ban- 
non  of  Richmond." 

Mr.  O'Baxxox  :  "I  wish  to  state  that  owing  to  the  sick- 
ness of  his  brother,  Mr.  B.  L.  Powers  of  my  firm,  found  it 
impossible  to  be  here,  but  he  wished  me  to  say  that  he  might 
possibly  come  down  later  and  he  sends  his  greetings  to  you 
all." 
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M  b.  Harper  :  "It  has  long  been  the  pleasure  of  the  As- 
sociation to  have  Mr.  R.  L.  Powers  with  us  and  we  regret 
that  he  is  not  here  today.  Is  Mr.  Vangorter  in  the  hall  ?" 
(Not  here.) 

Prof.  Howell  :  "I  move  that  we  adjourn,  as  a  great 
many  members  from  the  east  were  mixed  up  on  the  schedule 
and  will  arrive  at  about  1 :30  this  afternoon.     I  believe  that 

was  the  cause  of  such  a  small  attendance  this  morning." 

Mr.  Raysor  :  "I  second  that  motion  as  I  think  that  we 
shall  have  a  much  better  attendance  this  afternoon." 

Mr.  Hancock:  "Just  a  minute:  I  see  that  the  train 
from  Cincinnati  is  two  hours  and  ten  minutes  late  and  instead 
of  arriving  at  1 :20,  it  will  not  be  here  until  2  :50.  I  feel 
pretty  sure  that  Dr.  Beal  will  be  here  on  that  train  as  he  has 
already  written  me  that  he  would  be  here." 

Mi;.  Raysor:  "I  have  just  had  a  communication  from 
Mr.  Seely,  the  manager  of  the  Grove  Park  Inn.  He  has  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  Dr.  Beal  to  be  his  guest  for  several 
i lavs  at  the  Inn.  I  wanted  the  members  of  the  Association 
to  know  of  this  compliment  paid  Dr.  Beal." 

Mr.  Harper  :  "This  afternoon  the  session  will  be  held  at 
3  o'clock  and  I  hope  that  every  member  present  will  attend 
the  meeting.  While  the  program  is  not  going  to  be  a  very  long 
one,  yet  in  addition  to  the  regular  program,  discussions  will 
arise  which  will  be  most  entertaining,  and  I  feel  certain  will 
be  of  interest  to  every  druggist.  Afterwards  we  will  adjourn 
promptly  in  order  to  take  up  the  social  features.  Tonight 
the  address  of  Dr.  Beal  will  be  given  in  this  hall  at  8:30,  to 
which  the  public  is  invited.  We  want  to  give  him  a  large 
audience  and  enthusiastic  greeting:  and  so  let  it  be  known 
that  the  citizens  of  the  town  are  most  cordially  invited  to 
attend  this  session." 

Mr.  Haxcock  :  "I  want  to  announce  that  the  druggists 
of  Hendersonville  have  kindlv  consented  to  close  their  stores 
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at  8:30  this  evening  in  order  that  their  clerks  may  hear  the 
address  of  Dr.  Beal." 

Mr.  Eaysor  :  "Just  before  we  close  I  suggest  that  some 
means  be  provided  for  letting  it  be  known  to  the  public  that 
Dr.  Beal  is  to  address  our  Association  this  evening,  and  that 
all  the  people  are  not  only  invited  to  be  present,  but  earnestly 
requested  to  come." 

Me.  Hancock:  "That  announcement  is  to  be  made  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  edition  of  the  papers  this  afternoon." 

Mr.  Harper  :     "This  meeting  stands  adjourned  until  3 

o'clock  this  afternoon." 
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SECOXD  SESSIOX 

Auditorium,  County  Court  House. 
June  17th,  3:10  P.  M. 

The  President  called  the  Association  to  order  at  3:10 
P.  M. 

The  President  :  ''I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  read  the 
minutes  of  the  morning  session.'' 

Secretary  Beard  reads  the  minutes. 

Mr.  Raysoe  :  "I  move  that  the  minutes  be  approved  and 
spread  on  the  records  of  this  Association." 

This  motion  was  properly  seconded  and  carried. 

At  this  point  President  Harper  appointed  Messrs.  W.  H. 
Justus  and  F.  W.  Hancock  as  a  committee  to  meet  Dr.  Beal, 
who  was  to  arrive  from  Scio,  Ohio,  at  3:30  P.  M. 

Mr.  G-.  C.  Goodman,  of  Mooresville,  the  Vice-President, 
takes  the  chair  while  the  President  makes  his  annual  address. 

ADDRESS  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention: — 

I  shall  not  weary  you  with  a  long  address.  In  my  brief  remarks 
I  will  tell  you  of  some  things  which  have  occurred  affecting  our  busi- 
ness during  the  past  year.  While  the  progress  of  Pharmacy  has  met 
with  opposition,  and  there  are  some  dangers  which  threaten  us  in 
the  business  world,  yet  conditions  as  a  whole  are  good.  Doubt,  fear 
and  discouragement  have  no  place  in  the  life  of  a  druggist.  I  will 
not  give  voice  to  any  feelings  of  pessimism,  but  will  express  a  feel- 
ing of  hopefulness  for  the  future.  The  action  of  the  various  Phar- 
maceutical Associations  throughout  the  country,  and  the  -concerted  ef- 
fort being  made  to  bring  about  effective  legislation,  would  show 
that  forward  steps  are  being  taken  all  along  the  line.  In  reading  of 
the  work  which  is  being  done  in  various  states,  I  am  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  a  strong  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  conditions  in 
almost  every  State  in  the  Union.  In  Kansas  legislation  has  been  en- 
acted which  goes  far  towards  preventing  dispensing  by  physicians, 
giving  the  business  to  druggists,  where  it  properly  belongs.  In  Colo- 
rado, Wisconsin,  New  Jersey,  and  in   fact  nearly  every  State  in  the 
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Union,  there  is  a  tendency  to  require  higher  education  in  Pharmacy. 
This  is  being  done  through  legislation,  some  states  requiring  as  much 
as  five  years  experience  in  the  prescription  department  and  a  College 
course  in  Pharmacy.  I  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
it  will  be  impossible  for  one  who  is  not  properly  qualified  to  secure 
license  to  dispense  medicines. 

In  a  great  many  states  efforts  are  being  made  to  restrict  the  sale 
of  poisons,  narcotics,  and  habit-forming  drugs.  Druggists  everywhere 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  the  people  who  know  little  or  nothing 
of  the  injurious  effects  of  these  drugs  must  be  protected  by  those 
who  do  know. 

In  a  large  number  of  states  there  is  a  growing  public  sentiment 
against  the  sale  of  whiskey  in  drug  stores.  With  very  few  exceptions 
the  druggists  who  have  license  to  sell  whiskey  on  prescription,  sell  it 
without  prescription.  A  great  majority  of  physicians  of  today  tell 
us  that  whiskey  is  not  necessary  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  and  that 
some  other  stimulant  will  answer  every  purpose.  In  our  own  state 
the  Courts  and  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  have  been  active  in  prosecuting 
violators  of  this  law.  In  the  past  year  the  number  of  druggists  who 
have  made  this  prosecution  necessary,  make  for  us  an  unpleasant  mem- 
ory. Personally  I  am  opposed  to  the  sale  of  whiskey  in  drug  stores 
in  any  form,  because  the  direct  result  will  be  to  lower  our  standards, 
and  place  the  drug  store  on  the  level  with  the  saloon. 

One  of  the  greatest  evils  throughout  the  country  is  the  cutting  of 
prices.  However,  I  can  say  with  pleasure  that  the  cut-rate  store  has 
met  with  little  encouragement  in  our  own  State.  The  thinking  people 
of  North  Carolina  do  not  want  cheap  drugs :  they  want  pure  drugs. 
A  great  fight  is  being  waged  to  secure  Federal  legislation  permitting 
manufacturers  to  fix  prices  at  which  their  products  shall  be  sold.  Our 
National  organizations,  supported  by  State  associations,  are  bringing 
their  influence  to  bear  upon  Congress  to  have  the  Stevens  Bill  and 
the  Metz  Bill  enacted  into  laws.  I  would  suggest  that  this  Associa- 
tion pass  resolutions  favoring  these  measures,  and  that  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions,  with  a  letter,  be  mailed  to  each  one  of  our  Senators  and 
Congressmen,  urging  the  passage  of  House  Bill  No.  13,305. 

In  a  number  of  states  a  recognized  foe,  and  one  which  must  be 
dealt  with,  is  the  drug  peddler,  or  wagon  vender.  The  president  of  the 
Oklahoma  Association  makes  the  astounding  statement  that  every 
druggist  loses  $1,500.00  per  year  from  this  source  alone.  In  some 
states  they  are  required  to  pay  a  license  tax,  ranging  from  $25.00 
to  $250.00,  while  in  California  they  are  not  permitted  to  operate  at 
all.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  Druggists  and  physicians  spend  time  and 
money  to  prepare  for  their  life  work.  Should  a  peddler  who  has 
no  knowledge  of  medicine  be  given  the  same  privileges   which   they 
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enjoy?     I   recommed   that   the   Committee   on   Legislation   include   this 
as  one  of  the  measures  to  be  brought  before  our  Legislature. 

Dispensing  by  physicians  is  probably  the  greatest  difficulty  which 
the  druggist  must  overcome.  There  is  no  greater  means  by  which 
the  profits  of  the  retail  druggist  are  diverted  into  other  channels.  How 
to  prevent  it  is  a  perplexing  problem.  In  rural  districts,  remote  from 
drug  stores,  it  is  almost  a  necessity ;  but  when  there  is  a  competent 
druggist  the  great  majority  of  people  prefer  to  have  their  medicines 
prepared  by  him.  Raising  our  standards,  carrying  in  stock  the  best 
preparations,  winning  the  doctor's  confidence,  and  convincing  him 
that  we  are  not  only  competent,  but  conscientious  and  reliable;  all 
these  things,  I  say,  will  go  far  towards  inducing  him  to  prescribe. 
Cultivate  the  friendship  of  your  physicians;  answer  their  calls;  and 
show  them  that  you  stand  ever  ready  to  co-operate  with  them  for 
mutual  benefit,  and  in  their  efforts  to  relieve  suffering  and  cure  de- 
sease.  I  believe  that  intelligent  physicians  prefer  to  prescribe,  but 
they  sometimes  feel  that  unfair  competition  compels  them  to  dis- 
pense. Kansas  has  ?  law  which  provides  for  the  inspection  of  doc- 
tors' offices,  and  requiring  that  all  drugs  sold  by  them  be  of  the  same 
standard  as  those  sold  by  druggists.  I  recommend  that  the  Committee 
on  Legislation  secure  a  copy  of  this  law,  and  make  some  effort  to 
secure  effective  legislation  along  this  line. 

The  ninth  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  under  the  supervision  of 
Prof.  Remington,  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  publishers  July  ist. 
Questions  holding  up  same  are  as  follows:  What  constitutes  a  poison? 
what  is  whiskey?  Shall  proprietary  preparations  be  admitted  to  the 
U.  S.  P.?  What  shall  be  done  with  Volatile  Oils  which  vary  in 
specific  gravity? 

The  State  of  Wisconsin  has  organized  the  Pharmaceutical  Experi- 
ment Station,  and  has  secured  an  appropriation  of  $2,500.00  for  this 
purpose.  Its  object  is  to  co-operate  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant  In- 
dustry at  Washington  in  the  cultivation  of  plants  and  the  dissemina- 
tion of  knowledge  along  this  line.  In  this  connection  I  suggest  that 
the  legislative  committee  secure  from  the  State  an  appropriation  to 
be  used  by  the  Board  as  they  think  wise  for  the  advancement  of 
Pharmacy. 

In  some  states  there  has  been  considerable  legislation  regarding  the 
sale  of  poisons,  especially  bichloride  of  mercury.  I  do  not  consider 
additional  legislation  necessary.  Realizing  that  suicide  is  increasing, 
I  do  recommend  that  this  Association  go  on  record  as  requesting  the 
newspapers  throughout  the  State  to  refrain  from  publishing  the  names 
of  those  poisons  which  are  given  through  mistake,  or  which  are  taken 
with  suicidal  intent. 

The  Druggists'  Home,  at  Palmyra,  failed  to  make  its  .payments, 
due  to  lack  of  contributions.    It  has  been  suggested  that  this  be  turned 
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over  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  which  would  give  it  a  high  standing.  Just 
here  I  want  to  recommend  that  this  Association  affiliate  with  the  N. 
A.  R.  D.  When  the  United  States  Courts  decided  that  the  methods 
which  they  used  to  control  prices  were  a  violation  of  the  Sherman 
Anti-  Trust  Law,  the  men  at  the  head  of  this  organization  were  not 
discouraged.  It  has  since  grown  in  usefulness  and  power.  We  should 
co-operate  with  them,  because  it  means  progress,  and  because,  "In 
unity  there  is  strength."  We  can  thus  be  of  mutual  helpfulness  and 
accomplishment,  especially  in  the  matter  of  securing  effective  legisla- 
tion. 

From  time  to  time  preparations  are  being  manufactured  and  thrown 
on  the  market  which  have  little  or  no  therapeutic  value  and  are  some- 
times positively  injurious.  We  occupy  a  position  of  confidence  and 
trust,  and  we  should  not  only  discourage  the  sale  of  these  remedies, 
but  it  is  our  duty  to  warn  the  public  against  such  preparations. 

There  are  those  who  look  upon  Pharmacy  as  a  profession  only. 
I  see  it  as  both  a  profession  and  a  business.  I  realize  the  importance 
of  education  and  training  for  our  work  behind  the  prescription  counter. 
I  know  that  largely  upon  our  skill  in  compounding  and  dispensing 
depends  the  high  position  which  we  occupy  in  our  community.  We 
should  maintain  these  high  standards  through  increased  knowledge, 
making  ourselves  more  competent,  guarding  the  professional  side  of 
our  business  as  a  miser  guards  his  treasures.  On  the  other  hand, 
modern  methods  applied  to  the  drug  business  have  given  us  the  mod- 
ern drug  store  of  today.  They  have  done  more,  and  brought  us  suc- 
cess where  we  would  have  otherwise  failed.  The  cash  register,  cor- 
rect system  of  bookkeeping,  and  various  check  systems,  enable  us 
to  keep  a  record  of  our  business  from  day  to  day  Neat  and  attrac- 
tive fixtures,  well-lighted  stores,  which  enable  us  to  display  our  goods, 
have  largely  increased  the  sale  of  merchandise.  Co-operative  buying, 
training  our  clerks  to  be  salesmen,  and  the  featuring  of  exclusive  lines, 
have  enabled  us  to  overcome  the  competition  of  department  stores. 
I  believe  in  side  lines.  Every  man  must  decide  for  himself  in  what 
these  side  lines  shall  consist.  Other  merchants  have  encroached  upon 
our  rights  until  we  are  at  liberty  to  sell  anything  which  is  legitimate, 
which  bears  a  reasonable  profit,  and  which  gives  our  customers  value 
received.  The  successful  druggist  of  today  is  essentially  a  business 
man. 

The  future  of  the  druggist  is  very  bright  as  I  see  it.  Of  course, 
our  success  depends  largely  upon  our  own  efforts,  but  conditions  are 
very  much  in  our  favor.  Our  rating  with  Bradstreet  and  Dun  is 
steadily  going  up,  while  our  antiquated  methods  are  going  down. 

I  cannot  tell  you  of  all  the  elements  which  command  success.  You 
must  have  health,  for  a  strong  mind  goes  with  a  sound  body.  Study 
those  means  by  which  you  can  keep  yourself  in  good  physical  condi- 
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tion,  for  you  can  do  nothing  without  health.  You  must  have  charac- 
ter, for  it  is  necessary  to  win  the  confidence  of  the  people.  Make 
them  believe  in  you :  you  cannot  do  this  unless  you  have  character. 
Be  enthusiastic.  Get  the  public  interested  in  what  you  are  trying  to 
do,  and  they  will  join  with  you.  Be  cheerful  and  smile  when  smiles 
cost  an  effort,  for  cheerfulness  attracts  while  gloom  repels.  Energy 
is  essential.  You  may  possess  all  other  qualities  and  yet  fail  if  you 
are  without  energy.  You  will  meet  difficulties,  and  dark  days  will 
come,  but  you  must  keep  on  working,  for  all  things  come  to  him  who 
works  and  waits.  After  all,  nothing  succeeds  like  success.  Radiate 
success ;  look  prosperous ;  arrange  your  store  so  that  it  presents  an  at- 
tractive appearance.  We  should  have  honesty  of  purpose  and  feel  that 
we  are  not  in  business  for  financial  gain  only,  but  that  we  may  use 
our  skill  and  training  to  serve  mankind.  We  must  build  our  busi- 
ness on  a  high  plane,  practicing  our  profession,  with  a  noble  purpose 
and  high  ideals.  If  we  will  use  our  responsible  position  to  help  others 
and  accomplish  some  good  in  the  world,  we  will  not  only  be  more 
successful,  but  we  will  be  happier  in  so  doing. 

"We  live  in  deeds,  not  in  years ;  in  thoughts,  not  breaths ;  in  feel- 
ings, not  in  words." 

"We  should  count  time  by  heart  throbs,  not  in  figures  on  a  dial. 
He  most  lives  who  thinks  most,  feels  the  noblest,  acts  the  best." 

In  the  beautiful  words  of  Sam  Walter  Foss :  "Let  us  live  in  a 
house  by  the  side  of  the  road,  where  the  race  of  men  go  by.  The 
men  who  are  good,  the  men  who  are  bad,  wise,  foolish,  and  so  am  I. 
I  would  not  sit  in  the  scorners'  seat  or  hurl  the  cynic's  ban — 
Let  me  live  in  a  house  by  the  side  of  the  road  and  be  a  friend  to 
man."

These  accounts  are  shown  on  the  Treasurer's  books,  with  receipts 
for  payment. 
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The  Proceedings  of  the  34th  meeting  were  published  with  as  much 
dispatch  as  was  feasible.  The  official  stenographer  was  sixty  days 
late  with  her  report  which  came  to  the  Secretary  in  as  bad  shape  as 
it  was  possible  for  a  typewriter  to  make  it.  Copies  of  the  Proceed- 
ings were  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  Association,  to  all  advertisers, 
to  the  Secretaries  of  all  sister  associations,  to  the  pharmaceutical  press 
and  to  a  few  North  Carolina  druggists  not  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  various  drug  journal  publishers  were  very  kind  in 
mailing  their  periodicals  to  this  office. 

Advertisements  for  the  Proceedings  were  solicited  from  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  manufacturers.  The  price  of  advertising  was 
reduced  from  15  to  12  dollars  for  one  page  and  from  10  to  8  dollars 
for  1-2  page.  Even  yet  the  rates  are  slightly  higher  than  are  those 
of  other  associations.  Three  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  ($316.00) 
total  revenue  was  obtained  from  the  advertisements.  In  order  to 
facilitate  the  publishing  of  the  next  Proceedings  your  Secretary  mailed 
on  the  fifth  of  this  month  personal  letters  to  125  manufacturers  solicit- 
ing advertisements.  So  far  $226.00  has  been  promised  and  indications 
point  to  the  biggest  sum  ever  yet  realized  from  this  source.  With  the 
advertisements  all  secured  by  the  time  of  the  meeting's  adjournment  and 
provided  the  stenographer  gets  in  her  report  within  a  week,  the  Pro- 
ceedings would  be  in  the  hands  of  the  members  by  the  15th  of  July. 
This  should  be  the  case  this  year. 

In  an  effort  to  secure  more  papers  for  this  meeting  your  Secretary 
wrote  to  50  members  of  the  Association  on  the  first  of  May  asking 
them  to  prepare  a  paper  on  a  subject,  the  title  of  which  was  given  in 
the  letter.     Only  a  few  consented  to  write  a  paper. 

Advance  notices  of  this  meeting  were  sent  to  all  of  the  drug 
journals  and  the  leading  daily  papers  of  the  state.  The  programs  were 
purposely  mailed  late  on  the  advice  of  several  of  the  members  who 
said  the  druggists  might  forget  about  the  meeting  if  they  were 
advised  so  far  in  advance. 

The  membership  has  shown  some  increase  over  last  year.  In  1909 
the  Association  had  262  members;  in  1910,  249;  in  191 1,  248;  in  1912, 
262;  while  the  present  membership  numbers  273,  the  largest  number 
we  have  yet  had.  The  total  membership  including  8  honorary  members 
and  13  associate  members  is  now  294. 

The  Secretary  has  the  following  recommendations  to  make : 
First — That  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  be  postponed  until  the 
first  of  August  at  which  date  our  druggists  will  welcome  an  opportu- 
nity to  get  out  of  their  stores,  being  worn  out  from  the  heat  by  that 
time.  As  it  now  is  they  prefer  to  take  their  rest  long  after  the  asso- 
ciation has  adjourned. 

Second — That  the  Association  shall  have  3  leaders  for  the  Papers 
and  Quenes  Comm'Uce    one  leader  having  charge  of  those  members 
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living  west  of  Statesville,  another  controlling  the  central  division  be- 
tween Statesville  and  Goldsboro,  with  the  third  to  take  care  of  the 
territory  east  of  Goldsboro.  These  leaders  would  be  pitted  against 
each  other  in  rivalry,  and  with  each  leader  striving  for  his  section  to 
present  the  greatest  number  of  papers  and  queries  there  should  be  an 
abundance  of  material. 

Third — That  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  the  local  Secretary  for 
the  next  meeting  there  should  be  also  elected  an  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee whose  duties  it  would  be  to  provide  a  full  schedule  of  events 
between  sessions.  Your  Secretary  asks  that  he  be  empowered  with  the 
authority  to  solicit  funds  from  the  various  manufacturing  houses  to 
defray  expenses  incidental  to  those  entertainments.  One  of  our  sister 
association  secretaries  reports  $300.00  secured  for  this  purpose  and 
states  that  the  jobbers  and  manufacturers  were  more  eager  to  make 
these  donations  than  to  advertise  in  the  Proceedings.  A  number  of 
other  associations  are  doing  the  same  thing.  The  younger  members 
will  not  attend  as  they  should  until  more  entertainment  featurers  are 
offered,  and  these  could  be  provided  if  more  money  were  on  hand.  The 
Entertainment  Committee  would  have  all  this  in  charge.  With  the 
heavy  expenses  off  their  hands  the  local  druggists  would  be  more  eager 
to  see  the  association  meet  in  their  city 

The  duties  and  obligations  of  the  Secretary  have  been  fulfilled  to 
the  best  of  his  ability.  The  work  for  the  past  year  has  been  of  a 
most  pleasant  nature.  The  assistance  granted  the  Secretary  by  various 
members  was  appreciated  and  thanks  are  due  them.

Mr.  Staadeker:  "Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the 
Association,  I  am  rather  disappointed  that  I  was  not  called 
upon  earlier  because  I  am  different  from  most  travelling  men 
in  that  I  had  prepared  a  speech.  I  want  to  back  up  the  sug- 
gestion made  by  your  Secretary,  a  long  the  lines  of  making  the 
social  end  of  your  meetings  a  larger  feature,  and  ask  the  co- 
operation of  this  Association.  I  posted  notices  that  all  the 
travelling  men  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  of  the  Xorth 
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Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  should  meet  in  the 
Ladies  Parlor  of  the  St.  John's  Hotel  tomorrow  morning  at 
10  o'clock  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  Travelling  Mens' 
Auxiliary,  to  he  in  no  way  associated  with  this  Association 
but  at  the  same  time  to  be  recognized  by  your  members  and  to 
he  entirely  for  the  social  end  of  things,  because  I  believe  this 
will  result  in  better  attendance  at  your  meetings  and  I  will 
appreciate  any  co-operation  along  this  line." 

The  President  :  "On  behalf  of  the  Association  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Staadker  for  these  remarks,  and  I  think  the  sug- 
gestion in  regard  to  a  traveling  mens'  auxiliary  is  a  very  suit- 
able one,  but  I  believe  we  should  leave  to  the  travelling  men, 
in  the  event  they  decide  to  organize  this  auxiliary,  the  means 
by  which  they  can  add  to  the  Association  and  increase  our 
attendance.  The  organization  of  an  auxiliary  meets  with  our 
approval,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  should  leave  the  matter 
with  the  salesmen  themselves." 

Secretary  Beaed:  "I  have  an  announcement  to  make 
for  the  Pharmacy  School  of  the  University : 

The  Pharmacy  School  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  realizes 
the  great  need  of  a  substitute  for  the  present  system  in  vogue  among 
druggists  of  advertising  for  clerks  in  the  "Want"  columns  of  the 
daily  papers,  since  this  system,  besides  being  inconvenient,  and  in  many 
cases  unsatisfactory,  is  doing  more  to  lower  the  professional  standards 
of  pharmacy  throughout  the  country  than  any  other  one  thing.  The 
"Want"  column  in  today's  issue  of  a  State  paper  is  full  of  wonderful 
opportunities  for  butcher,  baker  and  candlestick-maker,  while  sand- 
witched  between  these  announcements  are  items  such  as :  "Wanted ; 
A  Drug  Clerk."  "Junior  Pharmacist  desires  Position  by  June  ist, 
Excellent   References.     Address   Sarsaparilla." 

Doubtless  these  'Want  Ads."  serve  admirable  purposes,  but  they 
are  designed  primarily  for  unorganized  labor,  and  not  for  professional 
purposes.  We  cannot  expect  to  be  classified  by  the  masses  or  classes 
as  members  of  a  profession  when  we  advertise  ourselves  to  be  trades- 
people. 

Another  drawback  to  the  "Help  Wanted"  columns  is  the  expense. 
I  venture  to  say  it  costs  the  druggists  and  clerks  in  North  Carolina 
one  thousand  dollars  per  year  to  run  these  ads.  Unless  it  be  an 
exceptionally  short  one,  each  ad.  costs  as  much  as  a  year's  membership 
in  the  Association.     A  distinct  loss  of  money,  not  to  mention  dignity. 
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The  University  proposes  a  remedy  and  asks  that  the  druggists 
of  this  body  give  it  their  careful  consideration. 

The  plan  is  to  establish  a  Bureau  at  Chapel  Hill  which  is  to  serve 
as  a  medium  between  employer  and  clerk,  an  office  whereby  a  phar- 
macist can  find  a  clerk  and  a  clerk  can  locate  a  position  without  any 
costs  but  a  stamp,  and  only  for  the  trouble  of  a  letter.  This  plan  is 
in  keeping  with  many  other  extension  features  which  the  Greater 
University  is  inaugurating  for  the  service  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
and  every  effort  is  going  to  be  made  to  make  it  a  permanent  part  of 
the  University's  usefulness.  The  druggists  are  asked  to  co-operate 
with  us,  sympathize  with  the  movement,  and  give  it  proper  impetus  by 
their  endorsement.  It  is  intended  that  the  Bureau  be  conducted  with 
all  due  regard  to  any  confidential  information  it  might  receive  and  is 
going  to  be  carried  on  in  the  following  manner  : 

Appropriate  books  will  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Department  in 
which  will  be  recorded  names  of  proprietors  who  may  need  clerks, 
and  in  a  similar  manner,  registered  or  junior  pharmacists  who  desire 
positions.  Should  any  druggist  in  the  State  want  a  registered  clerk  on 
the  first  of  August,  he  could  advise  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  the 
kind  of  man  he  needed.  The  Secretary  would  in  turn  notify  the  drug- 
gist that  he  had  on  file  the  name  of  a  man,  who,  according  to  his  own 
statements,  corresponded  to  the  qualifications  they  desired.  This 
clerk  would  be  advised  that  such  and  such  a  druggist  wished  a  man 
on  August  1st.,  and  if  he  could  entertain  a  proposition,  to  write  him. 

The  Bureau,  for  reasons  obvious,  would  not  be  in  a  position  to 
recommend  any  one,  but  be  simply  a  means  of  bringing  together  the 
two  parties.  As  stated  in  the  beginning,  no  fee  would  be  charged.  A 
stamped  envelope  may  be  enclosed  in  the  letter  of  inquiry  however. 
The  Bureau  will  be  conducted  by  the  Instructor  of  the  Department. 

The  Pharmacy  School  would  like  it  distinctly  understood  that  this 
is  not  a  scheme  for  placing  its  own  students  in  positions  in  preference 
to  students  from  other,  colleges  of  pharmacy,  and  assures  the  Associa- 
tion its  aims  are  not  mercernary,  but  purely  for  the  benefit  of  all, 
not  a  few.  Naturally  if  a  departmental  student  desired  a  place,  his 
name  would  be  placed  on  file,  but  along  with  other  clerk's  names,  though 
the  latter  know  not  even  where  Chapel  Hill  is  located. 

The  sanction  and  approval  of  this  plan  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  respectfully  asked  by  the  University. 
If  such  be  accorded,  due  publicity  will  be  given  the  movement  by  the 
Department  so  that  the  sphere  of  the  Bureau's  usefulness  may  be  as 
wide  as  possible. 

The  President:     "Any  discussion  or  remarks  upon  this 
report  V 

Me.  Y.u-<;iiax:     ''That  is  one  of  the  best  ideas  I  have 
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heard  brought  out  at  this  convention  in  a  long  time.  During 
the  last  year  I  have  been  doing  some  work  along-  that  line 
myself  and  I  have  found  that  proprietors  want  clerks  and 
that  clerks  want  jobs  and  I  have,  in  a  great  many  instances, 
succeeded  in  bringing  these  two  parties  together,  or  at  least 
placed  them  in  communication  with  each  other,  and  I  think  it 
very  commendable  on  the  part  of  the  University  to  undertake 
that  work.  But  I  do  not  see  how  it  is  feasible  for  them  to  do 
that  work  without  charging  some  fee.  If  they  want  to  under- 
take the  work  and  furnish  clerical  assistance  I  think  this  Con- 
vention should  approve  of  it.  There  is  not  a  man  in  North 
Carolina  today,  I  will  venture  to  say,  who  knows  where  to 
get  a  clerk,  nor  a  clerk  who  knows  how  to  get  a  position, 
although  there  are  lots  of  clerks  wanting  positions  and  lots 
of  positions  open.  I  know  this  is  true  because  I  hear  of  these 
situations  daily,  and  T  move,  before  I  rake  my  scat,  that 
the  Association  approve  the  plan  suggested  by  the  Univer- 
sity." 

Secretary  Beard:  "I  should  like  to  state  further,  in 
explanation,  that  the  only  expense  would  be  for  stationery. 
We  have  asked  that  a  stamped  envelope  be  enclosed  with  each 
inquiry.  The  movement  was  begun  some  two  or  three  months 
ago  because  I  realized  that  there  was  a  need  of  this  kind  and 
I  suggested  it  to  Professor  Howell.  Almost  every  day  I 
get  letters  from  boys  wanting  positions  and  from  employers 
wanting  clerks,  and  it  almost  impossible  for  me  to  get  these 
two  parties  together  because  of  lack  of  means  under  the 
present  system.  I  think  it  would  be  an  excellent  idea  and,  as 
I  said  in  this  report,  while  I  would  not  be  willing  to  recom- 
mend any  one  man  for  this  or  that  position,  because  it  might 
not  turn  out  all  right,  yet  I  can  place  an  applicant  for  a  po- 
sition, and  an  employer  desiring  a  clerk,  in  correspondence 
with  each  other.  We  would  not  undertake  it,  however,  with- 
out the  sanction  of  this  Association.  If  the  Association  gives 
it  their  endorsement  we  will  carry  it  through  to  the  best  of 
our  ability.     If  you  do  approve  of  it  we  want  your  co-opera- 
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tion,  and  I  assure  you  that  it  will  lie  a  pleasure  and  not  a 
duty  to  render  any  assistance  I  can." 

The     President:       "Mr.     Vaughan,     what     was     your 

motion  '." 

Me.  Vaugiiak  :  "My  motion  was  that  we  accept  the  sug- 
gestion proposed  by  the  Secretary." 

The  President:  "Motion  has  heen  made  that  the  Asso- 
ciation endorse  the  suggestion  of  the  Pharmacy  Department 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina;  all  who  endorse  it  say 
Aye." 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

The  President:     "During  the  past  at  our  meetings  I 

have  always  felt  that  there  has  been  a  lack  of  questions  and 
discussions  of  vital  interest  to  every  druggist.  With 
this  idea  in  mind  the  Secretary  and  I  have  written  a  list  of 
subjects  which  I  will  read,  one  at  a  time,  and  which  will  then 
be  taken  up  for  discussion.  Everyone  of  you  has  has  experi- 
ence along  these  lines  and  by  carrying  out  a  method  you  have 
adopted  yon  have  been  able,  no  doubt,  to  build  up  successful 
drug  stores  in  your  home  town,  and  for  the  benefit  of  others 
we  want  yon  to  tell  us  how  you  did  it." 

"Xow.  the  first  question  is :  'What  shall  be  the  druir-i-ts" 
working  hours  V  I  shall  appreciate  any  suggestion  you  have 
to  make." 

After  much  general  discussion  of  this  subject  by  various 
members  it  was  agreed  that  the  question  of  hours  must  be  a 
purely  local  one  solved  only  by  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
local  druggists. 

The  President:  "Another  subject  which  I  should  like 
very  much  to  hear  discussed  is:  'What  part  of  pharmacy  is 
commercial  and  what  part  professional  V  " 

General  discussion  followed  this  question,  the  purport  of 
which  was  that  the  commercial  and  professional  parts  of  the 
drug  business  today  are  so  interwoven  that  they  cannot  be 
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separated,    but   that   the   successful   drug   business   depends 
largely  upon  the  commercial  end. 

The  President  :  ''Another  important  question  is :  'What 
methods  are  you  using  to  induce  physicians  to  prescribe  V  " 

Mr.  Misseldine:  "It  seems  to  me  that  this  goes  right 
back  to  the  first  question,  that  is,  by  keeping  open  I  find 
that  the  doctors  rely  entirely  upon  our  stores  and  in  that  way 
they  quit  carrying  many  supplies." 

Mk.  Raysor  :  "I  think  that  is  a  very  good  answer  to  that 
question.  The  fact  that  the  druggist  does  carry  these  supplies 
makes  it  unnecessary  for  the  doctors  to  do  so,  and,  of  course, 
if  you  can  you  should  get  the  doctors'  business  by  sending 
them  samples  of  the  different  things  you  make,  answering 
their  calls  and  seeing  that  the  doctors  and  patients  get  to- 
gether as  quickly  as  possible  in  any  emergency — especially  in 
making  up  their  prescriptions, — these  have  been  our  methods 
of  getting  together  with  the  doctors ;  but  certainly  you  can't 
do  this  if  you  close  up  at  5  or  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon." 

Lack  of  time  prevented  any  further  discussions. 

The  President:  "The  admission  of  new  members, 
which  was  brought  over  from  this  morning  will  now  be  taken 
up.     Have  you  any  suggestion,  Mr.  Secretary  ?" 

Secretary  Beard:     "Mr.   Sedberry  has  that  matter  in 
charge." 

Mk.  Sedberrry:  "We  have  six  applications  for  mem- 
bership in  this  Association  which  have  been  approved:

It  was  moved  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  vote  of  the  As- 
sociation for  the  admission  of  these  applicants. 
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The  Secretary  :  "I  take  pleasure  in  casting  the  ballot 
of  the  Association  for  the  election  of  these  applicants." 

Mr.  Vattghan  :  "A  question  was  asked  me  a  day  or  two 
ago  by  a  man  as  to  how  he  could  get  back  into  the  Association 
after  he  had  been  dropped  by  the  Association  for  the  non- 
payment of  his  dues  for  some  time." 

Mr.  Vaughan's  inquiry  brought  up  the  subject  of  the  ad- 
visability of  amending  that  section  of  the  By-Laws  applying 
to  the  reinstatement  of  members  dropped  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  but  after  discussion  at  considerable  length,  no  definite 
action  was  taken. 

The  President  :  "It  has  been  suggested  that  the  system 
of  extending  credit  be  discussed." 

This  subject,  like  preceding  ones,  was  discussed  at  length 
and  the  general  concensus  of  opinion  was  to  the  effect  that. 
like  the  matter  of  the  druggists1  hours,  it  is  largely  depend- 
ent upon  local  conditions  for  solution. 

Mr.  Haxcock  :  "I  have  the  pleasure,  Mr.  President  and 
Members  of  the  Association,  of  introducing  Dr.  Beal,  who 
will  address  us  tonight." 

Dr.  Beal  :  "I  have  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  being  with 
you  on  this  occasion  but  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  any  of  your 
valuable  time  at  this  meeting.  I  remember  once  before  that 
I  had  promised  to  come  to  one  of  your  meetings  and  was 
unfortunately,  for  myself  at  least,  detained.  My  detention 
was  the  same  as  Johnnie's  detention  from  school.  His  mother 
wrote:  'Dear  Teacher:  Please  excuse  Johnnie  for  being 
away  from  school  Friday;  he  got  wet  in  the  A.  M.  and  was 
sick  in  the  P.  M.'  I  said  I  should  come  this  time  if  I  had  to 
come  in  an  ambulance.  I  perceive  you  are  having  a  very 
interesting  and  a  very  profitable  meeting  and  I  will  not  take 
any  more  of  your  time  but  I  thank  you  for  your  kindly 
reception." 

The  Presidext  :  "Any  further  business  to  come  before 
the  house  this  afternoon?" 
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ISTo  reply. 

Me.  Raysoe  :    "I  move  that  we  adjourn." 

The  Peesident  :  "Before  adjournment  I  wish  to  say 
that  it  is  an  honor  to  have  Dr.  Beal  with  us  and  we  hope  to 
have  a  good  attendance  at  his  address  tonight  at  8  :30." 

The  Peesidext:  "Motion  has  been  made  that  we  ad- 
journ.    Those  in  favor  of  the  motion  say  Aye." 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

Adjournment  taken  until  Thursday  morning  at  11 :00.

The  Court  House,  8  :30  P.  M. 
Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford,  1ST.  C,  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  X.  C.  Board  of  Pharmacy  introduced  Dr.  Beal 
to  the  assembled  druggists  and  townspeople  in  the  following- 
words  : 

Mr-  President,  Members  of  the  X.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  assure  you  that  it  is  with  unusual  pleasure  that  I  present  to 
you,  the  Honorable  James  Hartley  Beal— Ph.   B.,  Ph.  G.,  and  Sc.  D. 

Dr.  Beal  was  born  near  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  September  23rd, 
1861. 

He  received  his  education  in  the  Public  Schools  near  New  Phila- 
delphia.    He  worked  during  vacations  on  the  farm  and  in  Coal  Mines- 

He  was  five  years  a  drug  clerk  at  Uhrecksville  and  Akron,  Ohio. 
He  went  through  classical  college  and  also  through  law  school  but 
has  never  practiced  law.  As  a  lawyer  his  services  have  been  in  de- 
mand in  his  State  xA.ssociation,  and  in  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  for  drafting  Model  laws. 

In  the  Ohio  Legislature  in  1891  he  had  passed,  a  valuable  anti- 
narcotic  or  liquor  law. 

He  was  President  of  the  Ohio  Pharmaceutical  Association  in 
1898  and  President  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  1904- 
5,  and  later  for  many  years  Chairman  of  its  governing  body,  the 
Council. 

Upon  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Secretary  and  Editor  of  the 
American   Pharmaceutical  Association   in    1911   he   was  the  only  man 
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seriously  considered  for  the  position,  which  he  has  rilled  with  marked 
ability.  Impaired  health  has  caused  him  to  offer  his  resignation,  to 
take  effect  September  1st,  next,  and  the  biggest  question  to  be  de- 
cided by  the  August  Meeting  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  at  Detroit  will  be  as 
to  his  successor. 

He  is  a  member,  perhaps  President,  of  the  Trustees  of  the  U.  S. 
Pharmacopoeial  Convention;  has  been  President  of  the  Scio  College 
of  Pharmacy;  has  been  Food  and  Drug  Inspector  of  Ohio;  is  author 
of  many  papers  and  text  books  on  Pharmaceutical  subjects. 

Dr.  Beal  is  not  a  single  man  as  you  can  see  from  his  appearance. 
He  was  married  in  1886  and  has  a  very  interesting  family. 

With  his  friend  Mr.  S.  A.  D.  Sheppard,  of  Boston,  he  established 
the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  A.  Ph.  A.  to  which  he  has  been  a 
liberal  contributor. 

He  was  professor  in  Pittsburg  College  of  Pharmacy,  but  resigned, 
just  as  he  has  resigned  many  other  positions,  because  his  services 
are  always  in  demand,  and  in  his  endeavor  to  give  of  his  labors  in 
as  many  directions  as  possible  he  has  at  various  times  undertaken 
more  than  his  strength  would  permit  him  to  do. 

He  has  the  most  constructive  mind,  combined  with  activity  and 
common  sense  to  put  his  ideas  into  execution,  of  any  man  in  Ameri- 
can   Pharmacy   today. 

In  191 1  Dr.  Beal  was  unanimously  elected  an  honorary  member 
of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association.  He  made  a  contribution 
of  $100.00  to  this  Association,  the  interest  of  which  is  used,  each 
year,  to  pay  the  membership  fee  of  the  Association  of  the  candidate 
making  the  best  average  on  the  examination  of  the  N.  C.  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

For  several  years  we  have  been  trying  to  get  him  to  make  us 
a  visit.  We  are  glad,  indeed,  that  he  has,  at  last,  been  able  to  come 
to  see  us.  We  appreciate  his  coming — and  I  am  sure  each  member 
present  will  listen  to  him  with  great  pleasure  and  profit. 
I  present  Dr.  Beal. 
Dr.  Beal  thanked  Mr.  Hancock  for  bis  gracious  introduc- 
tion and  after  expressing  his  pleasure  at  being  able  to  be 
present,  he  delivered  his  address  on  "  The  Legislative  Prob- 
lems of  Pharmacy." 

THE  LEGISLATIVE  PROBLEMS  OF  PHARMACY 
Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

Our  forefathers  placed  their  trust  in  an  over-ruling  Providence; 
the  present  generation  relies  mainly  upon  the  legislature. 

Our  grandparents  believed  that  the  best  method  of  meeting  the 
difficulties    of    life    was    by    the    cultivation    of    the    habits    of    thrift, 
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economy  and  self-reliance,  and  that  the  proper  remedy  for  social  evils 
was  the  development  of  higher  standards  of  citizenship,  and  an  en- 
larged appreciation  of  the  individual's  duty  to  the  state :  now  we 
are  taught  that  the  various  difficulties  of  human  life  can  be  elimi- 
nated and  all  the  ills  of  society  cured  by  act  of  Congress  or  General 
Assembly. 

The  American  system  of  commonwealths  was  established  upon  the 
theory  that  the  best  government  was  that  which  afforded  the  citizen 
the  largest  field  for  individual  initiative  and  the  most  untrammeled 
opportunity  for  working  out  his  own  ideals  of  prosperity  and  hap- 
piness. So  far  have  we  drifted  from  this  ancient  and  wholesome 
doctrine  that  we  are  now  attempting  to  make  each  citizen  a  ward  of 
the  state,  and  to  guard  and  direct  his  every  act  and  ambition  as  if  he 
were  an  irresponsible  and  heedless  infant.  We  are  piling  statute  up- 
on statute,  adding  bureau  to  bureau  and  official  to  official,  until  the 
liberty  of  individual  action  and  the  responsibility  of  the  citizen  are 
becoming  obscured  in  a  maze  of  artificial  duties  and  scheduled  pro- 
hibitions 

Fo/  morals  we  are  beginning  to  substitute  the  provisions  of  statute 
law;  an  i  for  the  dictates  of  conscience,  the  arbitrary  rulings  of  some 
autocratic   bureau   official. 

The  American  people  have  become  possessed  of  a  perfect  fury 
for  legislating.  No  matter  what  the  difficulty,  whether  of  a  particu- 
lar class  or  of  the  body  politic,  whether  economic,  social  or  moral, 
whether  the  temporary  difficulties  arising  from  the  changing  forms  of 
industry  or  commerce  and  which  would  mend  themselves  if  let  alone, 
or  the  permanent  difficulties  due  to  the  inherent  qualities  of  human 
nature,  the  first  and  almost  the  only  thought  is  to  appeal  to  the  law- 
making bodies   for  relief. 

No  member  of  any  legislature  can  find  the  time  to  even  read,  much 
less  to  to  digest  and  understand  the  provisions  of  the  measures  upon 
which  he  is  asked  to  vote,  each  one  of  which,  if  enacted  would  serious- 
ly affect  in  greater  or  less  degree  the  liberty  and  possessions  of  every 
citizen  of  the  state. 

The  modern  social-industrial-commercial  system  constitutes  an  en- 
ormous complex  which  defies  comprehension  or  analysis.  Every  new 
law  introduces  new  wheels  and  cogs,  the  ultimate  effect  of  which  upon 
the  existing  complex  it  is  impossible  to  foresee,  but  often  throwing 
out  of  gear  some  of  the  most  useful  parts  of  the  social  machine,  these 
dislocations  calling  for  fresh  amendments,  so  that  the  legislation-mad 
reformers  are  continuously  chasing  themselves  around  a  circle  of 
their  own  blunders. 

Granting  that  our  highly  complex  society  needs  more  regulation 
than  the  comparatively  simple  social  organization  of  a  century  ago,  it 
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cannot  be  denied  that  the  annual  flood  of  new  laws  is  far  beyond 
reason   or  necessity. 

The  courts  are  clogged  with  the  consideration  of  cases  involved 
in  an  entanglement  of  obscure  and  frequently  contradictory  statutes, 
and  then  we  prate  about  "the  law's  delay"  and  the  "uncertainties  of 
justice,"  when  our  censure  should  properly  be  directed  to  our  system 
of  machine-made  jurisprudence  that  no  finite  intelligence  can  reconcile 
or  understand. 

While  every  occupation  and  industry  is  more  or  less  adversely 
affected  by  this  hasty  and  ill-considered  legislation,  our  own  particular 
calling  happens  to  be  one  that  offers  especial  and  peculiar  opportunities 
for  legislative  attacks.  Drugs  and  medicines  are  things  of  mystery 
to  the  unlearned,  who  cannot  comprehend  how  the  same  substance  can 
be  either  harmless  or  dangerous,  a  messenger  of  health  or  an  agent 
of  destruction,  according  to  the  manner  of  its  use;  and  it  is  this  popu- 
lar prejudice  which  makes  it  so  difficult  to  combat  the  efforts  of  bu- 
colic statesmen  who  seek  to  bridle  us  with  ridiculous  and  useless 
provisions. 

The  wrong  use  or  misuse  of  a  drug  is  always  more  widely  adver- 
tised than  its  proper  and  lawful  use.  The  countless  thousands  of 
cases  where  drugs  are  properly  and  beneficially  employed  are  never 
heard  of,  while  the  comparatively  few  cases  of  misuse  are  heralded 
far  and  wide  until  the  reading  public  is  lead  to  believe  that  such  mis- 
uses are  of  constant  and  regular  occurrence,  a  situation  which  affords 
the  savior-of-the-race-by-legislation-reformer  the  opportunity  he  most 
delights  in,  and  serves  as  the  excuse  for  the  composition  of  bills 
which  would  either  totally  prohibit  the  sale  of  useful  drugs  or  else 
impose  such  restrictions  upon  their  sale  as  to  amount  in  fact,  if  not  in 
name,  to  practical  prohibition. 

If  it  were  proposed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  edged  tools  because  they 
are  sometimes  the  source  of  injury  to  careless  users  or  may  be  em- 
ployed for  homicidal  purposes,  the  inadvisability  of  punishing  the  many 
for  the  doubtful  protection  of  the  few  would  be  apparent  to  every 
one;  yet  the  cases  of  accidental  injuries  from  drugs  or  of  their  homi- 
cidal uses  are  probably  much  fewer  in  number  than  those  which  fol- 
low the  general  distribution  of  knives  and  razors. 

Singularly  enough,  these  restrictive  measures  frequently  seem  to 
be  aimed  especially  at  the  druggist,  regardless  of  how  much  of  the 
same  products  may  enter  the  hands  of  the  public  through  other  sources. 
Some  years  ago,  while  comparing  the  poison  laws  of  the  various  states, 
I  discovered  that  some  of  them  applied  in  terms  to  druggists  only, 
i.  e.,  that  while  druggists  were  subjected  to  certain  restrictions  in 
the  sale  of  poisonous  substances,  all  other  dealers  were  exempt  from 
these  requirements.  Even  now  there  is  pending  in  Congress  a  bill 
which  would  impose  very  onerous  conditions  upon  the  dispensing  of 
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mercury  b'chloride  by  licensed  physicians  and  druggists,  but  would 
place  no  restriction  whatever  upon  its  sale  by  other  persons,  or  in 
other  word?,  the  men  whose  learning  and  experience  best  qualify 
them  to  handle  the  substance  with  safety  to  the  public  are  to  be 
hampered,  while  unqualified  dealers  are  to  be  left  free  to  do  as  they 
please. 

As  druggists  we  do  not  pretend  to  claim  that  our  business  inter- 
ests should  be  preferred  to  the  public  safety,  nor  do  we  object  to 
reasonable  regulations  regarding  the  sale  of  poisons  or  dangerous 
drugs.  What  we  do  object  to  are  the  half-baked  efforts  of  hysteri- 
cal reformers  who  are  unable  to  comprehend  that  the  measures  which 
they  propose  would  interfere  needlessly  with  the  proper  and  legiti- 
mate use  of  such  articles  without  abating  the  evils  at  which  they  are 
supposed  to   be  aimed. 

Unfortunately  for  our  peace  of  mind,  the  signs  of  the  times  point 
to  even  more  attempted  drug  legislation  in  the  future  than  in  the 
past. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drugs  Act — for 
which,  by  the  way,  the  drug  trade  was  large  responsible — the  regula- 
tion of  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines  has  been  resognized  by  the 
politicians  as  a  legislative  soft  snap,  i-  e.,  they  have  discovered  that 
it  is  easy  to  appeal  to  popular  prejudice  by  proposing  to  legislate  against 
some  alleged  enormous  evil  resulting  from  the  sale  of  certain  drugs, 
which  alleged  evils  may  be  altogether  imaginary  or  else  molehills 
magnified  by  the  sensational  press  to  mountainous  proportions. 

Their  perception  that  food  and  drug  legislation  affords  a  cheap  and 
easy  path  to  glory  has  also  been  stimulated  by  their  discovery  that 
the  drug  trade  has  been  willing  to  accept  a  tremendous  amount  of 
punishment  without  striking  back  at  its  punishers,  a  kind  of  prey  wnich 
the  demagogue  especially  delights  to  pursue. 

For  the  drug  trade,  legislation  is  no  longer  an  academic  subject 
that  may  be  debated  pleasantly  at  the  annual  convention  and  then  dis- 
missed until  the  next  meeting,  but  a  live  and  vital  topic  which  demands 
vigilance  and  aggressiveness  throughout  the  year,  if  we  are  to  avoid 
the  gradual  imposition  of  burdens  that  will  at  length  make  business 
conditions  intolerable. 

We  cannot  prevent  the  constant  flinging  into  the  legislative  hop- 
per of  all  sorts  of  meddlesome  legislation,  but  must  rely  upon  our 
efforts  to  prevent  its  enactment  or  secure  its  proper  amendment,  and 
in  many  cases  we  shall  discover  that  the  only  appropriate  amendment 
is  the  classic  one  "to  strike  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause." 

It  is  time  that  the  drug  trade  should  abandon  its  usual  apologetic 
attitude  when  attacked  in  the  legislature  or  by  the  sensational  press, 
and  demand  proof  for  the  asserted  necessity  for  additional  restric- 
tive legislation.     All  drug  legislation  that  does  not  originate  with  the 
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State  Pharmaceutical  Association  or  with  its  legislative  committee 
should  be  opposed  on  general  principles.  In  other  words,  our  attitude 
should  be  one  of  general  opposition  to  all  drug  legislation  proposed 
by  outside  interests  until  its  propounders  have  demonstrated  its  ab- 
solute necessity,  that  the  demand  for  it  is  not  based  upon  exagger- 
ated and  sensational  reports  which  have  no  substantial  foundation 
in  fact,  and  that  the  restrictions  to  be  imposed  will  bear  equally  upon 
all  who  handle  or  deal  in  the  same  or  similar  products,  and  not  merely 
upon  the  class  of  dealers  who  happen  to  be  known  as  druggists. 

Not  only  must  we  present  strenuous  opposition  to  unnecessary  new 
restrictive  drug  legislation,  but  it  is  equally  incumbent  upon  us  to 
seek  the  correction  of  the  imperfect  and  sometimes  inconsistent  laws 
which  our  past  inertness  and  lack  of  interest  have  permitted  to  be 
placed  upon  the  statute  books. 

The  Poison  Lazes — In  some  states,  in  addition  to  that  which  is 
specifically  known  as  the  poison  law  there  may  bt  two  or  three  to 
half  a  dozen  other  acts  relating  to  particular  poisonous  drugs,  over- 
lapping each  other  in  their  provisions.  In  some  cases  the  confusion 
is  so  great  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  decide  which  law  should  apply 
in  a  given  case,  as  compliance  with  one  may  make  the  druggists  liable 
for  the  violation  of  another.  These  laws  should  be  consolidated  and 
rewritten,  and  made  so  specific  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  their 
scope  and  application. 

One  consideration  frequently  overlooked  when  poison  legislation 
is  proposed  is  that  the  bulk  of  lethal  agents  employed  in  the  arts  and 
in  agriculture  immeasureably  exceed  the  amount  of  the  same  or  of 
similar  agents  handled  by  the  druggist.  Where  the  paint  stores  sell 
tons  the  druggist  sells  ounces.  If  the  existing  laws  make  any  dis- 
tinction between  lethal  agents  sold  in  the  drug  store  and  those  sold 
elsewhere,  the  discrimination  should  be  removed.  If  the  druggist  may 
sell  poisons  only  on  physicians'  prescriptions,  then  the  paint  store  and 
general  dealer  should  be  restricted  in  like  manner. 

Since  almost  any  drug  or  chemical  that  is  sufficiently  active  to  serve 
as  an  effective  therapeutic  agent  will  also  be  active  enough  to  in- 
jure if  used  to  excess,  there  is  always  room  for  the  fanatical  reformer 
to  declare  it  dangerous,  and  to  propose  legislation  to  prohibit  its  sale. 
If  some  check  is  not  placed  upon  legislation  of  this  sort,  the  drug  store 
shelves  will  soon  be  little  better  than  a  historical  museum  of  the 
drugs  which  we  were  once  permitted  to  sell. 

The  Anti-Narcotic  Lazes — Closely  connected  witti  the  poison  laws 
and  frequently  forming  a  part  of  them  are  the  laws  relating  to  the 
sale  of  habit-forming  narcotic  drugs.  Like  the  former,  they  are  often 
a  patchwork  of  overlapping  statutes  and  incomplete.  In  some  direc- 
tions they  may  be  needlessly  restrictive,  and  in  other  directions 
not    restrictive    enough.      Where    they    do    not    already    do    so,    they 
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should  be  amended  so  as  to  restrict  the  handling  of  these  drugs  to 
legitimate  channels,  i.  e-,  to  the  licensed  pharmacist  and  physician,  and 
a  complete  and  accurate  method  for  tracing  the  purchase  and  sale  of 
the  drugs  should  be  provided. 

In  this  connection,  we  should  guard  against  the  disposition  of 
those  misinformed  reformers  who  would  extend  the  list  of  habit-form- 
ing drugs  to  include  nearly  everything  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Because 
a  man  has  learned  from  experience  that  a  particular  remedy  most 
certainly  relieves  him  from  a  recurrent  ailment  or  symptom,  so  that 
he  commonly  or  "habitually"  uses  it  in  preference  to  other  remedies 
for  that  ailment,  by  no  means  renders  it  a  habit-forming  drug.  To 
call  such  drugs  habit-forming  is  a  mere  play  upon  the  words  habit 
and  habitual.  It  is  doubtful  if  a  drug  can  properly  be  called  habit- 
forming  unless  it  is  one  the  repeated  use  of  which  induces  a  craving 
which  only  the  drug  will  satisfy,  its  repeated  use  not  being  to  relieve 
the  ailment  or  symptom  for  which  it  was  originally  taken,  but  to  re- 
lieve a  condition  which  the  use  of  the  drug  itself  has  created. 

It  may  or  may  not  be  good  policy  to  restrict  the  liberty  of  the 
citizen  to  select  his  own  remedies,  but  it  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as 
a  proper  policy  to  place  restrictions  upon  popular  remedies  by  defini- 
tions specially  created  to  suit  the  particular  case,  or  by  the  verbal 
trick  of  calling  them  habit-forming  drugs. 

Neither  does  it  necessarily  follow  that  the  presence  of  a  minute 
proportion  of  a  habit-forming  drug  constitutes  a  hafjit-forming  drug 
of  the  mixture  in  which  it  is  found.  If  the  proportion  of  the  drug 
present  is  sufficient  to  create  the  drug  habit  when  the  use  of  the 
mixture  is  long  continued,  or  if  the  amount  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  a 
habit  already  existing,  then  the  combination  can  properly  be  placed 
in  the  category  of  habit-forming  drugs,  otherwise  not.  The  question 
is  one  of  fact  in  every  instance,  and  can  be  answered  only  by  an  im- 
partial consideration  of  the  evidence. 

Both  pharmacy  and  medicine  are  interested  in  legislation  respect- 
ing the  sale  of  habit-forming  drugs,  and  representatives  of  both  should 
participate  equally  in  the  framing  of  such  measures,  and  in  appearing 
before  committees  of  the  legislature  to  defend  or  oppose  narcotic  leg- 
islation when  necessary.  In  fact  I  might  go  farther  and  say  that  phy- 
sicians and  pharmacists  should  co-operate  in  like  manner  upon  all 
measures  which  deal  with  matters  of  interest  to  their  two  professions. 

It  is  undeniable  that  a  certain  percentage  of  both  doctors  and 
druggists  have  been  interested  in  the  illegitimate  traffic  in  habit- 
forming  narcotic  drugs,  but  it  is  monstrously  unjust  to  charge  either 
doctors  or  druggists  with  general  participation  in  such  traffic.  It  is 
only  the  exceptional  physician  who  is  careless  in  the  prescribing  or 
dispensing  of  these  drugs,  and  only  the  exceptional  pharmacist  who 
desires  or  encourages  the  patronage  of  habitues. 
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But  whether  responsible  or  not  for  narcotic  drug  evils,  both  the 
conscientious  physician  and  the  conscientious  pharmacist  must  give  up 
some  of  his  just  prerogatives  and  must  submit  to  some  inconven- 
iences in  order  that  the  traffic  may  be  brought  under  proper  control. 

If  the  law  is  so  liberal  in  its  provisions  as  not  to  inconvenience 
the  legitimate  dispenser  it  will  not  restrain  those  who  participate  in 
the  illegitimate  traffic,  and  if  made  sufficiently  drastic  to  insure  the 
detection  and  punishment  of  the  latter  class  it  is  bound  to  cause  some 
occasional  hardship  to  those  who  dispense  narcotic  drugs  legitimately. 
As  is  always  the  case  in  the  restraint  of  crime,  the  just  man  must  give 
up  some  of  his  liberty  in  order  to  supply  the  means  for  the  discovery 
and  punishment  of  the  criminal. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  well  to  have  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
evils  due  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  have  been  enormously 
exaggerated.  On  an  actual  census  of  the  habitues  in  almost  any  section 
the  "hundreds  of  victims"  of  the  yellow  press  will  dwindle  to  dozens 
or  even  less.  In  one  small  community  where  an  agitator  asserted  that 
there  were  at  least  50  victims  of  the  drug  habit,  careful  inquiry  among 
doctors  and  druggists  developed  the  existence  of  two  morphine  habitues 
and  a  suspected  third,  without  the  discovery  of  a  single  user  of  co- 
caine. Doubtless  the  percentage  of  victims  would  run  higher  in  some 
other  communities,  but  in  most  cases  we  could  safely  deduct  90  per 
cent,  from  the  stories  of  the  sensational  press,  and  still  cover  all  of 
the  cases  discoverable  by  an  exact  census,  and  furthermore,  in  districts 
where  the  cases  are  especially  numerous  it  would  be  discovered  that 
the  drugs  were  distributed  mainly  by  persons  who  have  no  connection 
with  either  pharmacy  or  medicine,  and  whose  supplies  are  obtained 
from  a   distance  through  underground  channels. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  we  do  not  want  to  be  responsible  for  even 
a  few  victims  of  the  drug  habit,  but  pharmacists  and  physicians  should 
certainly  defend  themselves  from  the  reckless  charges  of  wholesale 
debauchery  of  the  public  through  habit-forming  drugs  with  which  they 
have  been   charged. 

The  General  Food  and  Drugs  Laws — The  food  and  drugs  acts,  or 
the  statutes  which  fix  the  definitions  and  prescribe  the  penalties  for 
the  adulteration  and  misbranding  of  foods  and  drags  are,  generally 
speaking,  fairly  satisfactory  to  the  drug  trade,  that  is,  their  defects 
are  rather  those  of  detail  than  of  general  principles. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  defect  of  the  state  food  and  drug  laws  is 
their  lack  of  agreement  with  each  other  and  with  the  Federal  law 
of  1906.  While  following  the  same  general  pattern,  no  two  of  them 
are  exactly  alike  in  particulars.  These  differences,  especially  as  to 
labeling  requirements,  are  a  constant  annoyance  and  occasionally  may 
become  a  serious  menace  to  the  retailer.  The  jobber  or  manufacturer 
having  labeled  his  products  in  accordance  with  the  Federal  law  may 
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ship  them  into  any  state  regardless  of  state  law,  but  after  they  have 
left  the  domain  of  interstate  commerce,  the  products  come  under 
the  control  of  the  local  statutes,  and  the  retailer  may  be  held  liable 
if  they  do  not  conform  thereto.  When  propositions  are  made  to  amend 
these  laws,  the  drug  trade  should  see  to  it  that  they  are  brought  more 
nearly  into  conformity  with  the  Federal  law,  and  should  strongly 
resist  all  amendments  that  would  tend  to  increase  the  present  discrep- 
ancies. 

Although  representatives  of  the  drug  trade  played  a  prominent 
part  in  the  drafting  and  enactment  of  the  food  and  drugs  acts,  one 
of  the  things  which  they  evidently  failed  to  foresee  was  tlie  importance 
of  making  a  distinction  between  actual  adulteration  and  mere  varia- 
tion from  the  legal  standard  without  connivance  or  guilty  intent  on 
the  part  of  the  dealer. 

The  popular  understanding  of  adulteration  is  the  addition  of  a 
cheaper  substance  to  a  more  expensive  one,  as  the  addition  of  water 
to  milk,  or  the  withdrawal  of  a  valuable  constituent,  as  the  removal 
of  cream,  both  processes  being  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the 
profits  of  the  dealer  at  the  expense  of  the  consumer.  By  definition, 
however,  any  variation  from  the  standard  constitutes  an  adultera- 
tion, even  if  the  quality  of  the  product  be  superior  to  the  standard 
fixed  by  the  law.  The  druggist  who  should  sell  genuine  imported  bay 
rum  would  be  guilty  of  selling  an  adulterated  drug,  because  the  stand- 
ard of  the  law  happens  to  be  a  fictitious  bay  rum.  Thus  the  druggist 
may  be  legally  guilty  of  fraud  when  normally  innocent,  or  morally 
guilty  of  fraud  and  legally  innocent.  Again,  nature  frequently  produces 
drugs  of  alkaloidal  strength  below  the  legal  standard.  The  drugs  are 
genuine,  though  deficient  in  strength,  but  if  the  dealer  dispose  of  them 
as  genuine  he  is  legally  guilty  of  adulteration.  Numerous  other  ex- 
amples might  be  cited  where  one  might  be  held  guilty  under  the  law 
when  his  acts  were  entirely  devoid  of  evil  intent. 

Undoubtedly  fixed  standards  of  quality  should  be  established  and 
enforced,  but  the  definition  of  the  offense  should  be  altered  so  that  the 
dealer  in  drugs  who  innocently  sells  goods  which  vary  from  the 
standard  will  not  be  liable  to  the  disgrace  of  an  arrest  and  conviction 
for  an  act  which  in  the  public  mind  always  involves  the  element  of 
moral  turpitude. 

That  this  defect  has  not  occasioned  more  hardship  to  the  drug  trade 
than  it  has  is  due  to  the  fortunate  presence  in  the  law  of  the  so 
called  "variation  clause"  which  permits  the  sale  of  articles  which  vary 
from  the  official  standards,  provided  the  variation  is  stated  on  the  label. 
If  the  variation  clause  should  ever  be  repealed,  as  has  been  pro- 
posed, the  situation  would  then  become  one  of  the  serious  menace  to 
the  entire  drug  trade,  for  under  such  conditions  it  would  be  practical- 
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ly  impossible  to  conduct  a  drug  business  without  constant  technical 
violations  of  the  law. 

Another  serious  defect  of  the  food  and  drugs  acts  is  that  they 
fail  to  provide  the  means  whereby  the  manufactuier  or  dealer  may 
ascertain  in  advance  that  his  labels  are  in  accordance  with  the  law, 
or  rather  that  they  are  in  accordance  with  the  administrative  officer's 
interpretation   of   the   law. 

In  numerous  cases  there  is  so  much  room  for  difference  of  opinion 
that  no  one  can  state  in  advance  what  the  decision  of  the  department 
may  be.  On  more  than  a  few  occasions,  the  manuTacturer,  after  the 
examination  of  precedents  and  the  taking  of  legal  advice,  has  labeled 
his  product  in  good  faith,  only  to  be  later  haled  into  court  as  a  dealer 
in  misbranded  goods. 

Generally  the  administrators  of  the  law,  when  appealed  to,  will 
voluntarily  give  advice  as  to  the  labels  which  they  will  regard  as  legal, 
but  they  may  refuse  this  advice  if  they  choose,  and  some  of  them  have 
done  so.  Every  food  and  drugs  act  should  therefore  contain  a  pro- 
vision specifically  requiring  the  executors  of  the  law  to  pass  upon 
the  sufficiency  of  labels  submitted  for  inspection,  and  prosecutions  for 
alleged  misbranding  should  be  restrained  until  dealers  have  been  noti- 
fied of  the  insufficiency  of  their  labels  and  afforded  an  opportunity  for 
their  correction. 

Laws  Regulating  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy — The  general  pharmacy 
laws,  or  those  regulating  admission  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  are 
in  most  states  in  need  of  a  general  overhauling.  Most  of  them  were 
in  the  nature  of  experiments  when  passed,  and  only  time  could  demon- 
strate their  imperfections. 

As  a  rule  these  laws  provide  for  two  grades  of  licentiates,  a 
Registered  or  Licensed  Pharmacist,  who  may  conduct  or  manage  a 
drug  store,  and  a  Registered  Assistant,  who  may  perform  any  of  the 
work  in  a  drug  store  except  to  act  as  the  responsible  head  or  manager. 

I  believe  that  experience  has  demonstrated  the  advisability  of  at 
least  one  other  grade  of  license,  namely,  that  of  licensed  storekeeper, 
to  be  issued  to  the  keepers  of  country  stores,  or  stores  in  towns  where 
no  registered  pharmacist  is  located,  authorizing  them  to  sell  a  list 
of  common  household  remedies  specified  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
The  license  should  be  issued  for  a  small  sum,  should  be  renewed  an- 
nually, and  should  specify  the  drugs  and  remedies  which  may  be  sold 
by  the   licensee. 

Some  druggists  have  been  inclined  to  oppose  the  granting  of  such 
licenses,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  recognition  of  the  right  of  unquali- 
fied persons  to  sell  drugs.  The  answer  to  this  objection  is  that  it  is 
always  wise  to  recognize  an  existing  fact.  Unqualified  dealers  already 
have  this  right  under  the  law,  and  we  are  not  likely  to  live  to  see  a 
legislature  that  will  take  it  away  from  them.    The  conversion  of  these 
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dealers  into  a  class  of  licensees  by  themselves  is  a  step  towards  bring- 
ing the  sale  of  drugs  by  unqualified  persons  under  the  control  of  the 
bo&ard  of  pharmacy,  and  we  shall  be  foolish  if  we  c?o  not  accept  the 
opportunity  if  it  is  offered  to  us. 

The  most  important  licentiate  is,  of  course,  the  Registered  or 
Licensed  Pharmacist,  or  the  licentiate  who  is  authorized  to  act  as 
the  responsible  head  of  a  drug  store,  either  of  his  own  or  for  another 
owner.  If  the  responsible  head  or  manager,  the  man  who  buys  the 
goods,  directs  the  daily  conduct  of  the  store,  and  determines  the  gen, 
eral  policy  of  the  establishment,  is  properly  qualified  in  character,  and 
by  education  and  experience,  the  public  safety  will  be  well  guarded, 
and  the  main  purpose  of  the  pharmacy  law  accomplished. 

Of  late  years  the  proposition  to  require  graduation  from  a  repu- 
table college  of  pharmacy  before  admitting  candidates  to  examination 
for  the  license  of  Registered  Pharmacist,  or  what  has  come  to  be 
known  as  the  "graduation  prerequisite,"  has  become  a  question  of  im- 
portance. Several  states  already  have  such  a  requirement  in  the  law, 
and  several  others  have  practically  the  same  requirement  by  virtue  of 
a  rule  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Naturally  such  an  advance  over  the  requirements  once  thought  ne- 
cessary   has    provoked    controversy. 

One  objection  offered  to  making  college  graduation  a  requirement 
for  registration  is  that  it  would  tend  to  reduce  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy to  a  subordinate  position  and  make  it  subservient  to  the  col- 
leges, which  is  an  entirely  unwarranted  conclusion.  Its  effect  would 
be°  exactly  the  opposite,  because  the  Board  would  have  power  to  name 
the  requirements  of  the  colleges  whose  graduates  it  would  admit  to 
its  examinations,  and  the  colleges  would  thus  be  brought  under  the 
direct  and  permanent  control  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Another  objection  which  has  been  urged  is  that  it  should  make 
no  difference  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  how  or  where  the  candi- 
date obtains  his  qualifications,  provided  he  has  them,  and  this  is  an 
objection  the  force  and  cogency  of  which  cannot  be  denied.  The 
fact  remains,  however,  that  there  is  not  place  and  no  method  for  a 
complete  and  systematic  training  in  the  theory  and  art  of  pharmacy 
equal  to  that  provided  in  a  properly  equipped  and  conducted  college 
or  school  of  pharmacy. 

But  cannot  the  Board  by  its  examination  ascertain  whether  the 
candidate  has  had  the  requisite  systematic  training?  No,  it  cannot. 
Examinations  have  a  useful  and  necessary  place  in  the  educational 
system,  but  they  have  their  limitations.  Mental  growth  or  education, 
like  physical  growth,  requires  regularly  supplied  pabulum  and  proper 
exercise.  The  examination  of  a  human  stomach  might  determine 
what  the  subject  had  for  his  last  meal,  but  it  wourd  not  show  that 
he   had    received   the    continued   nourishment    and    exercise   necessary 
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to  the  production  of  a  well  developed  and  property  trained  human 
body. 

The  board  examination  may  determine  what  the  candidate  has  in 
his  memory  at  the  time  of  examination,  but  it  cannot,  except  to  a 
very  limited  extent,  ascertain  whether  this  information  was  gained  in 
such  a  regular  and  systematic  manner  as  to  render  it  probable  that 
it  has  become  a  part  of  his  permanent  mental  equipment  or  whether 
it  is  a  medley  of  miscellaneous  information  gathered  haphazard,  and 
retained  by  a  feat  of  memory. 

Experienced  educators  recognize  the  fact  that  even  the  final 
college  examination  is  not  a  sufficient  test  to  prove  that  the  candidate 
for  graduation  has  gained  the  proper  benefit  from  his  college  work, 
and  therefore  the  student  is  tested  from  day  to  day  and  from  week 
to  week,  and  unless  his  daily  and  monthly  record  has  reached  the  re- 
quired standard,  the  result  of  his  final  examination  will  not  secure 
him   the   coveted   diploma. 

My  thesis  is  that  two  kinds  of  training  are  necessary  for  such  a 
complete  and  well  rounded  education  of  the  future  pharmacist  as  will 
make  him  a  safe  guardian  of  the  public  health,  and  a  creditable  rep- 
resentative of  his  profession,  namely,  a  sufficient  period  of  actual 
experience  in  the  drug  store  and  the  systematic  training  of  a  re- 
liable college  or  school  of  pharmacy.  There  have  been  many  pharma- 
cists who  have  been  conspicuously  successful  without  the  benefit  of 
college  training,  and  there  have  been  college  graduates  who  have  been 
conspicuous  failures.  The  college  cannot  supply  deficiencies  in  char- 
acter :  it  can  only  cultivate  and  train  the  qualities  of  character  which 
are  provided  by  the  candidate,  but  the  future  pharmacist  who  misses 
this  training  will  have  missed  something  that  would  have  added  com- 
pleteness and  finish  to  his  career,  no  matter  how  successful  he  may 
otherwise    become. 

Another  argument  offered  in  opposition  to  the  graduation  prere- 
quisite is  that  it  would  act  as  a  deterrent  to  many  who  will  prefer 
to  take  up  some  other  occupation  or  line  of  business,  on  the  ground 
that  the  rewards  of  pharmacy  are  at  present  not  sufficient  to  justify 
the  time  and  expense  necessary  to  secure  a  college  education. 

This  may  be  true,  but  if  so,  I  do  not  see  why  the  contingency 
should  worry  the  present  race  of  pharmacists.  If  no  new  drug  stores 
should  be  started  within  the  next  quarter  of  a  century,  the  existing 
ones  would  very  likely  be  able  to  supply  all  the  probable  demands  for 
drugs  and  medicines,  and  then  perhaps  the  rewards  of  pharmacy  would 
be  sufficient  to  justify  a  college   education. 

It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  graduation  prerequisite  would 
not  apply  to  those  already  qualified  to  practice  pharmacy,  but  only 
to  future  candidates,  and  also  that  it  would  not  apply  either  in  the 
present    or    in    the    future   to   clerks    or    assistants,   but    only   to   those 
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who  desire  to  become  managers.  Under  a  prerequisite  law,  the  non- 
graduate  would  have  every  opportunity  to  perform  the  functions  of 
a  pharmacist  that  he  has  now,  except  to  become  the  responsible  head 
or  manager  of  a  drug  store. 

The  law  would  also  necessarily  have  to  allow  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  for  the  full  registration  of  the  non-graduares  who  were  act- 
ing as  clerks  or  assistants,  before  the  graduation  requirement  went 
into  effect.  In  other  words,  the  law  would  in  any  case  apply  only  to 
those  who  in  the  future  should  desire  to  enter  pharmacy,  and  not  to 
those  already  within  its  ranks,  whether  proprietors  or  clerks. 

I  believe  that  all  who  have  given  the  question  proper  consideration 
concede  that  the  college  education  of  the  pharmacist  is  highly  desir- 
able, and  many  are  inclined  to  concede  that  the  requirement  may  be 
a  necessity  of  the  future,  but  doubt  the  expediency  of  its  adoption  at 
the  present  time. 

This  is  a  matter  which  each  state  must  settle  for  itself,  and  it 
would  be  better  to  proceed  too  slowly  than  too  fast,  or  at  least  to 
proceed  no  more  rapidly  than  is  justified  by  the  progress  of  sentiment 
among  the  pharmacists  of  the  state,  but  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that 
to  admit  that  college  training  is  desirable  for  the  preparation  of  the 
future  pharmacist  is  in  effect  an  admission  that  it  is  to  that  extent 
a  necessity. 

The  question  is  one  which  has  two  sides  to  it,  and  we  should  not 
be  too  dogmatic  either  way,  but  I  believe  the  weight  of  argument  is 
in  favor  of  the  graduation  prerequisite,  and  that  the  sooner  it  is  uni- 
versally adopted,  the  better  it  will  be  both  for  the  present  generation 
of  pharmacists  and   for  those  who  come  after  them. 

In  this  brief  and  fragmentary  discussion  I  have  aimed  to  sketch 
in  very  broad  outline  some  of  the  legislative  problems  to  which  we 
must  direct  attention,  and  especially  have  I  aimed  to  emphasize  the 
thought  that  as  a  general  policy  we  should  oppose  all  additional  re- 
strictive legislation  until  convinced  of  its  absolute  necessity,  either 
to  correct  existing  laws  or  to  enable  us  to  meet  the  artificial  condi- 
tions  that   these   laws   have   created. 

But  whether  we  are  to  oppose  or  to  support  proposed  new  legis- 
lation, our  only  hope  to  do  so  successfully  lies  in  our  ability  to  con- 
centrate the  efforts  of  a  thoroughly  united  drug  trade  to  that  purpose. 

The  Needed  Solidarity  of  Pharmacy — One  of  the  greatest  needs  of 
the  drug  trade — perhaps  its  very  greatest  need — is  a  more  decided 
craft  spirit,  or  craft  consciousness ;  a  clearer  realization  of  the  fact 
that  all  of  those  connected  with  the  production,  manufacture  or  dis- 
tribution of  drugs  and  medicines  constitute  a  solidarity  in  which  the 
interests  of  every  unit  radiate  to  every  part,  so  that  an  inquiry  to  one 
is   an   injury  to  every  unit  within   the   circumference, — something  like 
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the  esprit  dc  corps  that  prompts  the  soldier  to  identify  himself  with 
the  honor  of  the  flag  or  the  reputation  of  his  regiment. 

In  times  not  long  since,  there  was  no  more  coherence  in  the  drug 
trade  than  in  a  heap  of  sand,  which  changed  its  contour  with  every 
wind  of  doctrine  that  blew  over  it.  There  was  no  fixity  of  purpose, 
and  but  little,  if  any,  spirit  of  craft  loyalty.  The  actual,  if  not  ex- 
pressed, motto  was  that  of  the  trade  corsair,  "Every  fellow  for  himself, 
and  the  devil  take  the  hindmost"— which  he  usually  did — and  so  suc- 
cessful was  he  in  the  capture  of  the  rear  guard  that  the  front  ranks 
began  to  crowd  a  little  closer  together  for  mutual  defense,  which 
has  brought  about  the  condition  of  half-hearted  organization  that 
now  exists- 

Retailers,  manufacturers,  and  wholesalers  have  all,  at  times,  been 
ready  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of  each  other  and  of  the  member  of 
their  own  class  for  the  sake  of  some  temporary  personal  advantage. 
It  must  be  confessed  with  shame  and  humiliation  that  the  reason  why 
the  earnest  attempts  of  some  proprietors  to  protect  the  advertised 
retail  prices  of  their  goods  have  not  succeeded  has  been  that  there 
have  always  been  some  retailers  ready  to  betray  their  class  by  surrep- 
titiously supplying  the  trade  demoralizing  price  cutter.  During  the 
past  year  a  member  of  a  concern  which  has  been  una'ule  to  buy  cer- 
tain proprietary  articles  from  their  manufacturers  told  me  he  had  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  procuring  abundant  supplies  through  retailers 
who,  openly  at  least,  pretended  to  be  supporting  the  proprietors'  plans 
for   price   protection. 

No  policy  can  absolutely  prevent  the  presence  of  traitors  within 
the  ranks,  but  a  well  developed  and  constantly  stimulated  spirit  of 
craft  loyalty  will  discourage  treason,  and  minimize  its  effects  when  it 
does   occur. 

The  Necessity  of  United  Action — The  experience  of  the  past  few 
years  should  have  convinced  us  that  we  can  hope  to  make  headway 
against  the  flood  of  obnoxious  legislation  by  which  we  are  continually 
threatened  only  by  united  and  unanimous  action  all  along  the  lines, 
from  the  largest  manufacturer  and  wholesaler  down  to  the  smallest 
retail  dealer  in   drugs. 

The  rivalries  and  differences  that  have  at  times  disturbed  the 
peace  between  the  several  divisions  of  the  drug  trade  are  petty  and  in- 
significant when  compared  to  the  larger  interests  which  they  have  in 
common,  and  nowhere  are  these  common  interests  more  in  evi- 
dence than  in  matters  of  legislation,  whether  state  or  national.  Un- 
less we  can  present  a  united  front  to  the  attacks  of  the  sensational  re- 
former or  of  the  notoriety-seeking  administrative  official  anxious  to 
magnify  the  importance  of  his  office  by  the  discovery  of  mares'  nests 
in  the  drug  business,  we  can  only  expect  to  be  beaten  in  detail. 

Neither    manufacturers,    jobbers    nor    retailers    acting    alone    can 
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successfully  defend  themselves  from  the  destructive  legislation  of  the 
hysterical  reformer,  nor  from  the  attacks  of  the  sensational  press 
which  furnish  the  latter  with  his  ammunition.  But  each  division  of 
the  trade  can  exert  a  force  and  influence  of  its  own  and  these  forces 
and  influences  when  united  can  be  wellnigh  irresistible. 

According  to  the  ancient  fable,  when  the  woodman  requested  per- 
mission of  the  forest  to  take  a  small  tree  to  make  a  handle  for  his  ax, 
the  intended  victim  insited  strenuously  upon  its  rights  as  a  member 
of  the  community,  but  the  big  trees  said,  "It  is  only  a  miserable  little 
sapling,  let  the  woodman  have  it". 

The  axe  was  helved  accordingly,  and  it  was  not  long  until  the 
whole  forest  was  prostrated  before  the  instrument  to  the  perfecting 
of  which  the  rights   of  the   insignificant   sapling  had  been   sacrificed. 

Any  branch  of  the  drug  trade  which  consents  to  the  invasion  of 
the  just  rights  of  the  smallest  and  most  insignificant  member  either 
of  its  own  or  of  any  other  branch  of  the  trade  is  consenting  to  a 
thing  that  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  in  the  end  must  suffer  a  part 
of  the  penalty. 

(Applause). 

This  address  met  with  great  enthusiasm  by  the  members  of 
the  Association.

"In  a  rough  way  we  outlined  the  work  of  this  auxiliary 
for  the  coming  year  and  the  part  we  should  like  to  play  in 
the  future  meetings  of  this  Association  each  year. 

"We  would  like  to  have  the  Association  continue  setting- 
its  meetings  for  a  period  of  three  days,  but  to  confine  the 
business  of  the  Association  to  the  first  two  days,  giving  the 
:third  day  over  to  the  plans  made,  by  the  Traveling  Mens' 
Anxilliary,  for  their  pleasure, — for  a  good  time  generally. 

"We  have  organized  the  Auxiliary  and  we  have  IT  charter

I  believe 
Mr.  Greyer  is  to  make  the  report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATES  TO  THE  A.  PH.  A. 

The  Sixty-First  annual  convention  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  was  heVl  in  ihc 
city  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Aug.  18-23,  1913. 

Hotel  Hermitage  was  head-quarters  for  the  Association  and  the 
meetings  were  held,  with  few  exceptions,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Masonic 
Grand  Lodge,  near  the  hotel.  The  attendance  at  the  convention  was 
well  up  to  the  average,  about  400  members  having  registered,  notwith- 
standing that  the  meeting  came  during  an  extremely  hot  spell  of 
weather.  The  nearby  states  and  the  South  especially  were  well  repre- 
sented. 

President  Wm.  B.  Day  of  Chicago  called  the  first  meeting  of  the 
general  session  to  order  at  3:30  P.  M.  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Masonic  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  absence  of  Hon.  B.  W.  Cooper,  Gover- 
nor of  Tenn.,  the  opening  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  his 
Secretary,  Hon.  Robert  S.  Henry,  who  extended  a  most  cordial  and 
warming  welcome  to  the  visitors.  Other  prominent  men  who  spoke 
were  Hon.  John  Coode,  Vice-President  Nashville  Board  of  Trade,  and 
member  of  the  Industrial  Bureau ;  and  Mr.  R.  W.  Vickers,  represen- 
tative of  the  Tenn.  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who  said  that  Tenn. 
was  one  spot  on  earth  where  all  mankind  longs  to  come. 

The  president  in  his  admirable  address  outlined  the  scope  of  the 
activities  of  the  association  and  spoke  of  important  matters  of  general 
interest  to  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  His  address  was  full  of 
interesting  suggestions  and  recommendations  and  is  worthy  of  careful 
reading. 

He  said  that  there  has  been  a  world-wide  awakening  to  the  dangers 
of  nostrums,  and  that  the  pharmacist  by  his  education  and  training 
was  the  fit  purveyor  of  medicines  to  the  community.  That  self  medi- 
cation had  gained  a  firm  hold  in  our  country  and  that  the  physician  did 
not  expect  the  people  to  call  on  a  doctor  for  every  little  ache  and 
pain.  But  he  warned  the  druggists  to  use  judgment  in  recommending 
and  supplying  medicines  that  the  rights  of  the  physician  may  not  be 
trespassed  upon  and  the  patient  injured.  He  deplored  the  increasing 
practice  of  self-dispensing  by  physicians  and  looked  forward  to  the 
activity  of  state  associations  in  securing  legislation  governing  this 
practice. 
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Speaking  of  the  need  of  a  general  headquarters  for  the  association, 
I  cannot  express  it  better  than  to  give  you  his  own  words,  as  he  said, 
"The  steady  growth  of  our  Association  and  the  constantly  increasing 
scope  of  its  efforts  for  pharmacy  has  combined  to  emphasize  the  need 
of  a  center  around  which  these  activities  may  be  grouped  and  from 
which  they  may  be  guided  to  greater  success.  Such  a  nucleus  would 
be  afforded  by  the  proposed  A.  Ph.  A.  Home."  He  made  it  plain  that 
this  home  was  not  to  be  a  charitable  institution  but  a  Building  well 
equipped  with  laboratory  facilities  and  large  enough  for  the  offices 
of  the  Journal,  a  library,  a  museum,  and  storage  rooms. 

The  meetings  of  the  various  sections  were  well  attended  and  many 
papers  were  read  and  discussed.  The  discussions  did  not  abound  in 
oratory  and  eloquence  but  everyone  seemed  to  have  a  feeling  of  en- 
thusiastic co-operation,  and  talked  earnestly  and  freely  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  association  and  the  betterment  of  pharmaceutical  con- 
ditions. 

In  an  organization  of  this  kind  there  is  so  much  work  to  be  ac- 
complished in  so  short  a  time  that  the  meetings  of  the  different  sec- 
tions are  necessarily  held  simultaneously ;  and  one  who  is  not  accustom- 
ed to  attending  the  meetings  of  this  organization,  finds  it  somewhat 
difficult  to  take  it  all  in. 

The  entertainment  feature  of  the  meeting  was  well  looked  after 
and  consisted  in  a  Trolly  ride  over  the  city  of  Nashville  to  Central 
Park  and  Vanderbilt  University,  with  luncheon  on  the  campus  at  even- 
ing, and  a  musical  entertainment  in  the  University  Auditorium  at  night. 
A  trip  to  The  Hermitage,  the  historic  home  of  Gen.  Andrew  Jackson; 
and  side  trips  to  the  Alammoth  Cave.  Lookout  Mountain  and  Chicka- 
mauga  Park. 

Among  the  resolutions  approved  by  the  association  that  may  be  of 
interest  to  our  members  may  be  mentioned — College  Education  for 
Pharmacists,  endorsing  the  Zone  System  of  parcels  post, — a  distinctive 
shape  and  color  for  poison  tablets  for  external  use — special  nominal 
tax  on  alcohol  for  pharmaceutical  use — uniform  narcotic  laws  in  all 
the  states — and  indorsement  of  the  Harrison  Bill  regulating  the  sale 
of  narcotic  drugs. 

The  A.  Ph.  A.  is  an  organization  that  stands  for  everything  that  is 
just  and  honorable  in  pharmacy.  Since  its  earliest  beginning  it  has 
been  striving  to  raise  pharmacy  on  a  higher  plane  of  respect  and  use- 
fulness that  the  members  of  the  profession  may  not  only  be  benefited 
in  mind  and  spirit  but  that  they  may  be  more  justly  compensated  for 
the  long  hours  of  toil  in  administering  to  and  protecting  a  suffering 
humanity.  To  attend  the  meetings  of  this  organization  is  to  get  the 
enthusiasm  and  aspiration  for  better  things  and  a  desire  for  profess- 
ional knowledge.  Coming  face  to  face  and  mingling  with  the  honored 
men  of  pharmacy,  you  cannot  help  but  absorb  the  radiant  rays  of  true 
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comradship  and  co-operation,  and  petty  personal  interests  are  lost  for 
a  more  common  cause. 

If  you  are  not  a  member  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.,  you  are  not  fulfilling 
your  full  duty  to  yourself  as  a  professional  man.  It  will  make  you 
a  better  druggist  and  more  competent  to  serve  the  community  in  which 
you  live.

Mr.  Rose  :  "I  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Zoeller  attended 
the  Virginia  Association  or  not." 

Mi;.  Zoeller  :  "I  attended  the  Association  but  not  as  a 
delegate.  I  got  down  there  but  found  that  there  were  no  cre- 
dentials there  for  me,  and  if  I  had  not  had  friends  in  the 
Association  they  might  have  doubted  whether  I  was  in  good 
standing  or  not.  The  members  of  the  Va.  Association  were 
there  for  nearly  a  week.  During  the  last  few  days  they  had 
the  very  matter  up  that  we  have  had  brought  up  for  the  last 
several  years,  that  is.  making  graduation  from  a  school  of 
pharmacy  a  prerequisite  to  obtaining  a  license  as  a  pharma- 
cist. It  took  them  all  day  long  to  argue  this  matter  and  they 
have  taken  the  same  stand  we  have.  An  effort  was  made  last 
year  to  obtain  legislation  making  graduation  from  a  school 
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of  pharmacy  a  prerequisite  to  the  obtaining  of  a  license  for 
practice,  and  they  will  continue  to  work  along  that  line  until 
they  succeed  in  getting  this  law  passed.  It  seems  to  me  that 
the  conditions  in  that  state  are  far  in  advance  of  ours.  In 
the  beginning  of  that  session,  I  believe,  there  were  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  who  were  opposed  to  the  passage  of 
that  law,  but  they  were  won  over  in  favor  of  it  almost  unani- 
mously when-  it  came  time  to  vote  upon  it.  They  proposed 
having  delegates  to  this  meeting,  and  the  gentleman  who 
could  have  gotten  here  most  easily,  Mr.  Jackson,  a  member  of 
the  Board,  promised  he  would  be  here,  and  I  am  disappointed 
not  to  find  him  among  us.  Feeling  sure  he  would  be  here, 
I  did  not  prepare  any  formal  report  myself,  especially  as  I 
was  not  a  delegate.  Had  Mr.  Jackson  been  here  he  could 
have  given,  a  much  better  report  than  I  have  been  able  to." 

Me.  Zoeller  :  "Mr.  Eheinheimer,  I  beg  to  add,  tells  me 
that  he  has  learned  Mr.  Jackson's  business  place  has  been 
burned,  and  that,  no  doubt,  accounts  for  his  not  being  with 
us. 

"In  this  connection  I  think  it  might  be  well  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Secretary,  as  he  may  have  overlooked  it,  to 
the  matter  of  sending  credentials  of  the  delegates  to  the  secre- 
taris  of  all  the  other  associations  of  all  appointments  that  are 
made  each  year,  and  then  if  the  delegate  forgets  his  creden- 
tials he  would  not  be  without  recognition  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  organization  which  he  attends  in  convention." 

The  President  :  "I  think  that  is  a  wise  suggestion  and 
I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  attend  to  that  matter.  We  will 
have  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Board  of  Pharmacy." 

(Mr.  Hancock  read  this  report.)  The  Association  arose 
at  the  reading  of  the  names  of  the  deceased  members  on  the 
registered  list.  He  also  submited  statement  of  Keceipts  and 
Disbursements,  for  the  year.  This  report  will  be  found  in 
the  section  relating  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.

To  the  Members  of  the  North   Carolina   Pharmaceutical  Association, 
Mr  C.  P.  Harper.  President, 
and  Professor  James  H.   Beal. 
Greetings : 

I  know  that  what  I  write  to  you  will  look  like  personal  attention 
to  myself,  yet  I  think  that  the  good  to  humanity,  and  the  helping  to 
human  kind,  and  the  profession  will  excuse  me.  I  send  you  for  this 
meeting  a  "New  Idea"  for  the  profession  of  Pharmacy  and  the 
Doctors'  use. 

A  special  design  of  a  tablet,  for  use  among  the  Doctors  and  Drug- 
gists of  our  good  old  North  State  and  others.  A  special  die  design 
for  compressed  tablets  letter  "S"  for  Strychnine  Sulphate  tablets  of 
different  strength.  The  strength  as  numbers  could  not  well  be  pressed 
on  each  tablet,  as  they  would  become  too  frail  and  break  and  crumble. 
The  idea  was  to  have  a  special  tablet  of  letter  "S"  so  as  not  to  con- 
flict with  other  tablets,  looking  like  calomel  and  soda  and  others. 
This  would  many  times  avoid  the  danger  of  mixing  the  two.  A 
very  appropriate  tablet  of  the  profession  for  the  Doctors'  use,  and 
Druggists,  since  at  a  glance  he  would  know  just  what  his  patient  was 
taking,  or  was  using  to  help  him.  I  wish  now  to  introduce  these 
tablets  to  the  members  of  our  Association  at  this  meeting.  I  think, 
for  the  safety  of  the  profession  and  human  life,  it  is  well  to  have 
such  an  idea  brought  before  the  members  of  this  Association.  My 
idea  is  before  you  for  your  kind  consideration.  You  will  see  that 
I  have  had  them  made  for  me,  by  the  standard  firm  of  Sharpe  and 
Dohme,  and  I  have  kept  them  on  hand  to  show  that  they  will  not 
go  to  pieces  by  keeping,  when  well  corked.

in  the  United  States  Senate  by  Hon.  Theodore  E.  Burton,  and  House 
Bill  No.  4,322,  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  Hon. 
Charles  L.  Bartlett  for  One  Cent  Letter  Postage  measures,  and  to 
use  their  efforts  to  secure  the  passage  of  these  bills  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible.

The  Pkesidext:  "Mr.  Howell,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Papers  and  Queries  Committee,  we  would  like  to  hear  from 
you." 

Mr.  Howell  :  "As  Chairman,  of  the  Papers  and  Queries 
Committee,  I  would  state  that  there  was  great  discussion  at 
Newbern  last  year  as  to  the  best  method  of  reading  the 
papers.  Great  stress  was  laid  on  the  plan  which  the  Medical 
Association  has  adopted,  that  is  of  giving  out  a  subject  and 
appointing  a  leader  of  the  discussion  to  follow  the  reading 
of  the  paper.  i  suppose  you  know  that  Canada,  for  in- 
stance, is  the  only  country  where  they  have  a  leader  of  the 
opposition  and  that  they  pay  a  salary  to  a  chronic  kicker, — 
his  business  is  to  kick,  he's  paid  for  it.  Well,  it  bring  about 
a  very  useful  condition  of  affairs.  In  the  past  I  have  been 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  and  sent  out  printed  circulars 
some  eight  or  ten  times  without  response.  This  year  Mr. 
Beard  was  interested  and  sent  out  some  forty  or  fifty  letters, 
mailing  them  to  people  whom  he  thought  would  be  interested 
in  such  papers.  I  thought  I  would  like  to  find  out  this  year 
if  this  Association  wants  papers.

Each  of  these  questions  was  discussed  by  the  members,  some  .at 
great  length. 

Mn.  Howell:    "The  first  paper  we  have  for  reading  this 
morning'  is  by  Mr.  Greyer  and  I  will  ask  him  to  read  that. 

This   paper   by   Mr.    Greyer.    "Urinary    Analysis    as    an 
advertisement"  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

Mr.  Howell:     "Mr.  President,  I  had  wanted  to  read  a 
paper   on   pharmaceutical   mathematics.      I    tried   to   get   a 
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blackboard  but  failed  to  find  one,  upon  which  to  set  forth 
some  problems  with  which  we  are  each  day  confronted."' 

Mb.  Huxtee  :     "I  will  furnish  you  with  a  blackboard 

for  this  afternoon,  if  agreeable." 

Mb.  Howell:  "I  would  like  to  know  what  are  the 
problems  and  what  shall  we  teach  for  the  practical  side  of 
pharmacy  in  this  state,  and  if  any  one  would  give  a  list  to 
me  of  what  problems  the  druggists  ought  to  know,  I  would 
appreciate  it  very  much." 

Me.  Howell:  '"Mr.  Tarkington  has  a  paper  entitled, 
"Co-operation"  which  I  should  like  him  to  read." 

Mr.  Tarkinton  reads  his  paper,  which  receives  much  ap- 
plause.    It  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  Peesldext  :  "It  is  now  ten  minutes  to  one  o'clock. 
What  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Association  as  to  postpon- 
ing the  consideration  of  further  papers  and  queries  until  the 
afternoon  session  ?" 

Me.  Weaex  :  "I  move  that  we  postpone  them  until  the 
afternoon  session." 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Burwell  and  carried  unani- 
mously.

President  Harper:  "This  Convention  will  please  come 
■to  order." 

The  President  :  "We  will  continue  with  the  reading 
of  Papers  and  Queries  now,  please,  Mr.  Howell." 

Me.  Howell:  "I  have  some  samples  of  ginseng  and 
Hydrastis  which  were  brought  down  to  me  by  a  young  man, 
Mr.  Bennett,  from  Bryson  City,  X.  C,  but  I  cannot  prevail 
upon  him  to  speak  to  us  about  this  matter.  Mr.  Bennett  has 
pictures  here  and  plans  for  the  cultivation  of  these  plants, 
etc.,  and  if  he  would  tell  us  about  them  we  would  very  much 
appreciate  it.  (Mr.  Bennett  called  for  but  not  present.) 
The  Government  has  been  very  much  interested  in  these  two 
plants,  Hydrastis  and  ginseng.  Mr.  Toms  of  'this  town 
sold  his  crop  from  one  acre  of  these  plants  for  $1,100.00. 
One  year  he  did  not  spray  his  plants  and  wilt  and  animals 
got  most  of  the  plants.  I  believe  the  Hydrastis  is  bringing 
about  $7.00  a  pound  now  and  the  ginseng  about  $5.00.  Gin- 
seng is  peculiarly  interesting  from  ;the  fact  that  it  is  used  al- 
most exclusively  by  the  Chinese  and  they  are  most  super- 
stitious about  it.  They  pay  their  doctors  when  they  are  well 
and  when  they  are  sick  the  doctor  gets  nothing.  This  gin- 
seng is  a  panacea  for  most  of  their  ills.  Ginseng  and  Hy- 
drastis are  two  of  the  highest  priced  drugs  we  have  in  this 
country,  and  the  government  at  Washington  is  especially  in- 
terested in  the  growth  of  Hydrastis. 

Mr.  Howell,  continuing:  "Mr.  Beard  has  a  paper — a 
more  or  less  historical  resume,  but  he  stated  that  he  thought 
it  would  be  better  to  place  it  in  the  Proceedings  to  be  read  by 
the  members  of  the  Association  later  on,  than  to  consume  the 
time  for  its  reading  while  we  are  in  session." 
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Mr.  Hicks  :  "I  think  that  the  ideas  which  Mr.  Howell 
has  advanced  here  in  getting  up  this  list  of  questions  are  very 
good,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  which  one  is  of  the  most 
interest  to  us ;  certainly  they  will  be  of  help  to  his  successor. 
In  this  connection  the  questions  of  whether  we  are  willing, 
individually,  to  write  papers  on  these  matters,  or  are  willing 
to  read  them,  are  rather  tied  together.  There  is  not  much 
inducement  for  a  druggist,  especially  a  young  man,  to  worry 
himself  to  get  up  a  lot  of  data  and  write  a  paper  and  take  a 
partial  chance  of  being  laughed  at,  for  his  pains,  or  having 
its  reading  deferred  until  the  last  15  or  20  minutes  of  a 
meeting.  When  a  man  sends  a  paper  up  here  he  expects  to 
have  it  read  before  this  association.  He  is  much  more  inter- 
ested in  having  it  read  before  the  Association  than  in  having 
it  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and  so  I  think  it  is  a  courtesy 
to  the  man  who  writes  a  paper  that  we  should  read  these 
papers  and  discuss  the  same,  since  he  has  paid  us  the  courtesy 
of  writing  them." 

Mr.  Howell  :  "Mr.  President,  Mr.  Shell  has  a  paper 
which  I  think  will  be  of  interest  to  all  of  us  and  I  would  be 
glad  to  hear  it." 

Me.  Greyer  :  "I  move  that  the  President  appoint  some 
one  present  to  write  on  one  of  those  subjects  Professor 
Howell  brought  out  and  appoint  a  man  to  write  a  paper  on 
one  of  each  of  the  fourteen  subjects,  and  these  papers, — or 
copies  of  them,  can  be  mailed  to  those  who  are  not  here.  Let 
the  President  appoint  some  one  to  write  on  each  of  the  sub- 
jects, some  one  who  is  present." 

Mr.  Howell  :  "The  Pennsylvania  Association  sent  out 
in  June  1914  a  list  of  sixty-one  queries.  Maybe  some  one 
here  would  be  interested  in  those  queries.  I  am  trying  to 
do  the  same  thins;.

The  President  :     "Mr.  Shell,  will  you  please  read  the 

2" 
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Mr.  Shell  :  ''Before  reading  this  paper  I  should  like  to 
say  that  if  I  were  going  to  select  a  paper  I  should  not  have 
taken  this  subject,  for  this  foregoing  discussion,  has  brought 
out  just  about  how  wo  feel  towards  the  preparation  of  papers. 
But  Mr.  Beard  wrote  me  assigning  me  a  subject  and  asked 
me  to  read  a  paper  on  it,  and  I  felt  this  way  about  it  at  first: 
that  there  was  not  much  in  it  worth  while  telling  others  of, 
then  I  saw  that  if  the  others  he  had  written  felt  the  same  way 
about  it  his  efforts  would  not  do  much  good.  So,  I  decided 
to  write  the  paper.  An  act  of  the  legislature  was  the  basis 
for  my  paper  which  had  to  do  with  the  sale  of  Jamaica  gin- 
ger in  general  stores."     (Reads  paper). 

"The  sale  of  Essence  of  Ginger  in  General  Stores." 
(Found  in  Appendix.) 

Mr.  Hancock:  "I  think  that  the  paper  written  by  the 
Secretary  would  be  of  great  interest  to  the  Association  and  I 
do  not  think  it  would  be  so  long,  from  what  I  hear,  but  what 
the  Association  would  be  very  glad  to  hear  it  now.  I  should 
be  glad  to  hear  it  and  I  think  the  others  would." 

Secretary  Beard:  "I  took  a  great  deal  of  time  to  pre- 
pare this  paper  and  just  tried  to  tell  you  of  the  organization 
of  our  Association  since  its  earliest  inception,  but  it  is  a 
paper  of  about  twelve  type-written  pages.  Some  of  you 
might  enjoy  it, — but  I  move  that  ir  lie  put  in  the  Proceed- 
ings without  being  read." 

Mr.  Baysor :  "In  view  of  the  situation  I  will  second  that 
motion,  Mr.  Secretary,  not  because  we  should  not  all  of  us 
be  glad  to  hear  it.  bur  rather  to  hasten  the  progress  of  this 
meeting." 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Huxter  :  "It  strikes  me  that  we  have  fourteen  fine 
subjects  to  select  from  and  I  would  suggest  that  you,  Mr. 
President,  and  the  Secretary,  select  seven  men  to  write  on 
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seven  subjects  and  ask  them  if  they  will  not  do  that  as  they 
are  all  fine  subjects,  valuable  to  the  drug  business." 

The  President  :     "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  the  President  select  seven  queries  and   appoint  seven 
members  to  write  on  these  queries  for  the  next  meeting ;  all 
in  favor  of  that  motion  say  Aye.'* 
Motion  unanimously  carried. 

The  President  :  "I  believe  the  appointment  of  the 
seven  men  to  write  on  the  subjects  selected  will  fall  to  the 
incoming  president." 

Me.  C.  B.  Miller  :  "I  have  no  paper  to  read ;  but  as  we 
have  not  touched  very  much  upon  the  commerical  side  of  the 
drug  business,  I  believe  a  few  remarks  may  not  be  out  of 
order.  We  are  all  interested  in  the  dollars  and  cents  end  of 
the  drug  business,  and  while  I  sat  here  I  thought  of  a  few 
things  which  it  might  be  beneficial  to  take  up  and  talk 
about." 

Mb.  Weaew:  "I  think  in  conducting  our  retail  drug- 
business  we  should  pattern  after  the  successful  men  in  other 
walks  of  life  who  have  been  most  successful.  I  have  in  mind 
particularly  large  merchants,  whose  success,  I  believe,  has 
been  largely  attributable  to  having  systematized  their  busi- 
ness." 

Mr.  Miller  :  "We  druggists,  I  believe,  are  lacking  in 
that  matter;  there's  no  doubt  about  that.  1  think  if  we 
would  systematize  our  business, — no  matter  whether  we 
have  a  large  or  a  small  business. — that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  we  would  be  very  much  better  off  financially.  Take 
the  sodawater  end  of  it.  The  average  soda-water  clerk  does 
not.  know  the  ingredients  or  cost  of  what  he  dispenses  and  my 
experience  with  the  so-called  professional  soda  man  has  not 
been  very  satisfactory  from  a  financial  standpoint.  They 
feel  that  they  are  in  a  class  by  themselves  and  that  when 
you  put  them  in  charge  of  your  soda  fountain  they  are  given 
carte  blanche.  We  would  all  do  well  to  watch  our  soda 
clerks  and  instruct  them,  as  far  as  Ave  possibly  can,  in  the 
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cost  of  things  and  impress  upon  them  the  fact  that  they  are 
handling  dollars  and  cents;  that  they  are  put  there  to  make 
a  profit  for  us  and  not  to  lose  money.  The  account  of  every 
soda  fountain  should  be  kept  separately ;  it  should  be  charged 
lip  with  everything  that  goes  into  it;  an  accurate  account  of 
the  sales  kept  separate  from  the  other  business  of  your  store, 
including  the  salary  of  the  soda  mam  the  percentage  of  lights 
required  to  light  up  your  apparatus,  etc.  All  those  expendi- 
tures enter  into  the  matter  of  carrying  on  a  soda  fountain  bu- 
siness. If  your  soda  fountain  is  not  showing  a  profit  there  is 
something  wrong. 

"Take  the  cigar  department  of  a  drug  store.  Any  drug 
store  which  has  a  daily  sale  in  the  cigar  department  of  six 
or  seven  dollars  can  lie  doubled  by  proper  care  and  oversight 
of  that  department,  and  a  clerk  in  the  store  should  be  dele- 
gated to  look  after  your  cigar  department.  Now  you  have  no 
idea  how  many  men  in  your  community  will  walk  up  to  your 
cigar  stand,  select  his  brand,  and  if  they  are  six  for  a  quar- 
ter, will  take  seven  or  eight  cigars,  if  he  has  the  opportunity. 
Now  that  may  seem  to  you  a  very  bold  accusation,  but  if  is 
true  absolutely.  It  has  happened  with  me.  Just  a  few  days 
ago  my  clerk  came  to  me  and  said:  'Mr.  .Miller,  that  gentle- 
man who  walked  out  of  here  just  now  carried  eight  cigars 
with  him  when  he  was  supposed  to  have  five.'  That  man 
stands  well  in  my  community.  They  may  think  that  to  do 
these  things  is  smart,  as  we  say.  and  I  suppose  they  would 
consider  an  act  of  that  sort  on  the  same  basis  as  if  they  beat 
a  street  car  conductor,  but  I  call  it  stealing.  My  experience 
has  proved  to  me  conclusively  that  many  a  man  will  take 
seven  cigars  for  a  quarter  who  would  not  put  his  hand  in  your 
pocket  and  take  a  quarter  from  it. 

"Another  matter  in  which  I  think  we  are  lacking  is  in 
politeness  to  our  customers.  Politeness  goes  a  long  ways. 
Looking  after  the  little  things  in  our  stores  amounts  to  big 
thing's  collectively.  The  person  who  comes  into  our  store  and 
buys  ten  cents  worth  should  be  treated  just  as  politely  as  the 
one  who  buys  five  dollars  worth,  and  we  ought  to  impress  tha4 
fact  upon  our  clerks;  to  say  'Thank  you'  for  every  little  bit 
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that  is  spent  with  us.     The  money  of  the  negro  is  as  good  as 
anybody's  else. 

"I  think  the  place  for  the  host  man  you  have  in  your 
drug  store  is  to  be  in  the  very  front  of  that  store  to  meet 
your  customers  and  to  watch  your  (dorks  and  to  see  what  is 
going  on  generally.  A  first  class  man,  at  the  time  when  some 
one  comes  in  asking  for  something  we  do  not  have,  will  oft 
times  save  von  a  sale  by  selling'  them  something  else  which 
answers  the  same  purpose.  Therefore,  I  say  this:  that  a 
man  who  knows  something  will  save  you  his  salary  by  having 
him  at  your  front.  We  should  not  leave  the  front  part  of 
our  stores  to  our  junior  clerks  and  soda  fountain  men.  Put 
a  good  man  there  and  you  will  find  that  it. will  pay  you. 

"Another  thing  we  should  all  know  is  the  cost  of  doing 
business.  Every  man  should  know  to  a  certainty  the  amount 
of  cost  of  doing  business.  You  can  ask  a  dozen  druggists, 
probably,  and  each  one  of  them  will  give  you  a  different  esti- 
mate, some  of  them  will  say:  ''About  so  much,"  but  YOU 
OUGHT  TO  K^OW  TO  A  CEXT  what  it  will  cost  to  do 
business.  Your  profit  is  on  your  sale,  not  on  what  your 
goods  cost  you.  Figure  your  profit  on  your  sale  not  on  the 
cost. 

"I  hope  to  see  the  day  come  when  every  retail  druggist  in 
the  state  carries  on  his  business  systematically  and  successful- 
ly, when  he  reaches  that  point  where  he  has  a  safe  bank  ac- 
count ;  and  we  can  do  it  if  we  will  put  the  same  amount  of 
energy  and  push  into  it  that  other  merchants  put  in  their 
lines." 

(This  talk  was  most  enthusiastically  received.) 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "I  want  to  personally  thank  Mr.  Miller 
for  that  talk.  I  think  if  we  could  have  more  practical  talks 
of  that  kind,  and  on  some  other  subjects  as  well,  it  would 
be  worth  a  good  deal  to  each  of  us.  It  would  bring  us  up 
to  a  more  effective  measurement  than  we  have  been  hereto- 
fore." 

Me  Huxtee:     "I,  too,   want  to  thank  Mr.  Miller.     I 
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know  we  all  appreciate  his  talk  very  much  indeed  and  we 
have  a  great  need  of  more  just  such  talks  as  his." 

Me.  Buewell  :  "One  subject  I  should  like  to  speak 
of  is  the  WANT  LIST.  One  man  I  know  of  keeps  one  of 
the  most  accurate  lists  I  ever  saw.  He  writes  in  the  date  and 
the  house  from  which  be  bought  goods,  every  detail  of  the 
transaction  is  kept,  so  that  he  can  refer  to  it  to  refresh  his 
memory  at  any  time.  There  are  so  many  virtues  in  a  WANT 
LIST  it  would  be  hard  to  enumerate  them  all;  it  is  of  far 
greater  importance,  I  know,  than  the  average  man  thinks 
it  is  and  it  has  been  a  surprise  to  me  to  learn  how  really 
little  care  the  average  druggist  gives  to  his  buying*  list.  I 
believe  that  a  proper  WANT  LIST  is  one  of  the  necessary 
things  in  the  drug  business." 

Me.  Geeyee  :  "The  first  of  the  year  in  taking  our  in- 
ventory we  took  a  very  systematic  and  accurate  inventory. 
I  have  always  kept  my  cigar  sales  and  soda  water  sales  de- 
partment accounts  but  I  had  no  means  of  finding  out  whether 
I  was  losing  or  making  money  upon  them.  The  first  of  the 
year  we  had  an  exact  inventory  of  each  department  made. 
keeping  a  strict  account  during  the  month  of  January  of  all 
busines  done  in  each  department,  and  on  the  first  t  Febru- 
ary I  had  another  inventory  taken  to  see  wnether  we  had 
lost  or  gained  anything.  We  lost  money  on  our  cigar  depart- 
ment, and  I  called  the  clerks  together  and  told  them  that  we 
were  losing  money  in  that  department  and  that  the  evil  had 
to  be  corrected.  I  placed  a  man  in  charge  of  the  cigar  depart- 
ment and  one  in  charge  of  the  soda  water  fountain  depart- 
ment, and  I  said  to  them :  'Now,  see  here,  you  are  going  to 
be  held  responsible  for  the  work  of  that  department.'  And  the 
first  month  afterwards  our  cigar  department  showed  a  pro- 
fit and  the  receipts  from  the  soda  water  department  were 
nearly  doubled." 

Me..  Vaugha]^  :  "How  do  you  account  for  the  difference 
in  that  soda  department,  Mr.  Greyer  (" 

Me.  Geeyee  :  "The  difference  was  due  to  this:  they  took 
more  care  in  what  they  put  in  the  glasses  that  were  served  to 
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customers, — I  had  called  their  attention  to  this  matter,  telling 
them  that  upon  occasion  I  had  seen  as  many  as  six  cherries 
put  in  one  glass,  etc.,  and  consequently  that  month's  account 
would  show  a  deficiency.  Well,  I  had  a  little  trouble  with  one 
clerk  because  I  criticised  him  in  not  better  looking  after 
his  department  and  he  left,  but  came  back  to  me  afterwards 
asking  me  to  take  him  on  again,  but  this  I  did  not  do.  The 
point  is  this:  establish  in  their  minds, — the  men  you  put  in 
charge  of  these  departments, — the  fact  that  they  have  got 
to  show  a  profit  for  the  employer  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments.'"' 

Me.  Vaughn  :  "How  do  you  work  your  charge  sales, 
etc.,  for  cigars  ?" 

Mr.  Geeyee  :  "We  had  a  cash  register  made  to  order  to 
take  charge  of  both  cash  and  credit  sales  in  that  department." 

Me.  Goodman  :  "I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentlemen  of 
this  association  what  limitations  they  place  on  their  clerks  in 
regard  to  smoking  cigars  and  cigarettes,  drinking  coca-cola, 
etc." 

Me.  Hunter  :  "I  want  to  say  that  I  have  had  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  with  clerks  taking  cigars  and  cigarettes.  They 
are  usually  a  good  set  of  boys  and  you  hate  to  fuss  with  them, 
but  it  is  certainly  the  truth  that  they  smoke  up  the  profits 
oftentimes  of  your  cigar  department.  I  told  my  clerks  that 
I  wanted  every  last  one  of  them  to  pay  cost  for  the  cigars 
and  cigarettes  that  they  smoked." 

Me.  Goodman  :  "I  would  say  that  I  had  one  boy  at  the 
fountain  and  I  thought  that  he  was  drinking  too  much  coca- 
cola  per  day,  so  I  called  his  attention  to  that  fact,  and  asked 
him  how  many  glasses  he  thought  he  drank  each  day.  He 
answered  that  he  suppose  he  might  be  drinking  about  eight  or 
ten.  I  asked  him  to  sit  down  and  figure  out  how  much  that 
would  amount  to  if  he  stayed  with  me  for  twelve  months,  and 
further  to  figure  how  much  his  salary  would  be  if  he  stayed 
with  me  for  twelve  months  ?  He  did  it  and  I  showed  him  that 
he  was  not  making  anvthino-  for  me  at  all :  that  he  was  a  very 
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expensive  clerk.      And  now   I   would  like  to  know  the  ex- 
perience of  yon  gentlemen/' 

The  President:  "I  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  C.  P. 
Thomas  on  this  subject." 

Mr.  Miller:  "I  want  to  make  one  more  suggestion  on 
this  subject  and  it  is  this:  that  your  surplus  stock  of  cigars 
should  be  kept  under  lock  and  key,  for  if  they  are  placed 
away  somewhere  under  a  curtain,  you  don't  know  how  many 
are  taken  each  month.  Your  cigar  inventory  ought  to  be 
taken  every  month  ;  you  can  then  tell  whether  you  have  made 
money  on  your  cigars  or  whether  you  have  lost.  Unless  you 
watch  this  department  you  will  come  out  of  the  little  end  of 
the  horn." 

Secretary  Beard:  "I  just  want  to  remind  you,  gentle- 
men, that  we  have  an  automobile  trip  ahead  of  us  this  after- 
noon, also  the  election  of  officers;  consequently  we  had  best 
cut  short  our  discussions." 

Mr  Raysoe  :  "I  move  that  we  postpone  the  automobile 
trip  until  tomorrow  morning  and  go  right  on  with  this  meet- 
ing." 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Burwell. 

This  motion  was  carried. 

President  Harper  :  "The  election  of  officers  is  next  on 
the  program,  dominations  are  in  order  for  the  office  of 
president." 

Mr.  Hancock  :  "I  would  like  to  place  in  nomination  for 
the  office  of  president.  Mr.  George  C.  Goodman,  of  Moores- 

ville."

President  Harper  :    "Any  other  nominations  ?" 

]^o  other  nominations  suggested.

Secretary  Beard:  "The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in 
casting  the  affirmative  vote  for  Mr.  G.  C.  Goodman  as  Presi- 
dent of  this  Association  for  the  ensuing  year." 

President  Harper  :  "Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
office  of  First  Vice-President." 

Me.  Justus:  "I  place  in  nomination  for  the  office  of 
First  Vice-President  of  the  Association  the  name  of  Mr. 
E.  L.  Tarkington,  of  Wilson." 

Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  E.  V.  Howell. 

President  Harper  :  "Any  other  nominations  for  the 
office  of  First  Vice-President  ?"

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casting  the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Mr.  E.  G. 
Birdsong  as  Second  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year." 

President  Harper  :  "Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
office  of  Third  Vice-President  of  this  Association." 

Mr.  Sedberry  :  "I  take  pleasure  in  nominating  Mr.  C. 
P.  Greyer,  of  Morganton.  for  the  office  of  Third  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  this  Association." 

President  Harper:  "I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  cast 
the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Mr.  C.  P.  Greyer 
as  Third  Vice-President  of  this  Association  for  the  coming 
year." 

Secretary  Beard:  "The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in 
casting  the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Mr.  C.  P. 
Greyer  as  Third  Vice-President." 

President  Harper :  "Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  this  Association." 

Mr.  Miller  :  "Mr.  President,  our  present  Secretary  has 
given  satisfaction,  and  I  see  no  reason  for  making  any  change ; 
I  therefore  place  him  in  nomination  to  succeed  himself." 

Nomination  seconded  by  C.  D.  Sedberry. 

The  President:  "I  take  pleasure  in  casting  the  vote  of 
the  Association  for  Mr.  J.  G.  Beard  as  Secretary  of  the  As- 
sociation for  the  coming  year." 

President  Harper:  "Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
office  of  Treasurer  of  this  Association." 

Mr.  Tarkington:  "I  have  great  pleasure  in  nominating 
Air.  G.  E.  Burwell,  of  Charlotte,  to  succeed  himself  as  Treas- 
urer of  this  Association." 

Nomination  seconded  by  J.  G.  Beard. 

President  Harper:  "I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  cast 
the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Mr.  G.  E. 
Burwell  as  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year." 

Secretary  Beard:     "The   Secretary  takes   pleasure   in 
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casting  the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Mr.  G.  E. 
Burwell  to  succeed  himself  as  Treasurer  of  the  Association." 

President  Harper  :  "Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
position  of  Reporter  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy." 

Secretary  Beard  :  "Mr.  President,  I  believe  that  the 
Reporter  is  appointed  by  the  Chair ;  not  elected  by  the  mem- 
bers." 

President  Harper  :  "^Nominations  are  in  order  for  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee." 

Mr.  Bukwell  :  "I  would  like  to  nominate  Mr.  C.  D. 
Sedberry  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee." 

Mr.  Hancock:  "I  would  like  to  nominate  Mr.  Kelly 
Bennett,  of  Bryson  City,  as  a  member  of  this  committee." 

Mr.  Greyer  :  "I  would  like  to  nominate  Mr.  Hicks  as  a 
member." 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "I  thank  Mr.  Greyer  very  much  for  the  com- 
pliment he  pays  me,  but  as  I  have  served  this  Association 
heretofore  and  am  one  of  the  older  members  I  must  decline 
the  nomination." 

Mr.  Tarkixto.x  :  "I  nominate  Mr.  Warren,  of  Green- 
ville, as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee." 

Mr.  Burwell:  "I  nominate  F.  V.  Hunter  as  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee." 

The  President:  "Messrs.  C.  B.  Sedberry,  Kelly  Ben- 
nett, B.  S.  Warren  and  F.  V.  Hunter  have  been  placed  in 
nomination  by  the  members.  The  Secretary  will  please  cast 
the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Association  for  these  gentlemen." 

Secretary  Beard:  "The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  cast- 
ing the  affirmative  vote  of  this  Association  for  Messrs.  C.  I). 
Sedberry,  Kelly  Bennett,  B.  S.  Warren  and  F.  V.  Hunter 
as  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association 
for  the  ensuing  year." 

The   President:      "As   one   member   of  the   Board  of 
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Pharmacy  retires  this  year  I  will  ask  for  nominations  for 
this  office." 

Mi;.  Horne:  "Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  righ:  here,  if 
yon  please,  that  I  have  been  approached  on  the  matter  of 
re-election  to  this  position,  but  I  feel  I  must  decline  re-elec- 
tion, should  such  a  step  be  considered." 

Mr.  Wearn  :  "Mr.  Home,  I  think,  is  too  young  a  man 
to  be  placed  on  the  retired  list.  He  has  rendered  faithful 
service  to  the  Xorth  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  been  a  fear- 
less young  man.  He  represents  ability  and  all  that  could  be 
expected  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  to  this  end  I  should 
like  to  place  in  nomination  Mr.  Warren  Home  to  succeed 
himself."

Hicks:  "1  wish  to  endorse  everything  that  has  been 
said  of  Mr.  Home,  but  if  a  man  does  not  want  a  place  and 
has  served  us  a  long  while  T  don't  know  that  we  can  insist 
upon  his  sacrificing  his  own  business.  I  beg  to  place  in 
nomination  Mr.  C.  A.  Baysor.  of  Asheville." 

Mr.  Tarkington  :  "I  don't  believe  the  nomination  of 
Mr.  Home  has  been  seconded  and  T  would  like  to  second  it." 

Mi:.  Horne:  ->[  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Wearn  to  with- 
draw my  name  as  I  have  served  this  Association  for  fourteen 
years  and  while  T  appreciate  the  compliment  paid  me  I 
think  I  must  decline  the  appointment." 

Mr.  Wearn:  "Xo  indeed!  I  move  that  the  Secretary 
cast  the  ballot  of  the  Association  for  Mr.  Home  to  succeed 
himself." 

Motion  seconded. 

The  President  :  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  the  Secretary  cast  the  vote  of  the  Association  for  the 
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nomination  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Mr. 
Warren  Horne." 

Secretary  Beard:  "The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in 
casting  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Association  for  Mr.  War- 
ren Horne  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy." 

The  Prksidknt:  "I  will  ask  for  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Time  and  Place  of  Xext  Meeting.'' 

Mr.  Shell  :  "Mr.  President,  your  Committee  begs  leave 
to  recommend  the  Time  and  Place  for  the  next  meeting  as 
June  15,  16  and  17  at  Durham,  X.  C.  The  only  two  places 
we  had  particularly  in  mind  were  Morehead  City  and  Dur- 
ham. We  asked  quite  a  number  of  the  members  about  the 
time  and  the  reason  that  we  made  it  a  little  earlier  in  June 
than  usual  was  because  it  is  in  a  central  town  and  we  wanted 
to  go  as  early  as  we  could.  If  we  go  much  earlier  than  that, 
however,  it  would  conflict  with  Trinity  College  Commence- 
ment." 

Mr.  Raysoe  :  "Durham  for  some  time  has  wanted  this  As- 
sociation to  meet  there,  and  as  she  always  does  things  in  a 
whole-souled  way  I  move  that  we  take  a  vote  and  make  it 
unanimous." 

Mr.  Wearx  :    "I  second  that  motion." 

The  President  :  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  the  Time  and  Place  of  our  next  meeting  as  agreed  upon 
by  the  Committee  be  accepted.  All  in  favor  of  that  motion 
say  Aye." 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.  Vaughan  :  "We  have  been  trying  to  get  this  Asso- 
ciation to  meet  in  Durham  now  for  two  or  three  years  and  we 
propose  to  entertain  this  convention  every  minute  they  are 
there  and  we  promise  that  they  will  not  regret  having  spent 
the  three  days  in  that  city.  We  are  going  to  show  you  the 
biggest  manufacturing  town  in  Xorth  Carolina.  I  know  that 
this  Association  is  interested  in  the  progress  of  any  city  in 
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North  Carolina  and  we  are  proud  of  our  little  town.  I  very 
much  appreciate  the  vote  that  you  have  given  for  Durham, 
and  1  want  you  to  hold  me  responsible  for  the  assertion  made 
before  you  a  few  minutes  since  for  your  entertainment  as  I 
have  the  whole  town  back  of  me." 

Me.  Hancock  :  "I  nominate  Mr.  Vaughan  for  Local 
Secretary." 

Secretary  Beard:     "I  second  the  motion." 
Motion  carried. 

The  President  :  "Mr.  P.  W.  Vaughan  has  been  selected 
for  Local  Secretary." 

The  President:  "As  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  President's  Address  desires  to  leave  after  this  meeting 
he  has  asked  to  make  his  report  this  afternoon.  We  will  hear 
the  Chairman's  report,  please." 

Mr.  Raysor:  "We  have  read  very  carefully  the  Presi- 
dent's address  and  here  are  a  few  things  we  would  like  to 
emphasize: 

We,  your  committee  on  President's  address,  after  carefully  read- 
ing, heartily  endorse  same. 

Regarding  the  sale  of  whiskey  in  drug  stores,  we  especially  concur. 

We  further  recommend  the  affiliation  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  if 
the  funds  of  the  association   will  permit. 

We  also  recommend  that  a  resolution  be  passed  by  this  associa- 
tion favoring  the  passage  of  House  Bill  No.  13305,  (Steven's  bill) 
requesting  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  use  their  best  efforts 
to  get  this  bill  passed.  C.  A.  Raysor,  P.  W.  Vaughan,  and  W.  H. 
Wearn. 

Here  is  a  copy  of  a  resolution  which  we  thought  possibly 
the  Association  would  like  to  have: 
RESOLUTION 
Whereas   we  believe  legitimate  business  has  been  seriously  injured 
by  manufacturers  being  unable  to  maintain  established  prices  on  their 
products. 

Resolved,  that  we  the  N.  C-  P.  A.  in  convention  assembled,  favor 
House  Bill  No.  13305,  (known  as  the  Steven's  bill)  and  request  you 
to  use  your  best  efforts  to  get  this  bill  enacted  into  a  law. 

Raysor,  Vaughan,  Wearx. 
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The  President  :  "Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  re- 
port and  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Raysor.  Any  discussion 
on  this  resolution  ?" 

lln.  Hancock  :  "I  failed  to  hear  the  President's  address 
yesterday  as  I  was  on  the  committee  to  meet  Dr.  Beal's  train 
and  I  would  like  to  ask  one  question  and  that  is  whether  or 
not  any  recommendations  were  made  with  regard  to  the 
Pharmacy  Law  2" 

The  President  :    "None  were  made." 

The  President  :  "The  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Association  affiliate  itself  with  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  What  is  the 
pleasure  of  this  Association  ?" 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "I  think  it  would  be  well  to  wait  for  an- 
other year  before  we  affiliate  again." 

Mr.  Haxcock  :  "My  recollection  is  that  when  Mr.  Wat- 
son made  his  report  as  delegate  to  the  X.  A.  R.  D.,  he  sug- 
gested, for  some  reason,  I  don't  remember  why  now,  that  we 
discontinue  our  affiliation  with  the  X.  A.  R.  D." 

Mr.  Wearx  :  "It  was  because  an  injunction  was  gotten 
out  about  that  time  against  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  and  he  thought  it 
unwise  for  this  Association  to  be  drawn  into  that  suit,  I  be- 
lieve, when  it  would  have  been,  in  no  wise,  a  party  to  it  except 
by  affiliation." 

Mr.  Hicks  :  "I  made  a  motion  that  we  delay  affiliation 
with  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  for  another  year,  until  we  have  the  funds 
in  hand.  I  don't  believe  in  spending  money  before  you  have 
it." 

Mr.  Haxcock  :     "I  second  that  motion." 

Mr.  Shell:  "I  should  be  sorry  to  see  the  Association 
drop  the  X.  A.  R.  D.,  as  I  don't  believe  there  is  a  man  in  the 
house  but  who  has  made  or  been  saved  at  least  $10.00  a  year 
through  the  X.  A.  R.  D.,  and  I  believe  that  we  should  take 
that  into  our  consideration.  The  workings  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D. 
and  the  help  we  have  gotten  with  our  finances,  in  the  unity  of 
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price,  etc.,  has  been  worth  more  than  the  price  of  $10.00  to 
every  druggist.  I  move  that  we  reaffiliate  when  we  have  suffi- 
cient funds." 

Motion  seconded. 

The  President:  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  the  Association  affiliate  with  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  whenever 
the  financial  conditions  of  the  Association  will  permit.  Those 
in  favor  of  that  motion  make  it  known  by  saying  Ave." 

Motion  carried. 

Mi;.  Horne:  "Mr.  President,  have  you  disposed  of  the 
other  questions  submitted  by  the  committee?" 

The  President:  "We  have  not  disposed  of  them  yet. 
(Reads  resolution  presented  by  Mr.  Raysor.)  What  shall  we 
do  with  this  resolution,  gentlemen  2" 

Mr.  Raysor  :     "I  move  its  adoption." 

Mr.  Hancock  :    "I  second  that  motion." 

Mr.  Vaughan:  "I  have  never  read  the  Steven's  Bill 
measure,  but  I  believe  that  the  main  feature  of  it  is  that  the 
manufacturer  can  dictate  the  retail  price  of  whatever  he  puts 
out ;  is  that  it  ? 

Mr.  Hicks:  "I  think  that  Mr.  Vaughan  does  not  clearly 
understand  that  measure  for  as  I  understand  the  Steven's 
Bill  it  makes  it  legal  for  the  manufacturer  to  agree  with  the 
retail  or  wholesale  dealer  that  he  shall  sell  at  such  and  such 
a  price,  but  it  does  not  contract,  it  does  not  make  it  impossible 
for  them  to  sell  at  a  lower  price." 

The  President  :  "Mr.  Raysor,  don't  you  thing  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  our  con- 
gressmen :"' 

Mr.  Raysor:  "Yes,  sir.  that  was  the  idea,  that  type- 
written copies  of  this  resolution  should  be  made  so  that  each 
member  could  Take  at  least  three  copies  home  with  him  and 
send  one  to  his  congressman,  one  to  his  senator,  and  keep 
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one  for  himself.  I  want  the  Association  to  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  resolution  and  to  see  that  he  supplies  his  con- 
gressman and  senator  with  a  copy  of  it." 

Mr.  Wearn:  ''The  Association  should  officially  send 
each  member  in  both  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
not  only  a  copy,  of  the  Resolution  but  of  the  action  of  this 
Association  favoring  it." 

Mr.  Miller  :  "I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  already  asked 
my  representative  to  favor  the  bill." 

Mr.  Vaegiiax  :  "It  would  be  well,  Mr.  President,  I 
think  to  add  another  resolution  to  the  eifect  that  the  Secre- 
tary lie  requested  to  send  a  copy  to  our  Senators  and  Congress- 
men, and  to  the  memmbers  of  this  Association." 

Secretary  Beard  :  "Do  I  understand  that  T  am  to  have 
a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  resolution  made  and  send 
to  the  members  with  a  letter  accompanying  to  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  asking  for  their  support,  etc  ?" 

Mr.  Raysor:  "That  is  the  idea;  have  about  150  copies 
of  this  resolution  typewritten  or  printed  and  send  them,  with 
an  official  letter  representing  the  Association  in  the  matter, 
asking  their  support  of  the  measure." 

The  Presidext  :  "You  have  heard  the  resolution  as 
read,  gentlemen,  all  in  favor  of  the  resolution  make  it  known 
by  saying  Aye." 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Raysor  :  "Mr.  President,  it  seems  that  it  is  the  idea 
now  to  have  at  each  of  our  meetings  one  speaker  of  note,  the 
guest  of  the  Association,  and  if  we  are  going  to  Durham  next 
year  I  think  we  ought  to  discuss  the  matter  a  little  now.  Mr. 
Yanghan  and  Mr.  Howell  say  they  know  of  a  very  fine  man, 
Mr.  Harry  B.  Mason,  whom  they  would  like  to  hear  speak  at 
our  next  meeting.  I  think  we  should  take  this  matter  up  now 
and  discuss  it  together,  and  not  leave  it  to  anyone  man.  Mr. 
Mason  has  been  suggested,  as  I  say,  by  Mr.  Vaughan  and 
Mr.  Howell,  and  I  understand  he  is  a  very  fine  speaker." 
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At  this  point  Mr.  Zoeller  asked  permission  to  offer  an 
amendment. 

Me.  Zoeller  :  "I  wish  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the 
By-Laws.  I  have  several  times  known  occasions  when  I  have 
thought  it  would  have  been  well  to  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Association  to  consider  matters  before  the  Legislature, 
and  in  looking  over  the  By-Laws  I  find  there  is  no  provision 
whatever  for  these  special  meetings,  and  I  offer  this  special 
amendment  of  Article  -i,  Section  1  of  the  By-Laws,  by  adding 
at  the  end  the  following: 

"  'Special  meetings  may  be  held  on  the  written  request 
of  fifteen  members,  who  shall  state  the  purpose  thereof,  and 
only  such  matters  shall  be  considered  at  the  meeting.'  " 

Me.  Burwell:  "Would  not  that  mean  that  the  Presi- 
dent would  have  to  call  a  meeting  in  the  regular  way?" 

Mi;.  Zoelleb  :  '"Yes,  that  is  the  idea  ;  I  did  not  want  to 
make  it  too  strong." 

The  President:  "What  will  yon  do  with  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  By-Laws,  gentlemen  I  You  have  heard 
the  amendment  as  read  by  Mr.  Zoeller." 

Mr.  Zoeller  :  "I  move  that  the  amendment  I  have  of- 
fered be  made  a  portion  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Association." 

Mr.  Baysor  :     "I  second  that  motion." 

Tin.  President:  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  this  amendment  be  made  a  portion  of  the  By-Laws.  All 
those  in  favor  of  that  amendment  make  it  known  by  rising." 

By-Laws  amended  by  unanimous  vote. 

The  President  :  "I  want  to  go  back  to  the  remarks  of 
Mr.  Baysor  with  regard  to  securing  a  speaker  for  the  next 
meeting.  That  was  just  a  suggestion,  but  it  seems  to  me  the 
proper  way  to  dispose  of  it  would  be  by  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  look  up  the  speakers  and  invite  them.  What  is 
the  pleasure   of   this   Association   in   this  matter?      I   will 
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appoint  on  this  committee  Mr.   Ravsor,  Mr.  Hancock  and 
Mr.  Hicks." 

Mb.  Raysor  :  "I  beg,  Mr.  President,  that  von  will  not 
appoint  me  but  appoint  Mr.  Vaughan  in  my  stead  as  he  is 
the  Local  Secretary  appointed  for  the  next  meeting." 

The  President:  "Very  good.  I  will  appoint  Mr. 
Vaughan,  then,  as  a  member  of  that  committee." 

Mb.  Howell  :  "I  submit  that  the  committee  might  sug- 
gest the  names  of  prominent  men  whom  they  would  like  to 
hear  speak  and  then  submit  it  to  the  Association  for  final 
decision.     Personally,  I  should  like  to  hear  Mr.  Mason." 

Mr.  Hancock  :  "I  think  that  is  a  very  good  suggestion. 
I  know  Mr.  Mason  myself  and  tried  to  get  him  with  us  last 
year  but  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  come.  He  appreciated 
the  invitation  extended  him  and  said  that  nothing  would 
give  him  more  pleasure  than  to  come  to  JSTorth  Carolina  and 
meet  the  members  of  this  Association." 

The  President  :  "Has  any  member  any  other  person  in 
mind  whom  they  would  like  to  invite  to  address  the  Associa- 
tion at  its  next  meeting  ?" 

Mr.  Zoeller:  "Dr.  Stewart,  of  Philadelphia,  would  come 
and  give  us  a  talk." 

The  President  :  "The  Committee  will  take  these  names 
under  consideration." 

Mr.  Sedbeery  :  "I  have  five  names  of  applicants  for 
membership  in  the  Association  to  submit:  H.  G.  Mitchell, 
Oxford;  J.  L.  Taylor,  Oxford;  TV.  H.  Blauvelt,  Asheville ; 
E.  H.  Miller,  Mooresville;  I).  E.  Powell,  Asheville.  All  of 
them  have  come  properly  recommended  and  paid  their  mem- 
bership fees." 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  these  applicants  be 
admitted  to  membership. 

Mr.  Burwell  :     "I  would  like  to  move  that  Mr.  Sam  J. 
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North,  of  Charlotte,  be  made  an  Associate  Member  of  this 
Association." 

The  President:  "What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  this  connection?  Does  the  motion  of  Mr.  Burwell 
meet  with  a  second  ?" 

This  motion  was  properly  seconded. 

The  President:  "A  motion  having  been  made  and 
seconded  that  Mr.  Sam  J.  North,  of  Charlotte,  he  made  an 
Associate  Member  of  this  Association,  the  Secretary  will 
please  cast  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Association  for  his 
admission." 

Secretary  Beard:  ''The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in 
casting  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Association  for  the  admis- 
sion of  Mr.  Sam  J.  North,  of  Charlotte,  as  an  Associate  Mem- 
ber of  this  Association." 

Mr.  Sedberrt:  "Mr.  President,  I  understand  that  Dr. 
Beal  would  not  accept  any  compensation  whatever  for  his 
trip  here  and  I  think  that  we  ought  to  thank  him  very  cor- 
dially  for  coming  and  for  the  splendid  address  that  he  made 
us."' 

Mr.  Hicks:  "I  think  it  would  be  very  proper  for  us  to 
make  a  note  of  it  in  the  Proceedings  and  to  write  him  a 
special  letter  embodying  a  resolution  of  thanks." 

Mr.  Yaughan:  "I  second  Mr.  Hicks'  motion." 

The  President:  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  a  resolution  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  Dr.  J.  H.  Beal  for 
the  splendid  address  given  before  this  Association  at  its  meet- 
ing of  1914,  and  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  is  in- 
structed to  see  that  this  is  done." 

Secretary  Beard:  "Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no  more 
business,  nothing  specially  important  yet  to  be  done,  I  move 
that  we  adjourn  until  tomorrow  morning." 

Motion  seconded. 

Mr.    Vaughan:      "Before   adjourning  I   would  like  to 
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hear  the  communication  from  Mr.  Roth,  presented  this  morn- 
ing, read  again." 

Secretary  reads  letter  from  Mr.  Roth,  in  which  he  tenders 
his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  Vaugiiax:  "Mr.  President,  I  move  that  Mr.  Roth 
he  requested  to  withdraw  his  resignation  and  that  a  commit- 
tee of  one  be  requested  to  call  upon  Mr.  Roth  on  his  way 
home,  explaining  the  attitude  of  this  Association  in  regard 
to  this  matter.  I  feel  that  while  Mr.  Roth  has  not  been 
treated  badly, — although  he  thinks  he  has, — if  he  knew  the 
situation  as  well  as  we  do  here,  he  would  change  his  mind  and 
not  withdraw  from  the  Association.  I  don't  believe  in  losing 
a  member  from  the  Association  where  there  is  no  reason  for 
it." 

Motion  seconded. 

Me.  Hoexe:  "I  understand  that  a  good  many  of  the 
members  will  be  leaving  tonight  and  I  fear  that  if  we  post- 
pone the  consideration  of  the  legislative  matters  until  tomor- 
row a  great  many  of  the  members  will  have  gone  and  I  think 
that  we  ought  to  have  an  expression  at  this  meeting  as  to 
whether  we  want  to  ask  for  any  legislation  at  the  coming 
session  of  the  General  Assembly." 

The  Peesidext  :  "Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Home,  until  we 
have  disposed  of  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Vaughan  with  ref- 
erence to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Roth.  Motion  has  been 
made  and  seconded  that  a  committee  of  one  be  appointed  to 
call  upon  Mr.  Roth  on  his  way  home  from  this  convention  and 
explain  to  him  the  attitude  of  this  Association  with  reference 
to  his  withdrawal  from  its  membership." 

This  motion  was  passed. 

The  Peesidext  :  "I  appoint  Mr.  Raysor  as  a  commit- 
tee of  one  to  attend  to  this  matter." 

Me.  Raysoe  :     "I  will  gladly  accept  that  commission." 

The  Peesidext:  "Gentlemen,  what  shall  we  do  with 
the  matter  of  legislation  ?" 
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Me.  Goodman  :  "I  think  we  ought  to  have  a  meeting  to- 
night and  finish  all  business." 

Me.  Hancock:  "I  move  that  we  adjourn  until  eight 
o'clock  tonight." 

Mk.  Goodman:     "I  second  that  motion." 

The  Peesident:  "Motion  has  been  made  and  seconded 
that  the  consideration  of  legislative  matters  be  postponed 
until  eight  o'clock  tonight  and  that  this  meeting  adjourn. 
All  in  favor  say  Aye." 

Motion  carried  unanimonslv. 
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FIFTH  SESSION 
Ladies'  Parlor,  St.  John's  Hotel,  8  :00  P.  M. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  8  o'clock  by  Presi- 
dent Harper,  who  stated  to  the  members  that  the  stenographer 
was  utterly  exhausted  from  the  work  of  the  day,  which  had 
been  very  hard  for  her,  and  that  consequently,  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  this  session  might  not  appear  in  the  Proceedings. 

]\Ir.  Home  stated  that  he  thought  it  inadvisable  to  hold  the 
meeting  since  so  few  members  were  present.  Mr.  Wearn  ob- 
jected to  a  meeting  as  the  subject  was  a  very  important  one 
and  called  for  a  full  attendance.  The  others  present,  however, 
wanted  to  continue  the  meeting,  which  was  done. 

The  discussion  which  followed  was  chiefly  concerning  in- 
spection of  drugs  and  drug  stores  throughout  the  state,  and  the 
present  lack  of  money  for  proper  inspection  was  fully  brought 
out.  The  members  felt  that  the  state  should  supply  the  funds 
for  full  inspection  and  suggestions  were  offered  relative  to 
securing  an  appropriation  from  the  Legislature  for  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy. 

The  prerequisite  question  was  also  discussed  at  length,  but 
no  definite  action  was  taken  on  either  subject. 

After  a  session  lasting  only  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  the 
meeting  adojurned  in  order  for  the  members  to  participate  in 
the  dance  given  the  visiting  druggists  by  the  local  pharma- 
cists in  the  ball  room  of  the  St.  John's  Hotel. 

This  dance  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  members  as  a 
large  number  of  ladies  were  present  from  the  town  of  Hen- 
dersonville.  The  ball  room  was  very  tastefully  decorated 
for  the  occasion  with  banners,  flowers  and  greens.  Several 
of  the  local  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  did  some  very  pretty 
and  graceful  fancy  dances  for  the  spectators,  which  delighted 
everyone  present. 

Many  of  the  members  took  part  in  the  dancing,  and  those 
who  did  not,  seemed  very  much  interested  and  to  enjoy  watch- 
ins'  others. 
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SIXTH  SESSIOX 

Ladies  Parlor,  St.  John's  Hotel, 
Hendersonville,  X.  C,  June  19th,  L'914,  9:30  A.M. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Goodman  was  called  to  the  chair  by  retiring 
President  Harper  to  preside  over  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Goodman  :  "The  meeting  will  please  come  to  order, 
I  will  ask  the  secretary  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  session 
of  yesterday." 

Secretary  Beard:  "I  beg  to  say. that  the  minutes  of 
yesterday  morning's  meeting  only  are  ready  for  reading  be- 
fore the  Association,  those  <>f  the  afternoon  meeting  havt  not 
yet  been  typewritten  by  the  stenographer."  Reads  minutes  of 
morning  session.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the 
minutes  as  read  stand  approved. 

.Mi;.  Goodman:  "All  in  favor  of  that  motion  say  Aye. 
Xo  dissenting  voice;  the  minutes  stand  approved." 

Mr.  Goodman:  "What  is  the  further  pleasure  of  this 
Association  '." 

Mi;.  Horne:  "It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Resolution 
passed  Last  night  for  a  change  in  the  requirements  for  a 
license,  after  January  1!»1T  was  not  sufficiently  definite.  I 
think  it  should  he  made  perfectly  clear  as  to  just  what  amend- 
ments the  Association  favors.  The  resolution  was  by  Mr. 
Sewell." 

At  Air.  Sewell's  request  this  motion,  which  carried  the 
previous  night,  was  withdrawn  in  favor  of  the  resolution  to 
he  offered  by  Mr.  Horne. 

Mi;.  Horne:  "In  order  to  ascertain  just  what  we  do 
favor,  1  offer  the  following: 

RESOLVED,  That  this  Association  reaffirms  the  reso- 
lution for  amendments  to  the  Pharmacy  Law  adopted  at 
Morehead  in  L91 1. 

1  think  that  covers  Mr.  Sewell's  resolution  hut  puts  it  in 
a  little  different  shape. 
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Mil.  Burwell:  "I  second  that  motion  and  say  that  at 
Mr.  Sewell's  request — (he  was  obliged  to  leave  last  night  and 
requested  me  to  say  that  Mr.  Home's  resolution  should  super- 
cede his) — it  is  to  take  the  place  of  his  resolution  passed  last 
night.  He  was  not  thoroughly  acquainted  with  what  had 
been  done  previously  and  as  soon  as  he  found  out  he  wanted 
that  change  made." 

Mk.  Vaughan:  "Mr.  President,  it  may  be  that  sonic  of 
those  now  present  are  not  familiar  with  what  was  passed 
upon  at  Morehead  and  it  would  be  well,  I  think,  for  Mr. 
Home  to  read  this  resolution  so  that  we  will  know  what  we 
are  passing  on." 

Mk.  Horne:  "I  have  those  resolutions  here,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, and  will  read  them : 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  instructed  to 
have  prepared  a  bill  and  secure  its  passage  by  the  next  General  As- 
sembly amending  the  State  Pharmacy  Law  to  provide  as  follows: 

(i)  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment 
there  shall  be  two  grades  of  licensed  pharmacists,  the  higher  grade 
to  be  known  as  Pharmacist  and  the  second  grade  as  Assistant  Phar- 
macist. 

(2)  That  every  Pharmacist  registered  at  that  time  be  entitled  to 
the  higher  grade  license  carrying  the  right  to  own  or  manage  a  drug 
store. 

(3)  That  it  be  required  that  all  drug  stores  be  in  charge  of  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  of  the  higher  grade — that  any  one  opening  a 
new  drug  store  in  the  State  shall  be  or  employ  a  Registered  Pharma- 
cist to  conduct  same. 

(4)  That  an  Assistant  Pharmacist  shall  have  the  right  to  fill 
prescriptions  and  practice  pharmacy  under  the  Registered  Pharmacist 
in  charge  of  the  store. 

(5)  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment  in 
order  to  be  licensed  as  a  Pharmacist  an  applicant  shall  be  not  less  than 
21  years  of  age,  shall  have  had  sufficient  preliminary  general  educa- 
tion, shall  have  had  four  years'  experience  under  a  licensed  pharma- 
cist, shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy 
and  shall  also  pass  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

(6)  That  in  order  to  be  licensed  as  an  Assistant  Pharmacist 
an  applicant  shall  be  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  shall  have  had 
sufficient  preliminary  general  education,  shall  have  had  two  years'  ex- 
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perience  under  a  licensed  pharmacist  and  shall  also  pass  an  examina- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Those  resolutions  were  adopted  at  Morehead  July,  1911 
and  ratified  at  Waynesville,  June  1912." 

Mr.  Goodman  :     "Any  discussion  on  this  motion  '." 

Mr.  Burwell:  "I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Home  if  the 
bill  that  was  finally  amended  and  introduced  in  the  last 
legislature  takes  the  place  of  that;  it  reads  a  little  differently, 
does  it  not?  It  differs  in  this  respect,  as  I  understand  it, 
that  instead  of  graduation  from  a  reputable  school  or  college 
of  pharmacy  being  required,  ten  months  of  training  in  a  repu- 
table school  or  college  id'  pharmacy  he  substituted.  T  want 
to  bring  this  point  up  so  as  to  find  out  if  this  is  the  under- 
standing of  the  Association." 

Mi;.  II<u;.\k:  "'Air.  Burwell  is  correct  in  that  this  change 
was  made  at  the  last  legislature.  In  this  resolution  we  are 
instructing  the  Legislative  Committee  to  have  a  bill  drawn; 
the  bill  as  drawn  and  introduced  in  the  last  legislature 
read  that  way.  There  was  that  difference,  that  instead  of 
requiring  graduation  in  a  school  of  pharmacy  it  was  made 
to  read  ten  months  of  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  of 
pharmacy." 

Mr.  Burwell:  "I  raised  that  question  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  finding  out  which  one  of  those  resolutions  the 
Association  goes  on  record  as  favoring:  wasn't  that  right, 
Mr.  Hancock  ?" 

Me.  Hancock:  "That  was  the  draft  of  the  bill  that  the 
Legislative  Committee  finally  adopted." 

Mr.  Wearx:  "This  prerequisite  clause  has  been  up  for 
sometime  and  as  it  now  stands  we  have  here  associated  the  fol- 
lowing audience  and  members.  At  Xewbern  this  matter  was 
thrashed  out  at  a  wind-up  meeting  and  Mr.  Bradham  dis- 
claimed authorship  of  the  bill  and  the  part  he  had  taken  in 
these  resolutions.  It  was  thought  it  would  be  best  to  have  the 
thing  thrashed  out  fairly  and  squarely;  and,  I  think,  in  justice 
to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  do  this 
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thing  fairly  and  squarely  is  for  this  Association  to  instruct 
its  committee  to  formulate  what  they  want  and  issue  a  circu- 
lar letter  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
members  and  to  every  registered  pharmacist  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  stating  what  they  propose  to  do  and  ask  them 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation and  there  register  their  approval  or  disapproval. 
Then  this  Association  can  be  reported  to  the  Legislature  as 
favoring  such  and  such  a  measure.  This  entanglement  in 
which  we  have  been  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  does  not 
represent  the  sentiment  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  the  registered  druggists  of  North 
Carolina.  To  this  end  I  ask  that  this  thing  be  fairly  and 
squarely  settled  and  then  there  will  be  no  opposition,  but  as 
it  stands  now  it  does  not  represent  the  sentiment  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association." 

Mr.  Geeyeb:  "I  don't  believe  that  the  gentleman  has 
investigated  thoroughly  and  knows  what  efforts  have  been 
made  heretofore  to  secure  the  endorsements  of  the  pharmacists 
of  the  State.  I  will  venture  to  say  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  druggists  in  the  State  have  already  endorsed  it  and  I 
think  we  can  produce  records  to  show  that.  It  is  needless 
to  thrash  this  thing  out  at  every  Association  meeting.  We 
have  already  gotten  the  sentiment  of  the  Association ;  we 
have  tried  to  bring  the  matter  up  the  first  thing  at  the  meet- 
ings and  get  action  on  it  and  it  is  no  fault  of  the  Association 
if  the  members  do  not  come  to  the  Association  meetings  and 
voice  their  sentiments.  It  is  taken  for  (/ranted  that  if  the 
members  do  not  come  to  the  Association  meetings  and  there 
express  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  what  is  done,  that 
they  should  be  willing  to  abide  by  the  action  of  the  members 
ivho  do  attend  them." 

Mr.  Weaen  :  "The  vote  of  the  Association,  I  believe,  was 
taken  on  this  matter  possibly  before  Mr.  Greyer  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association.  Were  you  at  Morehead,  Mr.  Greyer, 
came  up 
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Mr.  Greyer  :    "I  was  there  in  1911  at  the  meeting." 

Mr.  Wearst:  "You  will  see  that  a  vote  was  taken  at  a 
full  attendance  of  its  members.  It  was  taken  fairly  and 
squarely  and  it  was  unanimously  opposed  to  making  gradu- 
ation a  necessary  feature  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  there- 
fore my  resolution  favoring  higher  education  hut  not  gradu- 
ation in  a  reputable  college  of  pharmacy."' 

Mr.  Greyer  :    "Probably  \  was  not  present  at  that  time." 

S  ecb  eta  i;  v  1 5  ear]  > :  "M  v.  Wearn  keeps  referring-  to  views 
expressed  at  the  meeting  at  Morehead  several  years  ago  and 
docs  not  seem  to  make  allowance  for  the  change  of  sentiment 
which  may  have  occurred  since  that  time." 

(Here  the  discussion  became  so  general, — participated 
in  by  Mr.  Wearn,  Mr.  Howell,  Mr.  Greyer  and  others,  that 
it  became  impossible  to  take  the  notes.) 

Secretary:  "Well.  Mr. Wearn,  don't  you  think  that  the 
opposition  right  in  the  very  beginning  of  the  meeting,  when 
they  have  a  full  attendance,  should  bring  this  matter  up  and 
thrash  it  out  V 

Mr.  Wearn:  "I  think  if  this  Association  wants  to  be 
fair  and  square  ir  should  do  jusl  as  it  did  at  Morehead  in 
L908,  bring  it  up  and  give  us  time  to  thrash  it  out.  .This 
Association  is  nor  to  lie  pledged  to  the  prerequisite  clause 
at  a  wind-up  meeting:  it  is  supposed  to  be  fair  and  square." 

Mr.  Birdsong:  "1  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Wearn  why  he 
objects  to  this  measure?  Mr.  Wearn  is  a  registered  druggist 
and  has  had  his  experience  and  is  all  through.  Why  not  let 
the  younger  men  have  the  same  privilege  of  ten  months,  or 
nine  months,  or  whatever  they  want  in  the  way  of  training?" 

Mi;.  Wearn:  "Certainly  they  have  the  same  privilege. 
I  say  that  there  should  be  no  distinction  as  to  where  a  man 
gets  his  education,  so  he  has  it." 

Mr.  C.  J.  (TIT.  IIorxe,  of  Greenville:  "Mr.  Wearn  that 
feature  of  the  matter  is  not  in  the  bill  at  all :  the  bill  does  not 
specify  where  he  should  get  his  education." 
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Mr.  Wearx  :  "I  see,  gentlemen,  that  you  make  your  re- 
quirements of  sueh  a  nature  that  in  order  for  an  applicant  to 
pass  an  examination  which  is  both  scientific  and  theoretical 
he  must  be  a  graduate  of  some  reputable  school  of  phar- 
macy, and  it  places  a  man  in  such  a  position  that  if  he  is  not  a 
graduate  he  is  not  eligible  for  the  examination  of  the  State 
Board  and  he  cannot  get  a  license.  There  are  plenty  of  men 
who  are  self-educated  men." 

Me.  Birdsoxg  :  "Certainly,  but  times  have  changed." 

Mr.  Wearx  :  "Well,  gentlemen,  then  if  times  have 
changed,  why  should  there  be  so  much  trouble  about  it  all  ? 

Me.  Birdsoxg:  "I  still  don't  see  your  objection  to  the 
bill  ?" 

Mr.  Wearx  :  "My  position  is  this,  that  I  do  not  see  why 
I  should  use  the  ladder  myself  and  pull  it  up  after  me." 

Mr.  Greyer  :  "The  whole  issue  in  this  matter,  as  I  see 
it,  and  as  retail  druggists  see  it,  is  the  intention  of  certain 
interests  to  foil  any  movements  that  independent  druggists 
may  make  for  their  own  self-advancement.  Now,  gentlemen, 
shall  we,  as  retail  druggists,  allow  ourselves  to  be  dictated  to 
by  the  interests  of  a  few  and  by  men  who  want  to  dominate 
over  the  rights  of  the  independent  druggists  ?  Their  pur- 
pose in  opposing  this  bill  is  that  they  may  supply  drug  stores 
with  drugs.  I  know  that  they  have  not  for  their  object  the  best 
interests  of  pharmacy  at  all,  but  for  self-interest.  This  is 
true  as  the  evidence  will  show,  that  it  has  not  been  for  the 
good  of  the  cause  mut  for  self-gain  and  it  is  time  that  the  in- 
dependent retail  druggists  should  say  that  we  will  not  be 
dictated  to  and  dominated  over  by  these  interests." 

Mr.  Wearx  :  "I  stand  as  a  self-made  man  myself.  How 
Mr.  Greyer  can  say  that  I  stand  as  interested  in  the  wholesale 
druggists  who  seek  to  dominate  over  the  retail  druggists,  I 
fail  to  see.  My  record  in  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  will  show  that  I  have  paid  money  out  of  my 
own  pocket — and  Mr.  Hancock  can  verify  my  statement — that 
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I  have  gone  to  the  North  Carolina  Legislature  in  the  interest 
of  Pharmacy  at  large,  not  simply  as  representing  the  whole- 
sale interests ;  but  I  hope  never  to  see  the  day,  gentlemen,  or 
to  get  so  small,  that  I  shall  not  be  glad  to  see  the  wholesale 
and  retail  druggists  of  North  Carolina  get  together  on  com- 
mon grounds  without  charging  the  wholesale  druggists  with 
fighting  the  retail  druggists  and  having  the  charge  made  that 
I  stand  for  legislation  in  the  interest  of  the  wholesale  drug- 
gists only.  Gentlemen,  read  your  By-Laws!  The  ethics  of 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  as  it  was 
founded,  seeks  to  enlist  in  its  membership  both  wholesale  and 
retail  druggists  of  whatever  standing  they  may  be.  Go  read 
the  By-Laws  and  ethics  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation and  yon  will  see  it  stands  for  pharmacy  as  a  whole 
and  not  for  individual  pharmacists.  The  retail  clerk  or  the 
employee  has  always  stood  the  same  show  on  the  floor  of  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  meetings  as  the 
proprietor,  and  novel-  before  have  I  heard  that  the  North  Car- 
olina Pharmaceutical  Association  was  run  in  the  interest  of 
the  wholesale  druggists  only.  Gentlemen,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaeetitical  Association  cannot  get  on  without  the 
wholesale  druggists  very  well,  nor  can  the  retail  druggists  get 
on  without  them,  nor  can  the  wholesale  druggists  get  on  with- 
out the  retail  druggists;  they  are  dependent  od  each  other  and 
whatever  statements  I  make  here  are  my  own  individual 
views  on  this  matter,  and  1  represent  no  other  interest-  what- 
soever." 

Mi;.  Howell:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  make  a 
specific  statement  to  the  effect  that  we  have  submitted  this 
matter  to  the  vote  of  the  druggists  throughout  the  State  and 
348  of  them  replied  and  they  were  practically  all  in  favor  of 
it.  It  was  submitted,  just  as  Mr.  Wearn  now  suggests,  and  I 
do  affirm  that  in  my  opinion  the  majority  of  the  druggists  are 
in  favor  of  it.  Now  I  want  to  make  a  point  of  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Wearn  says  he  speaks  individually.  The  opposition  to 
this  bill  in  Raleigh  was  by  wholesale  druggists.  The  bill 
came  before  the  Legislature  and  it  was  fought  by  certain 
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wholesale  druggists.  I  do  not  care  to  mention  the  names  of 
those  who  fought  the  bill.  The  Association  is  divided  on  this 
question  and  it  is  doing  harm  to  the  Association.  Mr.  Greyer 
is  right ;  it  is  a  fact  that  the  opposition  developed  at  the  Legis- 
lature was  by  certain  wholesalers  of  this  State.  The  other 
point  upon  which  Mr.  Wearn  lays  particular  stress  is  this: 
taking  up  this  matter  at  a  'wind-up'  meeting.  He  knows  that 
we  have  done  everything  possible  to  get  an  expression  from 
the  druggists  in  this  State  in  the  most  open  way,  notices  hav- 
ing been  mailed  to  both  members  and  non-members  of  the 
Association  asking  for  an  expression  of  their  opinion  on  this 
resolution." 

Me.  Biedsoxg:  "I  move  that  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee have  this  bill  printed  so  that  every  druggist  in  the  State 
can  have  as  many  as  three  copies  or  more  of  the  bill  we  have 
just  discussed  so  that  he  can  inform  himself  about  the  action 
of  this  Association,  retain  one  of  the  copies  for  himself  and 
send  one  to  his  representative  in  the  House  and  one  to  his 
Senator  at  Raleigh,  so  that  they  will  have  a  clear  idea  of 
what  the  bill  is." 

Mr.  Hoexe:  "I  offered  a  resolution  to  reaffirm  the 
Morehead  City  resolution,  which  read:  'graduation  from  a 
reputable  school  of  pharmacy,'  but  I  think  it  will  clear  the 
atmosphere  somewhat  if  the  Morehead  resolution  is  amended 
to  read:  mine  months  of  attendance  at  a  reputable  school  of 
pharmacy,'  instead  of  'graduation  from  a  reputable  school 
of  pharmacy. '  I  think  Mr.  Wearn  and  Professor  Howell  mis- 
understood each  other  because  of  this  difference  and  I  offer 
the  Morehead  resolution  with  the  change  in  it  which  I  have 
just  suggested." 

Mk.  Biedsoxg  :     '"Is  my  motion  in  order  now,  sir  ?" 

Me.  Goodmax:  ''Please  state  your  motion  again,  Mr. 
Birdsong." 

Me.  Biedsoxg:  ''I  move  that  the  bill  as  agreed  upon 
be  printed  so  that  every  druggist  in  the  State  can  have  three 
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or  more  copies  of  it,  if  necessary,  and  that  we  have  this  data 
sent  to  them  and  then  each  druggist  can  mail  this  letter  to  his 
representative  and  senator,  at  Raleigh,  so  that  they  will  have 
a  clear  idea  of  what  this  bill  is ;  also  I  move  that  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  be  employed  to  have  these  letters  sent  out. 

Me.  Howell  :  "I  make  the  motion  that  it  is  the  sense  of 
the  members  at  this  particular  meeting  that  we  are  in  favor 
of  the  resolution  as  offered  by  Mr.  Home,  and  then  that  can 
be  followed  by  a  consideration  of  methods  of  how  to  achieve 
results.  I  think  we  should  find  out  whether  the  sentiment  of 
those  who  remained  to  this  meeting  is  in  favor  of  this  resolu- 
tion. We  do  not  want  a  bill  that  is  not  favored  by  the  drug- 
gists of  the  State  whether  they  are  members  or  not,  but  we 
do  want  the  expression  of  the  members  present  now  to  go  on 
record." 

Me.  Vaughax  :  "Why  is  it  that  some  one  has  claimed 
those  who  have  gone  from  this  meeting  were  opposed  to  this 
measure  and  those  who  are  present  are  in  favor  of  it  ?" 

Me.  Howell  :  "Personally  I  should  say  that  they  were 
in  favor  of  it,  those  who  have  gone,  so  far  as  I  know.  That 
the  sentiment  of  those  here  represents  fairly  the  sentiment  of 
those  gone." 

Me.  Weaex  :  "Referring  to  Mr.  Vaughan's  little  dia- 
logue with  Mr.  Howell,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  the  man  who 
made  that  accusation  hi  the  general  discussion  which  arose,-  - 
and  which  I  believe  is  not  recorded, — and  I  am  willing  to 
stand  by  whatever  I  say,  and  I  say  that  what  is  good  medicine 
for  a  wholesale  man  is  good  medicine  for  a  retail  man.  I 
claim  it  is  well  enough  to  allow  each  fellow  to  have  his  due 
freedom  of  speech  and  that  the  ISTorth  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  should  extend  to  any  man  who  is  a  mem- 
ber a  right  to  exercise  this  privilege  on  the  floor." 

Me.  Howell  :    "There  is  a  motion  before  the  house." 

Me.  Hoexe  :  "Before  that  motion  is  put  I  think  it  would 
be  well  to  have  the  resolution  re-read." 
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Mr.  Goodman  :  "Mr.  Home,  please  read  the  resolution 
as  it  now  stands.'' 

Mr.  Home  reads  the  resolution  as  it  was  printed  by  the 
Legislative  Committee,  with  this  amendment  that  instead  of 
— a  graduate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy,  it 
shall  read — shall  have  had  9  months'  of  attendance  at  a  reput- 
able school  or  college  of  pharmacy. 

Me.  Howell  :  "May  I  offer  just  three  words  on  this 
resolution  in  order  to  let  some  of  those  present  know  just 
what  the  words  'graduate  in  pharmacy'  mean  to  the  man  who 
secures  his  license  ?  When  boards  of  pharmacy  maintain  a 
certain  standard,  exchange  of  licenses  to  practice  pharmacy 
is  permitted,  licenses  from  one  state  are  recognized  in  others. 
Graduation  is  the  basis  of  this  reciprocity  to  a  large  extent. 
If  we  are  to  work  for  higher  requirements  nothing  short  of 
the  best  that  is  demanded  by  other  states  is  good  enough  for 
North  Carolina.  To  be  more  specific,  unless  we  maintain  a 
certain  standard  certificates  from  our  Board  are  not  recogniz- 
ed by  a  large  number  of  states.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  we  in- 
sist on  the  "graduation  clause'  in  a  reputable  school.  This  gra- 
natin recognizes  any  reputable  school  with  a  sufficient  corps 
of  teachers  and  a  course  of  approximately  thirteen  months 
or  more.  The  State  Board  has  the  right  to  define  a  reputable 
school.  The  word  'graduate,'  in  pharmacy  was  put  in  there 
in  order  to  let  these  men  practice  in  the  large  number  of  states 
where  otherwise  they  would  be  barred;  it  was  not  for  the 
purpose  of  necessitating  any  one  to  attend  any  particular 
school.  This  bill  has  no  conflict  with  any  school.  If  a  school 
puts  in  three  teachers,  I  believe  it  is,  and  gives  a  recognized 
course  of  so  many  hours,  isn't  it  Mr.  Hancock  ?  ( Mr.  Han- 
cock nods  approval) — that  school  will  be  recognized.  Then 
if  you  put  in  the  word  'graduate'  it  puts  our  Board  on  a  par 
with  the  best  Boards  in  the  country.  I  want  to  make  that 
point  perfectly  clear, — we  would  not  be  received  by  the  other 
boards  with  this  half-hearted  measure  of  nine  months,  when 
graduation  does  not  require  more  than  thirteen  in  many 
schools." 
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Me.  Haepee  :  "I  suggest  that  we  have  a  rising  vote  on 
this  question." 

Mk.  Goodman  :     "Any  further  remarks?" 

Mk.  Greyer:  "I  move  that  we  amend  the  resolution  by 
restoring  the  words  'graduate  of  some  reputable  school  or 
college  of  Pharmacy"." 

M  k.  Ben  n  ett  :    "I  second  that  motion." 

Mr.  Goodman:  "Any  further  remarks?  If  not  all  in 
favor  of  the  amendment  will  say  Aye." 

Motion  was  carried,  Mr.Wearn  dissenting. 

Me.  Goodman  :  "Next  we  will  vote  on  the  original  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Home  with  Mr.  Greyer's  amendment.  Any  fur- 
ther remarks?     All  in  favor  say  Aye." 

Motion  carried  unanimously.     The  resolution  as  adopted 

reads  as  follows  : 

RESOLYHI>,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  instructed  to 
have  prepared  a  bill  and  secure  its  passage  by  the  next  General  As- 
sembly amending  the  State  Pharmacy  Law  to  provide  as  follows: 

(  i  )  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment 
there  shall  be  two  grades  of  licensed  pharmacists,  the  higher  grade 
to  lie  known  as  Pharmacist  and  the  second  grade  as  Assistant  Phar- 
macist. 

( _' )  That  every  Pharmacist  registered  at  that  time  be  entitled  to 
the  higher  grade  license  carrying  the  right  to  own  or  manage  a  drug 
store. 

(3)  That  it  be  required  that  all  drug  stores  be  in  charge  of  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  of  the  higher  grade — that  any  one  opening  a 
new  drug  store  in  the  State  shall  be  or  employ  a  Registered  Pharma- 
cist to  conduct  same. 

(4)  That  an  Assistant  Pharmacist  shail  have  the  right  to  fill 
prescriptions  and  practice  pharmacy  under  the  Registered  Pharmacist 
in  charge  of  the  store. 

(5)  That  after  two  years  from  the  passage  of  the  amendment  in 
order  to  be  licensed  as  a  Pharmacist  an  applicant  shall  be  not  less  than 
21  years  of  age,  shall  have  had  sufficient  preliminary  general  educa- 
tion, shall  have  had  four  years'  experience  under  a  licensed  pharma- 
cist, shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  reputable  school  or  college  of  pharmacy 
and  shall  also  pass  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
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(6)  That  in  order  to  be  licensed  as  an  Assistant  Pharmacist 
an  applicant  shall  be  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  shall  have  had 
sufficient  preliminary  general  education,  shall  have  had  two  years'  ex- 
perience under  a  licensed  pharmacist  and  shall  also  pass  an  examina- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Me.  Birdsong:  "I  want  my  motion  acted  upon,  if  you 
please,  Mr.  President." 

Me.  Goodman  :  "State  your  motion  again,  please,  Mr. 
Birdsong." 

Mr.  Birdsong:  "I  move  that  the  Association  empower 
the  Secretary  to  mail  at  least  three  copies  of  this  amended 
resolution  to  every  druggist  in  the  State  so  that  the  druggist 
may  send  one  copy  each  to  his  representative  in  the  House  and 
Senate,  at  Raleigh,  in  order  that  they  may  have  a  perfectly 
clear  idea  of  what  the  bill  is." 

Mr.  Goodmax  :     "Does  that  motion  have  a  second  ?" 

Mr.  Burwell  :  "I  second  that  motion." 

Mr.  Goodmax:  "Any  further  remarks?  If  not,  all  in 
favor  of  that  motion  of  Mr.  Birdsong's  say  Aye." 

Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Goodmax  :  "Any  further  business  before  this  Asso- 
ciation ?" 

Mr.  Harper  :  "Mr.  President,  I  don't  think  it  is  in  order 
to  adjourn  yet.  I  think  that  before  we  disperse  we  ought  to 
cast  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  travelling  men  who  have  done  so 
much  for  our  pleasure,  and  to  all  the  firms  and  men  who  have 
sent  us  cigars,  candy,  grape  juice,  etc.,  and  especially  to  the 
City  of  Hendersonville,  and  the  local  druggists  for  entertain- 
ment.    I  make  this  as  a  motion." 

Motion  seconded  and  enthusiastically  carried. 

Mr.  Wearn  :  "Before  we  adjourn  I  would  like  to  sub- 
mit the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  on  the  report  of 
the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
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We,  your  auditing  committee,  on  report  of  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
N.  C.  Board  of  Pharmacy,  after  having  examined  same  carefully, 
find  it  to  be  correct.  We  recommend  that  supplies  needed  be  pur- 
chased from  N.  C.  Wholesale  Druggists  on  competitive  bids.

We,  your  Committee  on  Treasurer's  report  beg  to  report, 
ist.     That  we  find  the  accounts  for  dues  against  members  of  the 
association  correct. 

That  all  disbursments  are  correct  as  per  receipts  and  vouch- 
ers  attached. 

3rd.  That  we  find  no  system  used  in  keeping  accounts  against 
advertisers. 

We  recommend  that  these  accounts  be  charged  on  the  books  of  the 
association  and  collected  for  in  the  regular  way.

Conscientious,    zealous    and   brave,    he    fought    always    for 
what  he  considered  the  highest  and  noblest. 

His  was  a  good  work,  and  we  shall  miss  him  greatly.

WILLIAM  HENRY  GREEN,  PH.  G. 

BORN     AT    NEW     BERN     IN     DECEMBER    1843 
DIED    AT    WILMINGTON     IN     JANUARY    I914 

Entered  the  Confederate  Army  at  18  and  served  as  a 
private,  and  later  as  adjutant.  Saw  hard  service  at  Cedar 
Run,  Manassas,  Fredericksburg,  Gettysburg,  Spottsylvania, 
Petersburg  and  Appomattox. 

Took  up  pharmacy  as  his  profession  immediately  after  the 
war.  Practiced  and  studied  in  New  York  City.  Graduated 
in  1869.  Began  business  in  Wilmington  in  1870,  and  for  44 
years  continuously  conducted  a  drug  store  in  that  city. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation; was  president  of  the  association  in  1881-1884.  Was 
a  member  and  the  first  president  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
from    1 881    to    1886. 

Mr.  Green  was  a  devout  Christian.  A  member  of  St. 
James'  Episcopal  Church.  A  man  beloved  by  all  who  knew 
him.  He  was  never  too  busy  to  render  assistance  to  anyone 
in  trouble  and  never  so  occupied  that  he  could  not  stop  to 
speak  a  kind  word  of  greeting.  He  lived  a  long  and  useful 
life,  one  of  service  and  lasting  benefit  to  his  generation. 
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URINARY    ANALYSES    AS    AN    ADVERTISEMENT 
By  C.  P.  Greyer,  of  Morganton. 

Advertising  is  a  subject  that  has  been  written  on  so  extensively 
"by  men  eminent  in  the  art  of  publicity  that  there  seems  nothing  left 
to  say  about  the  subject. 

That  it  is  a  force  in  business  cannot  be  doubted — a  force  that 
directs  its  power  in  lines  not  clearly  traced,  like  electricity,  the  work- 
ings of  which  are  not  clearly  understood,  but  the  results  are  visible. 

But  I  will  not  attempt  to  theorize  on  the  art  of  advertising,  only 
relate  how  Urinary  Analysis  when  used  as  an  advertisement  brings 
the  professional  side  of  the  drug  business  into  prominence. 

It  is  the  rightful  duty  of  the  pharmacist  to  be  able  to  give  a  com- 
plete chemical  and  microscopical  analysis  of  urine  when  called  on. 
The  outfit  to  do  the  work  costs  very  little  and  the  tests  are  simple 
and  can  be  understood  by  anyone.  Yet  I  will  venture  to  say  that  the 
greater  percent  of  the  druggists  in  our  State  are  no:  prepared  to  do 
this. 

The  physician  with  a  large  practice  has  no  time  to  do  this  work. 
And  the  majority,  not  being  trained  in  the  routine  of  laboratory 
technique,  have  a  dislike  for  it.  and  therefore  do  not  make  the  ana- 
lysis with  any  degree  of  accuracy.  The  moic  ^  onsciencious  physician 
realizes  that  the  result  of  his  own  work  cannot  always  be  relied  upon 
and  he  looks  to  the  pharmacist  as  his  co-worker  and  expects  him  to 
perform  this  duty.  This  is  a  favor  that  he  appreciates  and  he  is 
impressed  with  your  professional  skill. 

But  doing  this  work  for  the  physician  only  will  not  establish  for 
you  a  professional  reputation  among  your  customers.  It  is  the  in- 
trinsic duty  of  the  pharmacist  to  safeguard  the  health  of  his  customers 
and  that  of  his  community  as  well  as  to  dispense  to  trie  infirm.  When 
a  customer  comes  in  and  asks  me  to  "recommend  something  good  for 
the  kidneys,"  instead  of  acting  along  the  lines  of  least  resistance  and 
seeing  nothing  but  the  immediate  dollar  within  easy  grasp  by  putting 
my  personal  reputation  back  of  some  patent  medicine  which  will  only 
allay  the  symptoms,  it  is  my  policy  to  question  the  customer  in  such  a 
way  as  to  draw  out  a  line  of  symptoms  indicative  of  a  diseased  con- 
dition of  the  urinary  organs. 

This  accomplished  I  try  to  impress  upon  him  the  serious  results 
that  might  follow  the  neglect  of  consulting  a  physician.  And  to 
impress  him  that  I  do  not  wish  to  put  him   to  the  extra  expense  of 
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a  doctor's  fee  without  the  knowledge  that  his  case  warrants  it,  I 
offer  to  analyze  his  urine  without  charge,  that  he  may  go  to  his  phy- 
sician with  the  definite  knowledge  of  his  condition.  Very  few  if 
approached  in  the  right  manner  decline. 

A  short  time  ago  a  customer  asked  me  if  we  had  a  Headache  Remedy 
that  I  would  "guarantee",  saying  that  his  wife  had  tried  everything 
that  she  had  seen  advertised  with  no  relief.  I  applied  my  usual  method 
and  a  specimen  was  submitted.  The  results  were  proof  of  the  truth 
of  his  saying.  A  physician  was  consulted  at  once  and  thus  a  worthy 
appeal  was  answered  in  a  professional  and  ethical  way. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  no  spot  of  greater  fertility  in  the 
soil  of  the  drug  business  that  is  more  capable  of  yielding  so  bountiful 
a  harvest  as  is  the  uncultivated  opportunities  of  the  laboratory. 
The  basic  field  of  the  profession  has  been  laid  to  rest  and  the  ground 
has  not  been  turned  for  so  long  that  it  is  grown  over  with  vines  of  indif- 
ference, and  the  seeds  of  professional  profit  are  strangled  by  brambles 
of  incompetency  and  inefficiency.  The  professional  side  of  the  drug 
business  has  been  pushed  to  the  background  for  so  long  that  the 
drug  store  is  spoken  of  today  as  the  "place  where  everything  is  sold 
except  drugs". 

Bring  the  professional  side  of  pharmacy  into  the  lime-light  by 
proper  publicity  and  you  are  sowing  seeds  of  enlightenment  that  will 
grow  in  the  minds  of  people  and  bear  forth  fruit  to  the  uplifting  of 
a  neglected  art  and  a  dying  profession.

Again  we  meet  in  a  land  so  beautiful  that  it  seems  to  bear  the 
imprint  of  God's  smile — Here,  where  we  can  be  out  in  the  open,  amid 
the  speaking  silence  of  the  "everlasting  hills  and  flower-crowned  val- 
leys," surely  we  can  find  inspiration  for  a  broader  outlook  and  a  deep- 
er vision  of  our  usefulness  and  growth. 

While  we  have  this  inspiration  shall  we  not  forget  our  business 
cares  and  petty  vexations  end  all  pull  together  for  the  betterment 
of  pharmacy  in  North  Carolina.  Will  you  not  suggest  and  advocate 
some  plan  by  which  we  can  boost  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association? 

I  know  of  not  better  time  than  at  this  meeting. 

Never  has  there  been  a  greater  opportunity  in  the  history  of 
North   Carolina  than  there  is  today   for  progress. 

There  is  no  greater  subject  claiming  our  attention  today  than 
that  of  building  up  the  membership  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.,  and  of  per- 
fecting  our   organization. 

Organization  is  constructive,  not  destructive,  comprehensive  and 
not  compromising. 

Pharmaceutical  advancement  in  North  Carolina  whether  along  the 
lines  of  commercial  improvements,  educational,  legislative  or  progres- 
sional  must  result  from  our  concerted  action,  from  combined  effort 
of  organiaztion. 

At  every  meeting  we  discuss  the  upbuilding  of  our  association  but 
we  seem  to  be  neglecting  the  opportunity  of  taking  the  matter  well 
in  hand  and  putting  all  of  our  efforts  in  the  cause. 

While  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  membership,  it  seems 
impossible  to  get  over  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  to  attend  our 
meetings. 

If  you  will  glance  over  the  records  of  the  attendance  at  the  phar- 
maceutical meetings  throughout  the  United  States  you  will  see  that 
we  are  not  up  to  the  standard. 

Let  us  devise  some  plan  by  which  we  can  bring  together  at  our 
next  meeting  two  or  three  hundred  pharmacists.  The  time  is  fully 
ripe  for  the  inauguration  of  an  energetic  campaign  for  membership. 
There  are  in  North  Carolina  hundreds  of  pharmacists  who  have  never 
been  approached  or  invited  to  become  members.  With  each  added 
member  the  association  is  upbuilding  its  own  strength  and  influence, 
adding  to  its  financial  cause  and  increasing  its  field  of  usefulness. 
"In  unity  there  is  strength." 

Few  realize  what  the  association  of  pharmacists  can  do  in  the  in- 
terest of  pharmacy.     I  will  mention  a  few  things  that  could  be  done 
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if  we  only  had  the  co-operation  of  75  per  cent,  of  the  pharmacists  of 
North  Carolina : 

First — State  Legislation  where  our  principles  are  declared  and 
where  we  are  to  hold  pharmacy  up  to  the  standard. 

Second — We  could  enrich  pharmaceutical  literature  among  our  fel- 
low members  by  having  a  pharmaceutical  journal  in  North  Carolina 
whereby  we  could  exchange  ideas  and  practical  every-day  experiences 
that  are  sometimes  puzzling  to  the  best  of  us.  This  would  be  an 
adopted  means  by  which  records  might  be  preserved  for  the  benefit  of 
future  generations. 

Third — We  could  have  the  advantage  of  co-operative  buying. 

Fourth — We  could  have  a  greater  and  closer  union  to  fight  the 
chain-store  and  cut-rate  evil  which  is  sure  to  come  if  we  do  not 
take  concerted   action. 

Fifth — By  co-operation  we  could  soon  compel  the  dispensing  phy- 
sician to  furnish  the  patient  with  prescription  of  the  drugs  adminis- 
tered to  them. 

vSixth — By  co-operation  we  can  bring  about  inspection  of  the  medi- 
cines  carried   by   dispensing  physicians. 

Any  pharmacist  who  has  pride  in  his  profession  wishes  certain 
reforms  instituted  and  certain  reforms  remedied  or  at  least  improved. 

Opportunity  to  reach  out  and  progress  depends  entirely  on  you. 
Will  you  not  do  your  part  to  help  some  pharmacist  who  is  not  a 
member  to  see  the  folly  of  delay. 

Suppose  that  each  of  the  eight  hundred  pharmacists  in  North 
Carolina  would  say  each  day  :  "I  will  not  offer  for  sale  any  prepa- 
ration that  does  not  turn  me  out  a  better  profit  than  25  per  cent." 
Do  you  realize  what  that  would  mean  to  the  manufacturers? 

Let  us  wake  up — let  us  not  be  too  lazy,  too  idle  or  too  selfish  to 
work  for  the  greater  good  of  our  profession !  Lcr  us  have  better 
prices,   better  profits,   more  rest  and  more   happiness! 

Each  pharmacist  is  an  individual  with  a  personality  and  a  force 
that  might  be  put  to  great  uses. 

Man  was  never  meant  to  live  alone  nor  work  alone,  and  if  each 
were  to  give  his  best  efforts  and  talents  to  perfecting  our  organiza- 
tion  what  ought  not  these  combined  forces  to  accomplish? 

Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  this 
is  not  a  fight  of  one  man,  or  of  two — it  is  a  fight  of  every  pharmacist 
in  North  Carolina. 

Beneath  the  beautiful  soft  flesh  of  the  human  body  lie  the  strong 
and  rigid  bones  of  skeleton:  of  these  there  are  three  distinct  kinds: 
wish-bone,  jaw-bone  and  back-bone — it  is  the  same  with  our  phar- 
maceutical body. 

The  wish-bones  are  always  wishing  that  the  association  would 
grow.     They  wish   that   our  attendance  would   run  up   into  hundreds; 
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they  wish  the  finance  might  always  be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  hut 
they  contribute  little  or  nothing  for  this  purpose,  not  even  their 
presence. 

The  Jaw-bones  do  much  talking  about  everything  that  is  done, 
finding  fault  with  those  who  go  ahead  and  do  things  while  they  de- 
vote little  real  energy  to  pushing  things  along. 

But  the  tireless  workers  in  our  association,  those  who  assist  by 
their  presence,  their  regular  dues,  their  interest,  who  stay  until  the 
meeting  adjourns  are  the  back-bone  of  our  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion. 

Co-operation  is  the  beacon  light  of  the  future.  Man's  mission 
on  this  earth  is  to  grow.  It  is  the  strong  pull  together  that  gets 
results.  The  ball  team  that  plays  as  one  man  is  the  team  that  wins 
the  pennant. 

One  of  the  ablest  business  men  of  our  day  has  said  that  the 
greatest  progress,  the  most  radical  and  far  reaching  improvements 
in  business  conditions  and  methods  to  be  brought  about  in  the  com- 
ing century  will  occur  in  the  retail  merchandising.  Already  we  see 
evidence  of  this.     The  most  striking  example  is  the  department  stores. 

Why  will  the  pharmacist  in  North  Carolina  stand  idle  and  be 
etherized? 

Right  here  in  our  State  are  department  stores  selling  almost  any 
commodity  that  is  handled  in  a  drug  store,  and  not  only  that,  but 
they  are  cutting  prices. 

Are  we  gong  to  standi  still  and  see  department  stores  have  drug 
departments? 

Wouldn't  it  be  a  grand  old  pharmaceutical"  organization  if  we 
could  come  to  the  meetings  one  time  during  the  year  and  see  in  at- 
tendance three  or  four  hundred  pharmacists  ready  to  boost  and  fight 
for  the  uplift  and  protection  of  our  business,  both  professional  and 
commercial? 

Suppose  if  every  druggist  in  North  Carolina  was  a  member  of  the 
Association  and  that  that  was  the  case  in  every  state,  then  we  could 
easily  have  some  of  the  manufacturers  reduce  their  prices  from 
$4.50  and  $9.00  dozen,  to  $4.00  and  $8.00. 

We  could  also  give  some  trouble  to  those  manufacturers  who  sell 
to  the  department  stores  that  cut  prices  and  in  some  instances  sell 
below  cost. 

Let  us  get  the  boosting  spirit  and  propose  some  plan  by  which 
we  can  devote  our  time  to  the  development  of  one  large  and  strong 
organization.  Let  us  go  out  and  urge  our  fellow  pharmacists  to  be- 
come members- 
Let  us  call  on  the  traveling  man  to  organize  and  help  us  to  build 
up  our  association.

Modern  business  conditions  render  the  traveling  man  an  absolute 
necessity  to   every   living  pharmacist. 

Our  yearly  gatherings  would  be  incomplete  without  him;  socially 
he  is  the  inventor  of  every  possible  enjoyment  that  could  result  in 
pleasure  for  the  druggist. 

Just  suppose  fifty  traveling  men  in  North  Carolina  three  months 
before  the  association  met  would  get  the  boosting  spirit !  I  believe 
they    could    double    our    attendance — Wouldn't    this    make    us    doubly

We  are  now  living  in  an  age  of  progress,  we  must  not  stand  still, 
nor  wander  backward,  we  must  turn  to  the  future  "or  expectations; 
we  must  proceed  on  the  assumption  of  quality  and  quantity,  not 
sponge  like  absorption,  but  development.  The  conditions  of  our 
age  seem  likely  to  encourage  and  strengthen ;  everywhere  develop- 
ment is  the  order  of  the  day. 

In  the  strong  march  of  men  throughout  the  world  for  a  finer 
civilization,  a  common  justice,  a  better  chance  for  everybody  and  a 
purer  brotherhood,  shall  wre  let  our  selfish  interest  and  timidity  check 
our  steps? 

Nay — rather  let  us  remind  ourselves  that  loyalty  to  our  profession 
bids  us  to  arise,  get  in  step  with  the  progress  of  the  age,  take  our 
part  as  leaders,  increase  our  usefulness  and  make  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  a  power. 
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THIRTY-FOUR  YEARS  AGO 
By  J.  G.  Beard,  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C. 

Our  Association  is  now  so  firmly  established  and  is  so  clearly 
fixed  as  the  official  head  of  N.  C.  pharmacy  that  one  feels  as  if  we 
had  always  had  it.  But  thirty-four  years  ago  today  the  druggists  of  this 
State  were  not  united ;  they  had  no  official  head ;  no  standing  as  a 
class.  They  were  a  conglomerate  mixture  of  individual  workers, 
each  man  making  or  breaking  his  own  professional  law  as  he  saw 
fit.  Taking  them  collectively  they  represented  a  higli  order  of  men 
and  considering  the  fact  that  absolutely  no  restraint  was  placed  upon 
them  in  their  ethical  dealings,  they  conducted  their  stores  and  their 
lives  in  a  clean  and  orderly  manner.  They  realized,  however,  the 
dangers  of  longer  continuing  the  practice  of  so  responsible  a  profes- 
sion without  laws  governing  them ;  they  understood  the  criticism 
naturally  directed  against  them ;  of  allowing  an  inexperienced,  un- 
examined clerk  to  conduct  a  pharmacy;  they  appreciated  the  advan- 
tges  of  organization,  and  so  they  bound  themselves  together  under 
the  title  trnt  we  carry  today— "The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association".  Very  eagerly  did  these  druggists  of  over  three  decades 
ago  respond  to  the  call  sent  out  from  Wilson  in  May,  1880  by  Move, 
Nadai,  Rowland,  Peacock  and  Hargrave  to  meet  together  and  perf'.-ct 
themselves  into  a  united  body.  Raleigh,  on  account  of  its  central 
location,  was  selected  as  the  place  of  meeting,  and  ten  o'clock  on 
the  morning  of  August  nth  found  one  hundred  druggists  of  North 
Carolina  assembled  in  the  Senate  chamber  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
their  first  concerted  step  towards  their  professional  advancement. 

I  wish  that  they  had  secured  a  group  picture  of  this  body  of  noble 
men  so  that  we  might  forever  keep  it  in  the  Association  as  one  of 
our  most  valued  possessions.  However,  we  should  always  bear  in 
mind  the  individual  and  collective  work  they  did,  and  lift  up  our 
eyes  to  the  monument  of  their  achievement,  for  its  protecting  shaft  is 
guarding  us  and  guiding  us  more  and  more  to  the  higher  paths. 

This  first  meeting  in  Raleigh  was  called  to  order  by  S.  J.  Hinsdale, 
who  nominated  E.  M.  Nadal  as  temporary  chairman.  R.  B.  Saunders, 
of  Raleigh,  was  also  nominated  temporary  secretary.  Both  these 
gentlemen  were  unanimously  elected  by  the  members.  Mr.  Nadal, 
after  thanking  the  body  for  the  compliment  paid  him,  announced  the 
convention    ready    for   business. 

Mayor  B.  F.  Manly  heartily  welcomed  the  visitors  to  the  city, 
and  Dr.  Eugene  Grissom  in  an  eloquent  and  masterful  address  also 
welcomed  the  druggists,  assuring  them  of  the  hospitality  of  Ral- 
eigh's people.  Quoting  at  random  from  Dr.  Grissom's  address,  the 
following  paragraphs  may  prove  of  interest : 

"When   one   compares   the  precise   and   reliable   extracts,   the   deli- 
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cate  elixirs,  and  the  concentrated  preparations  and  pills  of  today, 
isolated  from  the  crude  mixtures  and  hurtful  ingredients  that  in 
former  years  lay  like  dead  weights  upon  the  active  principles  whose 
virtue  we  sought  to  reach,  one  recognized  with  pride  that  Pharmaceu- 
tical Art  is  abreast  with  the  progress  of  the  world,  even  though  its 
tasks  be  so  difficult  and  delicate  that  life  and  death  hang  upon  the 
graduated   measuring   glass. 

In  the  progress  of  the  age,  as  populations  gather  about  our  thou- 
sand centres  of  trade  and  social  life,  the  physician  is  glad  to  turn 
over  to  those  who  have  grown  expert,  by  the  surrender  of  their  lives 
to  this  beneficent  work,  the  task  of  preparing  the  healing  remedy 
which    it   is   his   portion   to   prescribe. 

Into  your  hands,-  more  and  more,  the  responsibility  must  fall,  of 
securing  the  due  purity  and  efficiency  of  the  compounds  to  be  dis- 
pensed ;  their  proper  manipulation  and  conformity  to  a  prescribed 
standard  and  strength ;  and  with  those  results  the  success  or  failure, 
in  great  measure,  of  the  Medical  Art.  Have  you  not  an  important 
work  to  perform?" 

To  quote  other  paragraphs : 

"Here,  like  an  open  book,  lies  before  our  eyes,  an  epitome  of 
the  flora  of  the  United  States  east  of  the  Mississippi,  for  Ave  have 
within  our  borders  isothermal  lines  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the 
icy  Saint  Lawrence.  Here,  too,  is  the  grandest  cabinet  of  the  min- 
eral alphabet  that  nature  has  anywhere  collected  in  fifty  thousand 
square  miles  of  surface.  It  would  be  strange,  indeed,  if  science  did 
not  encamp  among  our  everlasting  hills,  and  take  up  her  abode  with 
the  Pharmacist,  whose  house  is  the  garden  spot  of  the  continent. 

"Whatever  you  shall  accomplish  in  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  of  Xortli  Carolina,  to  exalt  the  standing  and  pre- 
serve the  order  and  dignity  of  your  profession,  will  not  only  confer 
honor  upon  yourselves,  but  will  rebound  to  the  comfort  and  security, 
and,  indeed,  bring  daily  blessings  to  the  whole  people.  In  their  name, 
then,  the  people  of  the  capitol  city  of  your  State  gladly  welcome  the 
pioneers  of  such  a  work,  the  men  who,  in  after  years  will  be  record- 
ed on  the  historic  page  as  the  founders  of  this  organization,  and  re- 
verently regarded  by  generations  of  successors  in  a  good  and  faithful 
undertaking,  and  who  have  thus  left  the  world  better  and  wiser  than 
they  found  it. 

"Once  again,  I  bid  you  thrice  welcome,  and  invoke  for  your  efforts 
complete  and  lasting  success." 

Mr.  E.  H.  Meadows  of  New  Bern  was  the  member  who  intro- 
duced the  resolution  that  the  Convention  then  in  session  be  known 
as  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  which  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  unanimously. 

The  first  actual   duty  of  the  new   President,   Mr.   Nadal,  was   the 
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appointment  of  a  committee  to  draw  up  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 
His  selection  of  men  to  accomplish  this  very  important  undertaking 
showed  rare  judgment,  those  selected  'being  E.  H.  Meadows  of  New 
Bern,  W.  H.  Green,  of  Wilmington,  S.  T.  Hinsdale,  of  Fayetteville, 
W.  C.  Porter,  of  Greensboro,  and  E.  V.  Zoeller,  of  Tarboro.  I  en- 
treat your  patience  for  a  moment  that  I  may  read  our  Constitution 
as  'twas  first  drafted  and  approved. 

CONSTITUTION 
Preamble  : — 

Whereas,  Organization,  unity  of  action,  and  comparison  of  ideas 
are  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  any  cause,  and  believing  that 
there  is  room  for  the  elevation  and  extension  of  Pharmaceutical  knowl- 
edge among  Pharmacists  and  Druggists  throughout  the  State,  the 
elevation  of  the  character  of  the  profession,  the  fostering  of  the 
education  of  those  employed  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  and  that 
there  exists  a  necessity  for  some  supervision  of  the  dispensing  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  both  for  our  own  and  the  public  welfare,  and 
that  such  results  can  be  best  accomplished  by  a  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association;  Therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED — That  we,  Pharmacists  and  Druggists  from  Differ- 
ent sections  of  the  State,  who  are  now  in  Convention  assembled,  in 
the  City  of  Raleigh,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  such  results :  and  that 
we   adopt  the   following   Constitution   and   By-Laws : 

CONSTITUTION 

Article  i. — Name.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Article  2. — Object.  The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite 
the  reputable  Pharmacists  and  Druggists  of  this  Stare  for  mutual  as- 
sistance, encouragement  and  improvement,  and  to  improve  the  science 
and  art  of  Pharmacy  and  thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of 
Medicine  to  properly  qualified   Pharmacists   and   Druggists. 

Article  3. — Officers.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following 
officers :  A  President,  three  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treas- 
urer. Also,  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members, 
of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one  ex-officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  Annually  by  Ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of 
successors. 

Article  4. — Amending  Constitution.  The  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  taken  thereon.  Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend 
this    Constitution    shall    be    submitted    in    writing   and    received    at    an 
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Annual  Meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting 
where,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present, 
it   shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Except  the  amendment  which  has  been  voted  that  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  twenty-live  dollars  one  becomes  a  member  for  life, 
the  Constitution  remains  the  same  today  as  it  was  when  first  drawn. 

The  first  election  of  officers  was  a  very  harmonious  one  as  it 
seemed  generally  understood  that  the  originators  and  leaders  of  the 
movement  should  be  rewarded  by  the  responsible  positions. 

The  temporary  chairman,  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal,  to  whom  I  suppose 
more  credit  for  the  creation  of  the  Association  is  due  than  any  other, 
was  elected  President.  In  thanking  the  members  for  the  honor  and 
the  confidence   reposed   in   him,   he   said   among  other  things : 

"It  will  probably  not  be  improper  for  me  to  state  the  cause  that 
led  to  the  call  for  a  meeting  of  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

"About  two  years  ago,  thinking  that  some  law  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  Pharmacy  in  the  State,  should  be  enacted  by  our  Legislature, 
I  asked  the  members  from  my  county  to  introduce  a  bill  on  the  sub- 
ject covering  these  ideas.  One  of  the  members  seemed  to  think  the 
matter  of  very  little  importance;  the  other  very  kindly  offered  to 
introduce  the  bill  if  I  would  write  it  out  and  send  it  to  him;  but  not 
being  skilled  in  that  line  of  work  I  let  the  matter  drop.  Last  May, 
however,  after  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society  passed  a  resolution 
asking  the  Legislature  to  take  especial  charge  of  the  Druggists  of  the 
State,  I  thought  that  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  as?c  the  favor  our- 
selves •  and  that  we  would  be  more  likely  to  succeed  as  an  organiza- 
tion than  as  individuals;  so  with  that  object  in  view  we  wrote  and 
sent  the  Circular  of  May  iSth  which  no  doubt  a  large  majority  of 
those  present  received. 

With  no  very  definite  idea  at  the  beginning,  as  to  what,  or  how 
anything  should  be  done,  I  felt  that  if  we  could  but  get  together,  we 
could  evolve  something  that  would  be  not  only  for  our  own  mutual 
advantage,  but   the  public  good   also. 

With  this  vague  idea  that  something  would  be  done,  but  not  know- 
ing exactly  what,  we  presumed  to  put  the  ball  in  motion,  and  what 
that  effort  has  accomplished  you  can  see  for  yourselves." 

The  circular  letter  President  Nadal  referred  to  in  his  speech  of  ac- 
ceptance reads  as  follows : 

Wilson,  N.  C,  May  17th,  1880. 
"Dear  Sir: — Seeing  that  the  N.  C.  Aledical  Society  has  appointed  a 
committee  'to  memorialize  the  Legislature  upon  a  law   requiring  that 
Druggists  shall  have  a  license  from  the  State  Board  of  Medical  Ex- 
aminers as  a  requisite  qualification  for  dispensing  medicine,'  and  recog-

nizing  the   necessity    for   some   law   upon   the   subject,   we   have   taken 
the  liberty  of  addressing  you  and  asking  your  views. 

"We  think  the  next  Legislature  will  pass  some  law  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  we  prefer  that  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  and  not  the  Doc- 
tors shall  attend  to  the  matter. 

"For  he  above  and  other  reasons  /we  propose  that  the  Druggists 
of  the  State  meet  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, and  then  memorialize  the  Legislature  ourselves. 

"We  believe  all  that  is  needed  is  for  somebody  to  put  the  ball  in 
motion,  so  we  have  presumed  to  give  it  a  start.  We  would  suggest 
on  or  about  August  ioth  or  nth  as  the  best  time,  and  Morehead  City, 
Wilmington,  Raleigh,  Goldsboro,  Greensboro  or  Charlotte  as  the  best 
place. 

"If  you  will  address  us  stating  your  views  and  th«r  place  you  prefer, 
we  will  have  the  time  and  place  published  and  try  to  be  there  and 
help  to  perfect  an  organization. 

"The  place  receiving  the  approval  of  the  greatest  number  will  be 
selected.     Hoping  to  hear   from  you  by   return  mail,  if  possible, 

"We   remain,   yours   very   truly. 

Move  axd  Nadal, 
A.  W-  Rowland, 
Peacock  and  Hargrave." 

For  First  Vice-President,  Mr.  S.  J.  Hinsdale  was  elected.  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Simpson,  of  Raleigh,  was  made  Second  Vice-President;  and 
Mr.  E.  H.  Meadows,  of  New  Bern,  Third  Vice-President.  Messrs 
Hinsdale  and  Simpson,  in  the  order  named,  were  in  the  following  years, 
each  elected  President  of  the  Association. 

Dr.  T.  C.  Smith,  then  of  Charlotte,  and  later  a  wholesale  and  re- 
tail druggist  of  Asheville,  was  our  first  Secretary ;  and  Mr.  J.  S.  Pescud, 
of  Raleigh  was  elected  Treasurer. 

Of  all  these  initial  officers,  none  are  living  today,  though  all  served 
the  Association  faithfully  in  one  capacity  or  another,  to  the  end. 

Our  first  Executive  Committee  was  composed  of  A.  W.  Rowland, 
Wilson,  W.  H.  Green,  Wilmington,  both  of  whom  were  later  made 
Presidents  of  the  Association,  J.  R.  Young,  Henderson,  F.  Gallagher, 
Washington,  and  W.  C.  Porter,  of  Greensboro. 

A  committee  which  was  appointed  to  draft  a  bill  on  the  regulation  of 
Pharmacy  and  incorporating  the  N.  C.  P.  A.,  to  be  presented  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  next  meeting,  had  as  its  members  Eugene  Grissom, 
E.  H.  Meadows,  and  J.  C.  Munds.  The  bill  caused  a  hard  fight  be- 
tween its  exponents  and  the  lawmakers.  After  being  killed  in  the 
Lower  House,  President  Nadal  persuaded  Mr.  Dortch  to  introduce  it 
in  the  Senate.  This  body  passed  the  measure,  and  finally  the  Lower 
House  reported  favorably,  and  thus  it  was  our  Association  became  a 
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body  corporate  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  became  the  law  of  the  State 
on  March  12th,  1881,  the  day  before  the  Legislature  adjourned,  but 
did  not  go  into  effect  until  July  1st.  April  28th  of  this  same  year, 
His  Excellency,  Governor  Jarvis,  in  conformity  with  Section  12  of 
the  Pharmacy  Act  appointed  to  constitute  the  membership  of  our  first 
State  Pharmacy  Examining  Board,  Messrs.  Win.  Tb  Green,  Wilming- 
ton, Wijliam  Simpson  and  A.  S.  Lee,  of  Raleigh,  E.  H.  Mfeadows, 
"New  Bern,  and  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson.  The  gentlemen  compris- 
ing this  Board  of  Pharmacy  elected  Mr.  Green  as  President  and 
Mr.   Simpson  as  Secretary  of  the  Board- 

The  only  Association  delegates  appointed  at  Meeting  No.  1  were  to 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  whose  next  meeting  was 
to  be  held  at  Saratoga  Springs.  The  gentlemen  selected  by  Presi- 
dent Nadal  were  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  A.  W.  Rowland, 
U.  S.  Mace.  <>f  New  Hern,  R.  J.  Noble,  of  Selma,  and  C-  M.  Brown, 
of  Washington.  Messrs.  Hinsdale  and  Simpson  attended  the  meeting 
and  Mr.  Simpson  was  made  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  he  having 
been  a  member  of  the  National  Association  for  some  years.  He  later 
succeeded  to  the  Presidency  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  and  fulfilled  the  duties 
of  the  office  most  acceptably. 

President  Nadal  also  appointed  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Que- 
ries composed  of  Messrs.  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  E.  V.  Zoeller  and  J.  C.  Munds, 
and  one  on  Business,  the  personelle  of  the  latter  being  Messrs.  Saml. 
H.  Smith,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  R.  Turnstall,  of  Statesville,  and  F.  W. 
Hancock,  then  of  New  Bern. 

At  this  point  in  the  transaction  of  business,  a  motion  was  made 
and  carried  "that  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  should  be  paid  the 
sum  of  $75.00  annually".     The  sum  has  remained  the  same. 

The  first  paper  ever  read  in  our  Association  was  by  Mr.  S.  J. 
Hinsdale  at  this  meeting.  Professor  E-  V.  Howell  presented  an  ab- 
stract of  this  paper  last  year  in  New  Bern. 

A  motion  was  then  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Associa- 
tion should  adjourn  to  convene  again  in  New  Bern  on  the  second 
Tuesday   in   August,    1881. 

Suppose  the  100  pioneer  druggists  who  met  in  Raleigh  in  that 
first  Convention  and  gave  us  the  A.  B.  C.'s  of  our  alphabet  could  oc- 
cupy a  portion  of  this  assembly  room  today  and  watch  over  our 
deliberations  and  see  us  as  we  work.  Would  their  criticism  be  fav- 
orable or  otherwise?  Would  their  faces  express  pleasurable  astonish- 
ment or  indicate  a  regretful  disappointment?  I  am  sorry  to  say 
that  I  am  afraid  the  most  of  them  would  feel  that  we  had  not  prog- 
ressed as  rapidly  as  we  should.  Why?  Because: — First — Scarcity  of 
members  in  attendance.  Barely  as  many  as  attended  the  very  first 
meeting  when  there  were  50  per  cent,  less  druggists  in  the  State  than 
now- 
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Secondly — Lack  of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  This  is  a  state  of 
affairs  they  would  be  strangers  to  since  the  very  essence  of  that 
first  Convention  was  eager  interest  and  ready  willingness. 

Thirdly — A  partial  absence  of  the  atmosphere  of  co-operarion  on 
the  part  of  the  members. 

You  may  disagree  with  me  in  my  idea  of  what  these  predecessors 
of  ours  would  think  and  feel.  I  sincerely  hope  I  am  wrong  in  my  judg- 
ment for  I  hate  to  charge  these  three  great  faults  to  ourselves.  But 
even  the  most  optimistic  of  you  will  have  to  grant  that  we  are  not 
grasping  the  full  advantage  of  our  opportunities :  that  a  certain  per 
cent.,  (maybe  not  large)  of  the  members  are  not  taking  any  interest; 
that  only  a  few  do  much  real  work  for  the  Association,  and  as  for 
enthusiasm — well,  I  ask  you:  How  much  is  evidenced?  I  sent  out 
some  40  or  50  appeals  to  our  members  about  a  month  ago  to  write  a 
short  paper  for  this  meeting,  even  going  so  far  as  to  suggest  a  subject. 
The  granting  of  this  request  would  not  have  consumed  over  5  hours 
of  any  member's  time  and  the  5  hours  could  have  been  distributed 
over  40  days.  A  woefully  small  number  consented,  the  balance  plead 
"no  time".  I  willingly  concede  you  are  overworked,  that  not  suffi- 
cient time  is  allowed  you  for  the  pleasures  of  life,  that  with  more 
•  leisure  you  would  do  more  for  your  Association;  but  in  spite  of  the 
demands  upon  your  time  which  your  business  exerts,  I  still  contend 
that  you  could  have  squeezed  5  hours  out  of  40  days,  or  18  minutes  out 
of  every  1,440. 

Thirty-Four  Years  have  passed  since  these  memorable  pharmacists 
gave  to  us  our  Association  with  its  Trinity  of  Duty,  Benefit  and 
Pleasure,  and  as  many  more  years  will  be  required  to  pass  before 
our  profession  in  this  State  properly  appreciates  what  the  charter 
members  did  for  our  uplift.  Thirty  Four  Years  more  and  the  self- 
same men  whom  some  of  us  today  regard  as  ordinary  druggists  will 
be  memorialized  as  pioneers  and  patriots  and  whose  names  will 
be  reverently  passed  on  to  posterity  as  men  who  did  a  great  work. 

How  pleasant  it  must  be  to  feel,  as  the  pages  of  life  are  written, 
that  somewhere  in  the  volume  is  a  chapter  devoted  wholly,  unselfish- 
ly and  purely  to  fellow-man's  material  improvement ;  to  know  that 
the  superstructure  one  has  assisted  in  building  has  developed  into  a 
home  that  lodges  and  protects  and  will  continue  indefinitely  to  serve 
the  sons  of  Pharmacy.  I  envy  these  living  Charter  Members  this 
feeling,  and  I  would  that  in  my  later  life  I  could  have  the  blissful 
satisfaction  of  a  reminiscence  such  as  must  come  to  that  man  who  has 
fought  a  good  fight  and  has  won. 
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THE  REGULATION  OF  SALE.  OR   THE   SALE   OF   ESSENCE 
OF  JAMAICA  GINGER  IN  GENERAL  STORES 

By  J.   E.   Shew,,  Lenoir 

In  discussing  the  proposition  of  controlling  the  sale  of  Essence  of 
Ginger,  (and  1  would  emphasize  the  word  proposition,  because  any- 
thin"  of  like  manner  is  indeed  a  proposition,)  we  have  two  particular 
or  definite  conditions  that  confront  us  to  consider. 

The  first  is,  our  desire  as  druggists  to  have  enacted  laws  that  are 
for  the  protection  of  public  health. 

The  second,  laws  that  are  broad  enough  to  overcome  the  prejudice 
of  the  majority,  generally  termed  public  opinion. 

As  professional  men.  and  I  class  registered  Pharmacists  as  pro- 
fessional,  even  though  we  can  but  admit,  if  successfully  financially, 
more  commercial  than  professional,  but  I  do  not  care  to  lose  the  high 
standing  we  deserve  professionally,  and  let  us  not  be  too  modest 
to  uphold  our  position  therein,  in  classing  ourselves.  We  are,  1  have 
no  doubt,  in  unison  as  to  the  abuse  and  willing  to  make  any  effort 
that  we  would  deem  effective  to  stop  the  sale  of  Jamaica  Ginger  as 
a  beverage-  Yet  the  standing  of  the  registered  druggist  is  not  such 
that  the  state-  is  willing  to  trust  the  sale  of  narcotics  and  poisons  to 
the  discretion  of  the  retail  druggist,  neither  is  the  state  and  federal 
government  willing  to  trust  entirely  to  us  the  sale  of  alcoholic  pre- 
parations. This  I  reluctantly  admit  is  caused  by  a  few  who  will  not 
only  violate  the  laws  we  have,  but  will  utterly  disregard  their  profes- 
sional ethics  for  the  sake  oi  profit,  ever  making  illegitimate  sales  to 
the  disgrace  of  the  law  abiding.  Therefore  unless  there  be  a  change 
of  standard  generally,  we  will  never  be  admitted  upon  our  recogniz- 
ance to  be  law  abiding,  and  the  registered  pharmacists  have  no  discre- 
tion in  any  matter,  but  necessarily  be  under  the  same  law  as  restricts, 
or  governs,  the  general  store. 

Now   I  erlook  the  fact  that  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  drafted  our 

Pharmacy  and  Anti-narcotic  Laws,  and  if  the  Association,  through 
the  legislative  committee,  did  not  ardently  stand  by  and  guard  and 
protect  them,  doubtless  a  legislature  would  convene  in  which  some  rep- 
resentative would  endeavor  to  have  our  entire  Pharmacy  Act  so 
amended  as  to  utterly  destroy  its  efficiency.  And  should  we  take  up  each 
of  these  abuses,  such  as  the  sale  of  Ginger  and  ask  a  special  act,  in 
my  opinion,  we  would  be  only  making  an  opening  for  the  wedge  that 
is  lying  in  wait  to  be  used,  to  the  end  that  our  law  may  be  destroyed. 
Therefore  until  some  means  has  been  perfected  whereby  the  general 
store  that  sells  drugs,  has  been  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Pharmacy  law  or  Board  of  Pharmacy,  we  should  keep  separate  these 
abuses;  and  each  county  that  desires  the  restriction  of  the  sale  of 
Ginger  should  have  enacted  local  county  legislation.  Through  this  plan 
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we  could  possibly  use  to  advantage  the  opportunity  of  getting  in  closer 
touch  with  our  representatives  and  show  them  the  druggist  has  never 
wanted  protection  for  themselves  as  much  as  for  public  health  pro- 
tection. The  general  opinion,  I  am  free  to  say,  is  that  the  Pharmacy 
Act  is  class  legislation.  We  want  to  correct  these  ideas,  for,  the  more 
prevalent  they  are,  the  harder  it  is  to  get  what  we  need  and  want. 
For  these  reasons  and  others  that  may  be  suggested,  I  consider  at  the 
present  time  the  advisability  of  local  enactments  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  Essence  of  Ginger  by  general  stores. 

There  is  another  condition  we  might  consider  also.  The  country 
merchant  is  quite  often  imposed  upon  under  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
Act  label,  (I  wish  to  say  I  do  not  discount  the  good  of  the  act 
though,)  but  to  those  not  acquainted  with  it  they  take  for  granted 
each  package  so  labeled  has  been  examined  and  found  pure.  On  in- 
vestigation, our  Agricultural  Bulletins  will  show,  though  there  have 
been  found  within  the  last  year  extracts  on  the  market  containing 
wood  alcohol.  The  sale  of  ginger  upon  prescription,  which  means 
necessarily  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  would 
eliminate  the  sale  of  impure  ginger.  Thus  this  resolves  itself  into  the 
same  proposition  again,  that  the  pharmacists  should  gradually  work 
to  the  end.  that  the  sale  of  all  drugs  in  the  state  be  under  the  suner- 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  And  every  advance  we  make, 
whether  local  or  general,  tends  to  educate  the  public  to  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  importance  of  our  Pharmacy  laws.  For  the  public,  as  in  must 
all  other  laws,  do  not  study  them  or  even  investigate  them,  but  con- 
demn same  when  brought  for  lack  of  knowledge ;  whereas  if  we 
advance  step  by  step  the  opposition  will  be  far  less,  and  the  day 
will  come  when  the  Association  can  have  enacted  such  laws  as  they 
may  decide  upon.  Until  then  I  think  best  to  make  use  of  some 
local  legislation.

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  extends  hearty  and  fraternal  greetings  to  the 
N.  C.  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  annual  meeting  assembled 
at  Hendersonville,  N.  C,  and  wishes  for  it  a  largely  attended  and  most 
successful  meeting. 

Organization  and  co-operation  with  equal  opportunities  to  all  are 
still  emblematical  of  the  principles  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  While  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  National  Association  are  based  upon  the  above  funda- 
mentals, yet  when  it  is  considered  that  from  each  of  these  sources 
there  has  branched  out  issue  upon  issue,  caused  by  the  various  con- 
ditions that  arise  from  time  to  time  confronting  the  professional  as 
well  as  the  economic  situations  environing  the  retail  druggist,  one  is 
simply  appalled  with  their  great  significance  and  Ave  must  be  ever 
ready   to    meet   them. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  at  St.  Louis  in  1898, 
the  campaign  of  education  to  the  retail  druggists  has  not  lagged  and 
as  we  progressed  in  our  efforts  to  raise  the  standing  of  the  retail 
drug  fraternity  throughout  the  country  both  ethically  and  commer- 
cially, we  became  more  and  more  impressed  with  its  importance. 

It  should  be  apparent  to  every  fair  minded  man  and  its  manifested 
in  many  ways  that  all  the  successful  retail  drug  co-operative  organiza- 
tions of  the  country,  whether  national  or  local,  owe  their  success 
largely  to  the  teachings  of  the  parent  organization.  This  is  largely 
true  to  the  United  Drug  Co.  (Rexall)  the  A.  D.  S.,  the  A.  D.  F.  I. 
Co.,  the  Druggists'  Isdemnity  Exchange  and  more  recently  the  Tampa- 
Cuba  Cigar  Co.  You  can  not  get  away  from  it  and  it  must  be  re- 
cognied  at  its  true  value. 

In  matters  of  legislation,  more  especially  in  that  of  national  legis- 
lation, we  are  now  beginning  to  realize  what  organization  and  co- 
operation truly  means  and  could  we  only  have  included  in  our  mem- 
bership one-half  or  two-thirds  of  the  entire  retail  drug  trade,  what  a 
powerful  influence  we  would  have  had  to  back  up  our  efforts,  but 
even  as  it  is  with  the  selection  of  the  best  and  ablest  representa- 
tives from  our  own  profession,  we  are  making  hopeful  progress  and 
in  the  matter  of  price  maintenance  or  more  properly  price-registra- 
tion, which  we  have  strong  hopes  of  having  legally  enacted  by  Con- 
gress the  coming  year,  we  should  enlist  the  attention,  the  sympathies 
and  the  helpful  assistance  of  the  entire  retail  trade.  A  uniform  re- 
tail selling  price  is  something  that  should  be  fully  appreciated  by 
every  man  who  stands  for  all  that  is  fair,  equitable  and  just  in  trade. 
With  the  restoration  of  equal  opportunities  for  all,  freed  from  the 
contamination    and    injustice    of    great    combinations    of    capital,    there 
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should   be    created    an    impetus    for    success    in    the    retail    drug-   trade 
that  will  be  simply  marvelous. 

Is  there  any  one  of  us  with  soul  so  dead,  or  so  blind  to  the  live 
issues  of  the  day,  that  can  not  for  himself  see  that  it  is  his  bounden 
duty,  almost  his  religious  duty,  to  support  his  professional  organiza- 
tions for  what  they  are  trying  to  do  for  him :  first,  his  local  associa- 
tion, where  the  local  interests  should  predominate :  second,  his  state 
association  where  important  state  legislative  matters  can  only  be  suc- 
cessfully handled  and  third,  your  national  association  where  only 
subjects  and  legislation  of  a  national  character  can  be  properly  taken 
care  of.  What  can  an  individual  accomplish  in  proportion  to  what 
may  be  accomplished  in  collective,  orgnized  concert? 

These  are  very  important  subjects  to  think  over  not  only  during 
your  leisure,  but  at  all  times.  Give  your  undivided  «ind  loyal  support 
to  your  associations  as  stated,  for  it  is  only  these  means  that  success 
can  be  accomplished.  Half-hearted  support  many  times  is  much  worse 
than  no  support.  Every  one  should  be  so  thoroughly  involved  with 
sufficient  altruism  for  the  cause  as  to  enthuse  him  to  give  his  full 
support  to  his  own  fraternal  organization  that  is  working  so  hard 
in  behalf  of  his   interest. 

Action,  consistent  and  effective  should  be  our  motto  for  our  fu- 
ture success.

DRAFT  OF  RESOLUTIONS 

WHEREAS,  the  unfair  practice  of  cutting  prices  of  standard 
goods  is  being  generally  used  as  a  means  of  destroying  the  indepen- 
dent merchants  of  the  country  and  creating  great  trading  monopolies, 
thus  seriously  injuring  the  prosperity  of  the  towns  and  smaller  cities, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  claim  that  price  cutting  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
consumer  is  wholly  unfounded,  since  the  loss  on  standard  goods  is 
always  offset  by  the  higher  prices  charged  for  unknown  goods  of 
doubtful  quality,  and 

WHEREAS,  House  Bill  13,305,  introduced  in  Congress  by  Repre- 
sentative Stevens  of  New  Hampshire  is  a  measure  that  will  aid  in 
establishing  fair,  free  and  honest  competition,  delieved  from  cut- 
throat methods,  and  give  the  independent  merchant  an  opportunity  to 
do  business  under  legitimate  conditions. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  heartily 
endorses  the  Stevens  bill,  and  calls  on  the  United  States  Senators  and 
Congressmen  from  this  state  to  favor  that  measure,  and  to  use  their 
influence  in  having  it  enacted  into  law  at  the  present  session  of  Con- 
gress. 
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RESOLVED,  That  we  commend  the  utterances  of  President  Wil- 
son at  Philadelphia,  on  October  29,  1912,  when  in  defining  his  policy 
he  said: 

"Safeguard  American  men  against  unfair  competition  and  they 
will  take  care  of  themselves  ....  If  you  make  the  processes  by  which 
small  men  are  undersold  in  particular  markets  criminal;  if  you  pen- 
alize in  the  same  way  those  discriminations  by  which  refail  dealers 
are  punished  if  they  deal  in  the  goods  of  anybody  except  the  big 
manufacturers;  if  you  see  to  it  that  raw  materials  are  sold  upon  the 
same  terms  to  everybody;  if  you  see  that  the  closed  market  credit  is 
opened  up  by  a  very  different  banking  system,  then  you  have  freed 
America,  and  I  for  my  part  am  willing  to  stop  there  and  see  who 
has  the  best  brains."  And  we  pledge  him  our  earnest  support  in  any 
effort  he  may  make  to  enforce  the  principles  of  equal  rights  and  equal 
opportunity  to  honest  dealing  with  the  consuming  public.

To  His  Excellency,  Locke  Craig,  Governor — and  the  Xorth   Carolina 

Pharmaceutical  Association : — 
Sirs  : 

In  compliance  with  Section  9  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmacy  Law, 
I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  May 
3i.  I9M. 

The  eighty-first  (81)  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  the  Gaston 
Hotel  in  the  city  of  New  Bern  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  6  and 
7,  1913.  Those  present  were  E.  V.  Zoeller,  W.  W.  Home,  I.  W.  Rose,

NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 


BY-LAWS 


Two  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  for  the  Examination  of  Can- 
didates and  for  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  them  shall  be 
held  every  year  in  the  City  of  Raleigh  at  such  dates  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Board. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the 
business  stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the 
period  of  their  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should 
desire  to  end  the  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and 
examinations,  and  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  report  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  matters  that  have  had  attention  since  the  last 
meeting. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be  the  executive  officer  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  such 
others  as  the  Board  from  time  to  time  may  direct.  At  every  regular 
meeting  he  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  approval,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  a  complete  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  past  fiscal  year's  business.  He  shall  furnish  bond 
in  an  approved  surety  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  pre- 
miums to  be  paid  by  the  Board,  for  the  faithful  collection  and  dis- 
bursing of  all  funds  coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The 
bond  should  be  filed  with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President. 
He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  in  his 
care.  This  responsibility  of  a  Secretary-Treasurer  going  out  of  office 
shall  not  be  ended  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from 
his  successor  for  said  property. 

No  By-Law  or  Rule  of  the  Board  shall  be  added,  changed  or  sus- 
pended without  the  concurrence  of  three  members  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing.

RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 

Examinations  shall  be  mainly  written  and  divided  under  four  heads, 
namely : 

i.  Materia  Medica,  Posology,  and  Toxicology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Theoretical   Pharmacy. 

3.  Practical  Pharmacy,  including  prescription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 

4.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 
Written  questions  shall  be  arranged  as  nearly  as  practicable  into  ten 

main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent.,  with  not  less  than  sixty 
per   cent   under  any   head   or   department,   shall   be   required   to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  consid- 
ered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form  of 
the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee.
